John W. Doane, the Chicago tea and cof- 
Yee merchant and capitalist, and former 
President of the Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company, died of heart failure last night 
at his apartments in the Holland House, 
New York. Mr. Doane had complained for 
some time of periodical symptoms of 
cardiac trouble, but the illness which proved 
fatal was of but two days’ duration. He 
passed away as the result of a sudden re- 


Mr. Doane died on his 67th birthday anni- 
yersary. 
Mr. Doane was President of the Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust company for fourteen years, 
retiring in 1898, when he was succeeded by 
, Orson Smith, the present head of the finan- 
cial house. Soon after his retirement Mr. 
Doane sold his Chicago residence in Prairie 
gvenue and went to live in the East, dividing 
his time between New York and a home he 
owned in Thompson, Conn., his birthplace. 
In late years Mr. Doane disposed of most of 
Chicago real estate holdings and in- 
ested his money in personal property. 
Among his large holdings are blocks of Pull- 


man company stock and railway securities. | 


His estate is estimated at $2,000,000. 

Me Doane left a widow and two sons 

and three daughters. 
The funeral will be held at Thompson, 
Stam The time has not yet been decided. 

Grech Smith, President of the Merchants’ 
Toan and Trust company, is out of the city. 
Cashier J. G. Orchard, when told of Mr. 
Doane’s death, said: 

“Iam @xceedingly sorry to hear of Mr. 
Doane’s death. He was President of the 
bank for fourteen years, from 1884 to 1898. 
His attitude toward his employés was kind 
and friendly, and he had their affection and 
fespect. ‘I'wo years ago he left Chicago to 
feside in Thompson, Conn., and New York. 
Since then he has made trips to Chicago two 

"af three times a year.’’ 


Educated in Common Schools. 

John W. Doane was born on March 23, 
i686, at Thompson, in Windham County, 
Coun. He wag the son of Joel and Olivia 
Primrose Doane. He received his early edu- 
Cation in the common schools of his native 
State. When 22 years of age he decided to 
come to Illinois. Arriving in Chicago with 
ittle capital, he rented a store and began 
Business as a grotersEe gradually in- 
Steased his business year by year until in 
#70 his store broke the record of sales in 
the Northwest. 

The fire of 1871 swept away the store of 
John W. Doane & Co. with those of others, 
and Mr. Doane saw the savings of years de- 
stroyed. Vigorous still, he devoted his en- 
ergies to rebuilding ‘the business, an East- 
mn friend having assisted him in reéstab- 
Mehing the store. It required only a few 
months for the firm to retrieve its losses and 
7eeccupy the position it had held.

Injunction Issued to Restrain the Erie 
Man from Prosecuting Garnishment 
Suits Against 100 Engineers on the 
Erie Railway, It Being Developed 
at the Hearing That He Proposed 
Taking Evidence in the East from a. 
Pullman Car—Unite to Fight Action. | 


A justice shop on wheels, to ply between 
Chicago and points in New York, is the 
scheme of M. Clark McIntosh, police magis- 
trate of Barrington. 

Mr. McIntosh and his methods were re- 
Dbuked yesterday by Judge Baker. An in- 
junction was issued to restrain McIntosh 
from prosecuting garnishment suits against 
100 locomotive engineers on the Erie rail- 
road. 
The injunction was issued on the ground 
that McIntosh had resorted to means which 
were “contrary to public policy and.“ as 
forming hazardous and vexatious litiga- 
tion.” 

It developed that McIntosh, who had a 
financial! interest in the suits, proposed, when 
his methods originally were objected to, to 
go to Port Jervis, N. Y., to hear testimony. 
He asked the Erie road to furnish a Pullman 
car that he might tour and hear cases at the 
same time. His proposition was treated asa 
joke, but McIntosh would not give up. He 
went to the Pullman tompany with a similar 
proposition, and by that concern likewise 
was given no encouragement. 


Suits Over a Book. 

The litigation arises over alleged 
scriptions to a book which was published 
in 1899 by the Crawford-Adsit company, 
which firm had offices at 114 Dearborn street. 
The book was ‘“ The Erie Division of the 
American Engineers.’’* For $25 a steel en- 
graving and a sketch was published and $15 
was the price of a sketch without picture. 
It is alleged that the majority of the en- 
gineers subscribed, but the engineers declare 
that a few of them did and say that their 
names were obtained by some unknown 
method. 
Last February suits were begun in Jus- 
tice McIntosh’s court, at Barrington, 32 
miles from Chicago, to collect unpaid sub- 
scriptions, The Crawford-Adsit company is 
now defunct and the actions were begun 
by C. T. T¥immer, formerly a elerk for the 
company, who sued in the name of W. H. 
Welch, formerly president of the company. 
To get jurisdiction in Cook County the Erie 
road was named as garnishee. The en- 
gineers sued live along the road from Ohio 
to New York. 


Unite to Oppose Suits. 

The engineers held a meeting and decided 
to fight the suits, employing D. 8. Grear 
and Bulkley, Gray, & Moore as their attor- 
neys. The result was the petition for the 
injunction, which was granted yesterday. 
It was revealed at the hearing that McIn- 
tosh was to get fees of $1.65 for each case 
whether or not the case should be called. 
* Should the case be tried he was to get the full 
costs, which he acknowledged would amount 
| to. about $8 for each case. 
Louis Collen, was to get $1 for serving the 
writs, and if the plaintiff won he was to get 
an additional $3.20. All the cases were to 
be tried at Barrington and court was to 
open at 8 a. m. 

It is charged by the attorneys for the 
engineers that the secrésury of the com- 
pany, E. O. Burtch, visited the offices of 
the Erie road in this city, and gave garnishee 
fees, amounting to $1.10 a case and aggregat- 
ing $110, to P. V. Bowman, a telegraph op- 
erator; that he in turn gave it to another 
operator, named Townsend, who returned 
$85 to Burtch, who then divided the money 
between the constable, the justice, and him- 
self. 

Justice Shop on Wheels. 

W. 8. Johnson, attorney for the Erle road, 
complained to McIntosh of the methods used 
and the justice then evolved the idea of a 
moving justice shop,. This was laughed at 
and the next day, on March 8, McIntosh 
sent out letters to the engineers, one of which 
which was brought before the court, reads as 
folhows: 
Mr. EB. F. Peters, Port Jervis, N. Y.—Dear Sir: 
If you wish to put your evidence in defense against 
the claims of the Crawford-Adsit company before 
me, instruct your division superintendent to have 
the attorney of the Erie railroad in Chicago notify 
me to hear your evidence in Port Jervis, N. Y., 
within ten days. Respectfully,

Chief of Police Kipley began a French duel 
with Chicago's beggars yesterday. No one 
is expected to be hurt, nor will the principals 
go to jail. 

The grim war was carried to the mendi- 
cants in an order issued by the Chief to his 
commanding officers. The order went on to 
say that the beggars were becoming “ quite 
annoying.”’ Arrest’ the wicked fellows,”’ 
was the gist of the command. _— 

At midnight not an arrest had been made. 
The streets swarmed with vagrants. Pglice- 
men stopped to chat with some of the “ regu- 
lars,”” who have their fixed stands in front 
of the theaters or other puhjic resorts. 

Between Harrison street.and Jackson bou- 
levard on State street-thirty-nine beggars 
were counted last night. Many 


aggressively impiident. 
The police made no effort to check the 


Kipley’s order must have been fresh in their 
minds. Election is near and a beggar can 
vote. 

No one saw Chief Kipley write the order, 
so it cannot be recorded that he slapped 
himself, on the knee and winked. It is gen- 
erally understood, however, that it was not 
intended that the order should be enforced. 
Its purpose was to conciliate citizens who 
have made complaint of the beggar nuisance. 


Text of Kipley’s Order. 

Chief Kipley’s order, in its entirety, fol- 
lows: 

To Commanding Officers: Complaint is made 
at this office by citizens that beggars are becom- 
ing quite annoying. They ply their vocation on 
the streets and: on cars, some of them using a 
card with printed matter thereon. Give strict» 
ordérs to your officers to resort to extreme meas- 
ures to stop this nuisance. JOSEPH KIPLEY.

In the street cars and elevated trains the 
beggars are operating in large numbers, 
the favorite method being to hand about 
cards on which doggerel rhymes set forth 
a plea for alms. After the cards are dis- 
tributed among the passengers the beggar 
collects them and solicits a coin. The con- 
ductors and other officiais of most of the 
transportation lines have orders to put.

ing the slightest connection with the board. 
The. federal’ law governing bucket-shops, 
which will go into effect on April 1, is de 
signed to let the light into places which have 
heretofore been dark, and it is this publicity 
| which, it is asserted, will result in the cam- 
plete extinction of the bucket-shop. a 
Under the federal law bucket-shop pro- 
prietors must file with the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue statements of the nature of 
their business. If they fail to do so they 
will be Hable to prosecution in the United 
States courts and severe penalties: If they 
comply with the federal law they will be 
furnishing the most positive evidence of their 
violation of the Btate law against bueket 
shops, and prosecution by the Board of Trade 
will follow.

{ Agree with Telegrapit Companies. 

Inothe fight that is thus apparently closing 
the Board of Trade will be greatly assisted === 


by an agreement made yesterday with the 
Western Union and Postal Telegraph com- 
panies. These companies agree to send out 
Board of Trade market quotations all over 
the country to customers approved by. 
Board of Trade officials. | 

In this way all legitimate speculators will 
have the quotations of the market which 
establishes prices for the entire country, 
and bucket shops cannot get them. | Pro- 
prietors of the leading bucket shops in Chi- 
cago, Kansas City, and elsewhere pri- 
vately admit they cannot do business unde 
such conditions. 


Bucket Shops Must Report. 

For the last twenty-five years proprietors 
of bucket shops have had things pretty 
much their own way so far as the dissemi- 
nation of information regarding thém & 
concerned. Now, however, the situation is 
emtirely different. They will not only be 
taxed heavily by the government, but pro- 
vision has been made for the absolute 
knowledge of all the inner workings of the 
concerns, and the records of this infarmation 
will be at all times open for public inspection- 

The revenue department of the government 
is now having prepared a document which, 
within a few days, will be in the hands ofall 
parties suSpected of operating bucket shops, 
and before April 1 this blank must be filled 
out and returned to the department. In it 
the bucket shop operator gives the name or 
title by which his shop is known and the 


proprietary Interest therein. The exact lo- 
cation of the bucket shop is given, as is also 
the character of the business conducted, 
All this information is sworn to. It is en- 
tered in a record kept in the revenue office, _ 
which is at all times open to public inspec+ 
tion. ; 

Customers’ Trades Made*Public, 
In another book is kept a record of all 
the trades made in the bucket-shop, this 
giving the name@wf the customer, the char- 
acter of his trades, and all other informa- 
tion which it is presumed a trader n in 
a bucket-shop would not care to have made 
public. The bucket-shop proprietor is, under 
the new law, taxed two cents a $100 of value 
ation and pays a license of $50 annually. 
The tax is exactly double that paid by a 
member of the Board of Trade, and the lat- 
ter, after July 1, will not be required to have 
a license of any kind. Heretofore the Board 
of Trade man has paid $25 a year as a com- 
mercial broker. 
A dozen bucket-shops in Chicago will be 
affected by the new law, and the number 
which in other cities of the country will 
come under its jurisdiction is exceedingly 
large. It is considered doubtful if there is 
a city anywhere in the United States of 
25,000 inhabitants which does not have @ 
bucket-shop. 

History of the Business. 
In Chicago the bucket-shops have been 
thriving for twenty-five years. They had 
their origin in the immediate neighborhood 
of the old Board of Trade, which occupied 
the site of the present Chamber of Commerce 
Building. In the early days the Board of 
Trade did not apparently object to the bar- 
nacles which thus fastened themselves upon 
it. Business was good, and members of the 
board were favored with orders which Tam 
into millions of bushels where hundreds of 
bushels are handled now. Commissions were 
high and everything was prosperous, 
The conditions changed with the location 
of the Board of Trade, and it became evident 
to the officers of that institution that the 
bucket-shop was an evil growing so rapidly 
that its suppression was necessary to the 
preservation of legitimate business, The 
active efforts in this direction began as long 
ago as 1889, but the attempts on the part of 
Board of Trade directors were spasmodic 
and by no means effective. It became the 
proper thing for an incoming directory to 
appoint a Bucket-Shop committee with @ 
good deal of flourish, and for a time this 
committee would make a noisy but futile 


effort to carry out the purpose of its exist< 


ment which is about to kill the goose that

President Baker’s Work. 
In President Baker’s administration, in 1895. 
the subject assumed an entirely different as- 
-pect. Mr. Baker was a fighter, and enlisted 
the services of a number of men equally 
nitagonistic to the bucket-shop interests. 
During his two administrations as President 
“he fought them with all the weapons which 
he could command, and now members of the 
board afte more disposed to give him credit 
than formerly. 

Amiong the first things Mr. Baker did in 
his war against the bucket-shops was to re- 
"tain the services of John Hill Jr., The first 

practical result of Mr. Hill's work was the 
Indictment of 281 persons shown to have an 
$nterest in bucket-shops, the grand jury tak- 
, ing this action on Feb. 29, 1806. Forty-eight 
bucket-shops were involved in these indict- 
ments, and many of them were never heard 
of more. Some closed their doors, others 


_ pleaded guilty, but a majority of them were ) 


never tried, owing to official indifference. 
The campaign inaugurated by Mr. Baker 
was continued by his successor, Z. R. Car- 


ter, and again taken up by W. 8. Warren, 


now President of the Board of Trade. Prose- 
cution of all bucket-shop interests during 
Mr. Warren's two terms of office has been 
particularly vigorous, and during his last term 
has actually accomplished more than all the 
previous warfare against the bucket-shop 
evil. The cotperation of the Postoffice de- 
partment was secured in 1896, and a number 
of bucket-shops were wiped out through 
ines and fraud orders. During the last two 
or thfee years the Board of Trade has been 
'@@pecially severe upon its own members 
charged with bucket-shop affiliations. Fully 
twénty-five men have been disciplined. A 
-number have been expelled, and still others 
suspended for various periods, the lightest 
/sentence being one year off the floor. 
Highty Bucket Shops in Chicago. 
When. the most vigorous Board of Trade 
fight against bucket shops began there were 
eighty of these concerns in operation in this 
city. . The first year’s work reduced the num- 
ber to forty-two, the second year’s work to 
twenty-nine, while at the expiration of the 
“ahird year, in 1898, but thirteen remained in 
‘operation. About the same number still 
exist, but the personne! has undergone an 
entire change. Practically but one concern is 
‘receiving quotations of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, and this through an injunction re- 
Satrainfng the board from cutting off the 
"quotations. The other shops now running are 
Aoing more of a stock than a grain business. 
~ Unexpected circumstances have been of ma- 
derial aid to the board in its bucket shop fight. 
“Sn various parts of the country, principelly in 
@ast, scandals were developed which 
were of material help in calling public at- 
Zention to the business. “ Get-rich-quick 
“sch®mes came under the ban of the law in 
_geveral cities and created a sentiment against 
gil forme of gambling as illustrated by bucke* 
“shop methods. An outgrowth of this senti- 
mént was, in a general way, @ discussion of 
the question of national legislation against 
bucket shops, and considerable of the time 
of the sessions of the National Board of 
Tradé, held in Washington in January last, 
was devoted tothis subject. It was not, how- 
ever, the first time that national legislation 
had been suggested as a most effectual 
_qgpethod of suppressing bucket shops. 
Reports by John Hill. 
‘In a report made by the chairman of the 
Civic federation Committee on Gambling in 
3807 John Hill said: 


“Gradually the press, the public, and the , 


courts are coming to recognize the enormity 
of the bucket shop evil, and another year of 
active work will, in al! probability, put it in 
m position where the public will demand na- 
“iohal legislation aimed direct at bucket 
and in-nowise affe€ting legitimate in- 
terests.”’ 
The present law was strongly recommended 
not only by the last Nationa! Board of Trade, 
but also by a special cOmmittee of the Chi- 
cago association, consisting. of President 
Warren, Robert Bines; and Attorney Rob- 
bins. Mr. Robbins drew the present law. 
>All members of the Board of Trade admit 
‘that ina general way they know what a 
“bucket shop ts. definition recently was 
Sainished by John Hili, who has taken part 
in most of the fighting waged against this 
iiterest. He defines the bucket shop as an 
+s.ablishment conductéd nominally and os- 
tensibliy for the transaction of a grain or 
siwtk exchange business, but in which the 
proprietor takes one side of every deal made 
im his place, while the patron takes the other 
"ide, no article being bought or sold in any 
public market. 
“ Margins” Are Only Stakes. 
“The margins deposited with the bucket- 
SHOP Proprietor by the patron are nothing 
“but the patron’s stakes to the wager and are 
appropriated by the proprietor when the 
Huctuations of price reach the limit of the 
deposit—one party (the proprietor) to the bet, 
mcting as stakéholder. The commissions 
charged by the bucket-sh@® are odds in its 
favor, and necessary in order to maintain the 
pretense of being legitimate brokers, actually. 
Making the transaction on a public exchange. 
dhe bucket-shop proprietor is ready always 
fo tike all deals offered on any commodity 
which fluctuates in price. The interest of the 
proprietor of a bucket shop is at all times 
Opposed to that of his patrons, as the profits 
of the shop are measured by the loss of the 
constituency. 

In its endeavors to suppress bucket shops 
the Board of Trade has fought some hard 
Sights. It conducted one against William KH. 
Hennig & Co., Which covered a period of three 
years, and cost close to $100,000. The bulk of 
this money came out of the pocket of the man 
who finaily was sent to jail by the federal

At a meeting of the directors of the Board 
of Trade yesterday the draft of the proposed 
contract was read and approved. Its terms 

@iready had been assented to by the officials 
of the telegraph companies at New York, 
Dut the contract itself will have to be sent 
on there for their signatures. 

After the meeting President Warren said: 

“ithe Board of Trade and the telegraph 

companies have agreed upon the terms of a 
Contract and the quotation service wil! be 
resumed probably April 1. The terms of the 
®@ontract are satisfactory to the board, and I 
Understand, also to the telegraph companies. 
and harmonious relations are resumed be- 
tween the parties.” 
' The principal features of the contract are 
for agreement on the part of the telegraph 
companies to pay the board §30,000 a year 
tor the quotations; to furnish them only to 
‘Bpplicahts approved by the Board of Trade 
ae wanting them for legitimate purposes 

‘only; and to cut them off at any time from 
persons using them for Illegitimate purposes 
on the demand of the board, provided the 


tatter furnishes a bond eatisfactory to the 


telegraph companies to bear all legal ex- 
penses incident to suits. 

Commissien men and brokers on the Board 
of Trade hailed the announcement of the 
settiement with delight, as some of them 
estimated that millions of dollars have been 
Jest to the trade since Aug. 1, 1900, when the 
‘quotation service was discontinued as an 
Incident to the fight of the directors to con- 
trol their own quotations and keep bucket 
shops from getting them. 

. Traders were restive at the long delay and 
the advance announcement of the settle- 
mént was made to sooth this feéling of re- 
gsentment which broke out vigerously last 
week in the purchases of memberships in the 
Milwankee Chamber of Commerce by leading 
Boara of Trade firms and the threat to trans- 
fer @ iarge part of their business there.

BURKE COUNTS THR VOTES

MAJORITY OF 50,000. 


Statement of Democratic Chief After 


Consultation with Managers from 
the Various Wards—H. H. Haaf, For- 
merly a Republican, Sends $50 to 
Harrison Campaign Fund—Talk of 
Repassing the Allen Law—Forming 
Clubs Among Building Associations. 


The Democratic committee had a roundup 
of ward managers at headquarters yester- 
day, at which reports from the various sec- 
tions of the city were received. When it was 
over Secretary Burke gave out the statement 
that he was confident of Mayor Harrison's re- 
election, and figured his. majority at 30,000.

Haaf, 180 Forty-first street, who also in- 
closed a copy of a lettér he had received from 
the Republican committee of the Sixth Ward 
and the answer he had sent. The fetterhead 
contained Mr. Haaf’s name as one of the 
members of the Finance committee of the 
ward club, and the letter suggested that he 
would be expected to raise $50 to aid in the 
election of Judge Hanecy. Mr. Haafin reply 
wrote that while he always had been a good 
Republican he could not vote for a candidate 
nominated by Congressman Lorimer. Under 
the circumstances he would send his contri- 
bution to Mayor Harrison.

The Master Boilermakers’ association will 
an ordinance to govern the inspection 
of boilers and to provide regulations for safe- 
ty.

The committee, after receiving these ordi- 
nances, will visit the office of the Hartford 
Boiler Insurance company, where there is 
on exhibition a collection of plates taken 
from exploded boilers, showing the method 
of rupture and the effect of scales.

“Ninety-five per cent of the explosions are 
@aused by the weakness of the boiler at the 
geam which runs longitudinally along the 
eylinder,” said Mr. Downs. “ In most cases 
this is hidden by brick and cannot be well 
inspected. Boilers should be made to offer 
opportunities for inspecting the seam. The 
hydrostatic pressure test, as used by thecity, 
is worse than useless,in many cases. It sim- 
ply subjects boilers to an immense strain 
and weakens them, by that much.”’ 

It was agreed th«t the present ordinance 
Governing boiler inspection was inadequate 
for the purpose intended, and that one rem- 
edy lay in joining the inspection departments 
under one head. Then the city would be abie 
to supervise a plant from the time it was 
installed.

NOW A PIANO COMBINE 


MARC A. BLUMENBERG AND OTH- 
ERS PROPOSE A TRUST. 


Promoter Says Career as Editor of the 
Only Successful Publication in 


Music Field Proves Him the Man for | 


the Work and the Fact of Selection 
for It Ends All Discussion—Chicago 
Dealers Scout the Idea of Such a 
Project. 


Unless the plans of Marc A. Blumenterg ; 


fail, he will soon place the tentacles of an 
octopus about the music loving public. Mr. 
Blumenberg has served for twenty years as 
editor-in-chief of the Musical Courier. Yes- 
terday he announced his determination to be- 
come to the muSic trade a veritable Pierpont 
Morgan. 

Years ago Mr. Blumenberg advocated the 
use of the department stores as selling agents 
for pianos. He thinks that, with the excep- 
tion of a few houses, all piano manufacturers 
in the country are anxious to be represented 
by high-grade department houses. Arguing 
from this basis, he has advocated during the 
last eight years the organization of a trust, 
and announces his purpose as follows: 

* My retirement from music trade journal- 
ism is due to the fact that Lam now, from this 
day, actively engaged in an official capacity 
to bring about, in conjunction with financial 
magnates of this country, the formation ofa 
trust in the musical industries, particularly 
in the piano trade.” 

Mr. Blumenberg has faith in the value of 
the trust as a producer of better instruments 
and of thus becoming a national blessing, 
and believes that within the next two years 
the music world will become acquainted with 
the “irrefragable and natural laws of 
finance and commerce which have brought 
other industries under healthy operations 
and of homogeneous management.” 

Mr. Blumenberg trusts to his native ability, 
and in an editorial he states just what that 
ability is. He says: : 

“Music trades papers have come and 
gone, editors of these papers have failed and 
have gone into bankruptcy. and have entered 
the field. again; and others have attempted 
in a small way to make an honorable and 
frugal existence; but the history of this line 
shows that I am the only one who has made 
a career that can be termed successful. The 
fact that I am selected for this important 
movement is sufficient tribute for me, and 
ends all further discussion on the subject.”’ 

Mr. Blumenberg does not give the names 
of those back of the movement and merely 
hints that they are men of importance to the 
trade. 

The scheme of Mr. Blumenberg was not 
given serious contemplation by the leaders 
of the piano trade in this city. 

**I know nothing of it,’’ said W. W. Kim- 
ball last night. ‘‘ We do not look for atrust 
here, and do not want one.” 

*“*I do not desire a trust and do not think 
the other local manufacturers do,” said J. W. 
Northrup of the Emerson company last 
night. ‘‘I know Mr. Blumenberg in a busi- 
ness way, and Iam sure he will find that run- 
ning his paper is easier than building the 
trust.’’ 


KENNAN ON RIOTS IN RUSSIA. 


Says They Are Merely Signs of Dissat- 
isfaction and Not a Nihilistic 
Movement. 


George Kennan, the traveler and writer, 
-whose articles on conditions in Russia some 
years ago attracted much attentidn, was at

in that country, he said: 

“I do not think they are connected with 
any Nihilistic movement, but simply repre- 
sent the general dissatisfaction on the part 
of the students and others of the progressive 
and educated classes with conditions pre- 
vailing there. The fact is they have to sub- 
mit to almost intolerable conditions in many 
instances. They are at the mercy df the 
rector of the universities. He can, for in- 
stance, have them imprisoned for a week 
in a cell, and there is no appeal from his 
decision. They are subjected to many other 
inidignities.”’ 


Charles A. Towne, who represented the 
State of Minnesota for a few weeks in the 
United States Senate following the death of 
Cushman K. Davis, was at the Auditorium 
Annex yesterday. When asked his impres- 
Bions of the Senate he said: 

‘*T am more than convinced from my ex- 
perience that the Senate is the only free 
forum for the expression of public opinion 
in a national legislative way, and I want to 
give out a warning at the declared policy of 
the Republican party to end this by the ap- 
plication of the closure rule. The fact is 
there is little opportunity for an expression 
of public sentiment in the House, where 
everything is subjected to a rule of gag at 
the will of the dominant party. Ours is sup- 
posed to be a government of discussion, but 
this will soon disappear if the proposed rule 
of the Republicans is put into effect. 

‘*] was also impressed with the fact that 
there is a distinct tendency toward commer- 
cialism in the Senate. The number of so- 
called business-men is steadily increasing. 
It is proper there should be a representation 
of business-men, but there is a type there 


which I hardly think conduces to legislation , 


in the interest of the country at large.”’

Committee Reports in Favor of Leasing

‘At a meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the Hamilton club last night it was prac- 
tically decided to have new quarters. The 
plan proposed by the committee contem- 
plates the lease of the building at the north- 
west corner of Clark and Monroe street for 
twenty-one years. The building will be in- 
creased in height from four to six stories 
and, except for the ground floor, will be oc- 
cupied by the club. 

The upper floors will be fitted up with gym- 
nasium, swimming pool, billiard-rooms, and 
bowling alleys. An audience-room large 
enough to seat 1,500 peopie will occupy one 
entire floor.

_“ The Warners ”’ is a story in every way su- 
perior to its author’s first effort, ‘‘ Halamar,”’ 
and passes comparison with her sister’s first 
literary indiscretion, “‘ A Social Lion.”’ Like- 
wise it shows less of crudeness than the his- 
torical novel, ‘‘ Uncanonized,’’ which was the 
second work from the pen of her sister, Mar- 
garet Horton Potter. 

Capital, and the oppression it can exert, 
and the ruin to innocent people it can bring, 
are the themes which Mrs. Daniels has 
chosen. Only people from the laboring 
classes are used as principal characters, the 
two men from the money world who are in- 
troduced leaving the impression of being 
mere causative forces rather than clearly 
defined personalities. : 


when the reader meets him in the opening 
chapter, he is 18 years old, and has been a 
street waif, bootblack, and newspaper 
boy. By dint of hard work, courage, and the 
making the most of all opportunities, he final- 
ly has become a factory hand, and risen to 
the dignity of possessing a small room in the 
upper story of a tenement-house, and in which 
he cooked his meals, slept, and lived, but 
which he can call his own.

CHOW VEHICLES AT BEST. 


AUTOMOBILE EXHIBITION HAS 
CROWD AT COLISEUM. 


Opening Night Finds Visitors Filled 
with Curiosity and Anxious to Ride 
in the Strange Vehicles—Speeding 
Seems Favorite Pastime of Show— 
Race Between Two Automobiles 
Proves Exciting to Spectators—Ex- 
hibiters Represented. | 


‘The automobile show at the Coliseum has 
aroused great interest among the society peo- 
ple of Chicago. It promises to rival the 
horse show as a society event. The attend- 
ance last night, as a visitor asserted who 
also had been present the opening night of 
the automobile show in New York, was near- 
ly three times larger than the New York 
show. Yesterday afternoon, in spite of the 
unpleasant weather, the attendance was sur- 
prisingly large, with a liberal sprinkling of 
society people. 3 

The exhibition was not completed yester- 
day, and some of the exhibiters were still 
arranging their exhibits. 

The drive around the central part of the 
hall proved a great success. Every visitor 
who wished to do so could ride on one of the 
numerous automobiles exhibited. The auto- 
omnibuses carried targe crowds of people, 
and all day until the closing hour there was 
a continuous string of automobiles of every 
description racing around the drive. One of 
the peculiar features was the motor bicycle, 
which sped around the ring with lightning 
rapidity, gracefully winding its way among 
the larger vehicles. The large and rather 
cumbersome-looking two-wheeled automo- 
biles exhibited in the south end of the build- 
ing attracted considerable attention and was 
the subject of many comments. 

The principal event of the evening was a 
home-trainer race between two automobiles. 
The vehicles were placed upon freely revolv- 
ing rollers, which moved in sympathy with 
the wheels of the automobiles and were con- 
nected by means of belts with an indicator 
arrangement, which showed by _ colored 
hands upon a dial the relative progress of 
the competing racers. Burt Shaw, who man- 
aged one of the vehicles, made the mile in 
58.6 seconds, and was defeated by Charles 
Jamieson, who covered the same distance in 
58 seconds flat. The race was exciting and 
attracted general attention.

J, M. WILLIAMS’ WILL FILED; 
TRUSTEES MUST NOT DRINK. 


Estate of $2,000,000 Disposed Of, Most 
of It Being Left to Children—Peculiar 
.Provisign as to the Executors. 


The will of John M. Williams, a former 
resident of Evanston, but whose later years 
were” spent at Mountain View, Cal., was 
filed for probate yesterday. It disposes of a 
fortune of $2,000,000, the greater part of 
which is left to the children of the testator. 
The original will was drawn and signed at 
Evanston on Aug. 10, 1896. It is followed 
by several codicils, the second of which was 
drawn and signed at San Francisco, Apri! 
15, 1898, the date upon which the testator 
married his second wife, Annie E. Dearborn. 

In this codicil the original will was reaf- 
firtined and a provision was made for Mrs. 
Williams as long as she remained unmarried. 
These provisions were stated to be in con- 
formity with a contract. 

The original will leaves the entire estate 
in trust to the testator’s sons, Lucian M. 
Williams and Nathan W. Williams, and his 
son-in-law, Parke E. Simmons. A peculiar 
provision is inserted relative to the conduct 
of the trustees, who are not required to give 
bonds. The requirement provides: 

“In case either of the trustees hereby ap- 
pointed shall become addicted to the use of 
intoxicating liquors or shall ever become in- 
toxicated or use or take opiates, whether 


morphine or chloral or any other drug of - 


like or similar effect, or shall gamble in 
stocks, grains, or other commodities on mar- 
gins, such conduct or acts hereinbefore enu- 
merated shall be sufficient cause for his re- 
moval as trustee under this will.’’ 

There are fifty-two legatees named, among 
whom are a number of distant relatives, who 
are left sums ranging from $300 to $500. Sev- 
eral charitable aifd religious institutions are 
remembered as follows:

The residue of the estate, according to the 
provisions of the original will, is to be dis- 
tributed among the following children: Lu- 
cian M. Williams, Izabella Blaney, Helen 
Husser, Jessie Simmons, Nathan W. Will- 
jams, Edith Kirkwood, and the children of 
Walter 8S. Williams, deceased. The widow of 
the deceased son Is left $20,000. 

The codicil of April 15, 1898, states that on 
the testator’s marriage with his second 
wife he entered into a contract ’with her, 
that after his death, and so long as she re- 
mained unmarried, she should have $1,800 
a year out oftheestate. He directed that the 
trustees carry out this contract.

CUT IN REVENUE OFFICE. 


COYNE GETS ORDER TO REDUCE 
EXPENSES $15,750. 


Proposed Lowering of War Tax Causes 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Yerkes to Slash Appropriation of 
Chicago District Almost 25 Per Cent 
—Change, if Enforced, Will Require 
Removal of Fifteen Men—Collector 
Goes East to Protest. 


Commissioner of Internal Revenue Yerkes 
has ordered a reduction of nearly 25 per 
cent April 1 in the appropriation of the Chi- 
cago internal revenue Office. The decrease, 
if enforced, will require the discharge of fif- 
teen men and a reduction in salaries aggre- 
gating $15,750. Colector Coyne has gone to 
Washington to protest against the reduc- 
tion on the ground ‘that work has increased 
in the Chicago office so the present force has 
all it can do to handleit. The war revenue 
tax increases on April 1 through the heavy 
penalty imposed on “* bucket-shop ’’ keepers, 
While the department apparently is prepar- 
ing for the general reduction in the war tax 
on July 1, it is said this will afford little 
relief to the Chicago office. The order to 
reduce appropriations is sweeping and is 
said to affect all internal revenue offices. 

The annual appropriation for Collector 
Coyne’s office is $66,205. Of this sum $64,050 
has been used during the last twelve months. 
The present office force consists of twenty 
deputy collectors, eight clerks, and one mes- 
senger. The field force is made up of fifteen 
deputy collectors and a number of gaugers 
and gauger storekeepers. If the order of 
the department is not revoked eleven office 
deputies and four field deputies will have to 
be dropped, reducing the force to the same 
number employed before the war revenue 
went into effect, in June, 1898. 

The work of collecting taxes will be les- 
gened but little by the amendment to the law 
passed on March 2, and it is feared that a 
reduced force cannot handle the business. 
Collector Coyne said the department officials 
evidently do not understand the great busi- 
ness being done by the Chicago office. He 
will call on Senator Mason at Washington 
and go with him to the commissioner's office 
to plead for a revocation of the order. 

Mr. Coyne’s business during the last few 
days has been so heavy that he did not ex- 
pect to get away from Chicago before he be- 
comes postmaster. When he changed his 
plans he notified Postmaster Gordon, and 
the two officials left for Washington in the 
afternoon. Mr. Gordon has his own business 
to arrange with the Postoffice department, 
but it is probable he and his successor will 
get together long enough to talk with the 
Postmaster General in regard to the affairs 
of the Chicago postoffice during the coming 
year. The matter of the annual appropria- 
tion must be taken up with the department, 
soon. The two federal officials expect to re- 
turn to Chicago about Thursday.

FINDS PROS LAW USELESS 


JUDGE HUTCHINSON HOLDS, NO 
PUNISHMENT UNDER IT. 
Grants New Trial to Photo-Engravers 
.Convieted of Forming a Combipe, 
Though Believing Them Guilt;— 
Ruling of the Supreme Court in This 
Statute Now Awaited with Inter- 
est—Argument of Levy Mayer op 
Line of Recent Case Heard en Banc. 


Judge Hutchinson, sitting tn the Criminal 
Court, intimated yesterday he would grant a 
new trial to the defendants in what is known 
as “the photo-engravers’ trust case’ on 
the ground that the statute under which they 
were indicted is not operative, and there is 
no law in Illinois under which they or others 
guilty of similar acts can be punished. The 
defendants were accused of entering into a 
trust for the purpose of maintaining prices. 
Judge Hutchinson said: 

“I do not care to review the facts again. 
I considered the matter fully when heard and 
believe the defendants entered into.the com- 
bination complained of, but I do not see how 
they can be punished.”’ 

It is taken for granted that Judge Hutchin- 
son intends following the opinion given by 
Judges Dunne and Waterman recently, when 
they, sitting en bane with Judge Tuley, 
passed on the case brought by the Attorney 
General seeking to collect fines from a num- 
ber of corporations for failing to make the 
affidavits required by the anti-trust law of 
1893. Judge Tuley differed in some points 
from his colleagues. 

After these conflicting opinions in the lower 
courts a finding by the Supreme Court of the 
State is awaited with interest. 

Levy Mayer, on behalf of the defendants, 
made the plea that his clients had been in-

REPORT THAT SHE WAS DEAD IN 
NEW YORK DUE TO MISTAKE. 


Woman Supposed to Have Committed 
Suicide Was Mrs, Lillian Robinson, 
Once a Resident of Chicago, Who 
Originally Came from Michigan— 
Went East After Varied Career and 
Had Not Been Heard Of in the West 
for Some Time, 


Baltimore, Md., March 23.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Harry P. Robinson, now living at the Alta- 
mont Hotel in this city, was much shocked 
by a report circulated in New York that she 
was dead. A telephone message from the 


‘Holland House in New York was received at 


the Altamont asking whether. Mrs. Robin- 
son was dead. She replied that she was alive 
and in good health. Upon inquiry she ascer- 
tained that she had beén confounded with a 
woman who died in New York, and whose 
last name was said to be Robinson. 

Mrs. Robinson is the daughter of Thomas 
Lowry of Minneapolis, and she said that she 
understood a telegram had been sent to him 
saying that she had committed suicide. Mrs. 
Robinson stated that she had immediately 
telegraphed her father that she was alive and 
well. Mrs. Robinson stated that when in 
New York she stopped at the Holland House. 

New York, March 23,—[Special.}—The 
woman who was found dead, it is believed of

Morris Rosenfeld, who has accepted the 
editorship of the Jewish Call, a new daily 
paper in the Yiddish language, established in 
Chicago a few months agoris a talented poet, 
who has sprung from the most humble ranks 
of society. He is a product ef the Ghetto. 
He learned the tailor trade in London and 
for many years worked in the sweatshops 
of New York. During the day he worked 
hard at his machine and in the evening he 
wrote poetry in the language of the Ghetto. 
The poem which made him famous and led 
to the publication of a collections of his 
poems in Yiddish, with a translation into 
English prose by Professor Leo Wiener of. 
Harvard, was ‘In the Sweatshop,” which 
in prose translation is in part as follews: 


IN THE SWEATSHOP. 


The machines in the shop roar so wildly that 
often I forget in the roar that I am; I am lost in 
the terrible tumult, my ego disappears, I am a 
machine. I work, and work, and work without 
end. I am busy, and busy, and busy at al times. 
For what? and for whom? I know not, I ask not. 
How should a machine ever come to think ? 

There are no feeling, no thoughts, no reason; the 
bitter, bloody work kills the noblest, the most 
bedutiful and best, the richest, the deepest, the 
highest, which life possesses. The seconds; min- 
utes, and hours fly—the nights, like the days, pass 
as swiftly as sails. 1 drive the machine just as 
if I wished to catch them. I chase without avail; 
I chase without end. .” 

And at times when I hear the clock I under- 
Stand quite differently its pointing, its language; 
it seems to me as if the Unrest egged me on that 
I should work more, more, much more. In its 
sound I hear only the angry words of the boss: in 
the two hands I see his gloomy look.

SPAIN DEEDS MORE ISLANDS. 


Treaties Closing Purchase of Philippines 
by United States Exchanged in 
Formal Manner. 


Lost Its Flag. 


Washington, D. C., March 23.—The Spanish 
Minister. the Duke d’Arcos, today received 
from Secretary Hey a Treasury warrant for 
$100,000, and the United States received the 
final cession of ‘‘ any and all islands of the 
Philippine archipelago lying outside of the 
line described in article 3 of the treaty of 
peace between Spain and the United States 
of Dec. 19, 1898."" At the same time a protocol 
was signed by Mr. Hay and the Duke d' Arcos 
exchanging ratifications of the treaty of 
cession. 

The specific purpose of the transaction Is 
to add the Islands of Cegayan-Su-u and 
Sibitu to the possessions of the United States. 

The ceremony attending the exchange of 
ratifications and the payment of the $100,000 
warrant was an interesting one. There was

At the meeting in the town hall, convoked 
by the Mayor of Marseilles and held last 
night. a dispatch was received from M. 
Waldeck-Rousseau, the French Premier, an- 
nouncing that the masters had agreed to ar- 
bitration respecting such points of the dis- 
pute as were open to negotiation. 

Kepresentatives of the strikers prement ac- 
cepted the proposed arbitration, provided 
it was approved by the general assembly of 
the strikers. The Councilors then called on 
the Prefect, and begged him to withdraw or 
conceal the troops in the city. In view of 
the negotiations the Prefect consented to 
conceal the troops, the Councilors promising 
to influence the strikers to cease further dis- 
orders. 

In spite of the prospects of a speedy set- 
tlement of the labor troubles the strikers 
were more or less disorderly today. 

After a meeting held at the Labor Ex- 
change*the strikers atta¢ked and stoned the 
street cars at obstructed points and broke 
the electric connections. The rioters were 
dispersed by the police. 

The number of strikers of other trades in 
sympathy with the dock laborers was in- 
creased today. A body of striking carters 
prevented wagons from leaving the railroad 
depot. Scuffles ensued, and the police 
charged and dispersed the rioters. But only 
a few carters continued work. 

A rope factory was burned today. The ‘ 
walls collapsed, and two firemen were killed. 
Eleven persons, including six firemen, were 
seriously injured, aud one firemen is missing. ‘

ENGLAND KEEPS HANDS OFF. 


“LONDON, March 24, 8 a. m.—The Sunday 
‘Special’s Tien Tsin correspondent says: 
“A new and unfortunate hitch has oc- 
curred in the Anglo-Russian siding dispute. 
“After both parties had withdrawn, ac- 
cording to agreement, the Russians suddenly 
returned to the disputed spot and planted

LONDON, March 23.—The antagonism of 
Japan to Russia {s now considered the moet 
serious feature of the situation in the far 
East. If the ulterior designe of Russia in 
Manchuria have been concealed by the An- 
glo-German agreement, it is no longer a 
secret that neither England nor Germany 


not been allowed to enforce her demands on 
the Corean government, and cannot depend 
upon the support of Germany and England. 
Nothing can be obtained by diplomacy, and, 


her own account, she will be compelied to 
witness the Russian absorption of Man- 
churia after her own victorious troops have 
been forced to retire from Port Arthur and 
Wei-Hai-Wel. 

If Japanese patience has been exhausted 
the movement of the fleet toward Corea 
may involve a determined effort to obtain 
compensations, even at the risk of war with 
Russia. 

England is not likely to do anything to 
prevent that war. Her foreign policy now 
turne upon a single pivot, close association 
with Germany in Europe and Asia. If some 
Washington rumors can be credited this 
partnership, with limited liabilities, may 
also be extended to America. There is, how- 
ever, no confirmation from any authorita- 
tive source here of the report that Germany 
has offered to codéperate with England in 
any attempt to abrogate the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty. 

Japan Waits on Boer War. 
[Special Cable to The Chicago bune.] 
LONDON, March 23.—The Russian designs 
against China seem to have been checked 
for the moment, but few people doubt that 
they will ultimately be consummated. Gen- 
eral Botha’s rejection of the British terms 
is a distinct reason for retaining this opin- 
-on. Had the war in south Africa come toa 
sudden end we might have expected to see 
Japan make a decisive move which would 
have speedily compelled Russia either to 
abandon her principal ambitions or draw 
the sword. But the British support which 
in that case would have been behind Japan 
will not be given now, and it would be hardly 
prudent for the Mikado alone to challenge 


the Czar. 


Changes in Manchurian Treaty. 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 23.—It is under- 
stood and generally believed in diplomatic 
circles here that the Russo-Chinese agree- 
ment, now about being signed, differs con- 
siderably from the original draft, though the 
_precise differences are not obtainable. 

Russian statesmen reiterate emphatically 
that Russia does not intend to assume a 
protectorate over Manchuria. 


Lack of Harmony at Pekin. 
[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 

PEKIN, March 23.—The lack of harmony 
among the Ministers continues. They hold 
meetings constantly, and discuss various 
points. How much indemnity shall be de- 
manded, and how it shall be divided among 
the powers, has not been determined, as the 
foreign representatives are discussing larger 
issues, which are delaying the settlement 
of the other questions. 


Fleet Rumors Not Confirmed. 

SHANGHAI, March 23.—There is no con- 
firmation of the reported concentration of 
Russian warships in Corean waters or of the 
rumored mobilization of the Japanese fleet. 
While foreign circles here generally doubt 
that an outbreak of hosWlities will occur, the 
Chinese are satisfied that Japan is deter- 
mined to resist Russian designs on Man- 
churia.

Philadelphia, Pa., March 23.—The Russian 
cruiser Variag sailed from this port today 
under cabled orders sald to have been re- 
ceived yesterday by Captain Vladimir Behr 
from the Russian government.

RAIN BURIED IN A DRIFT 


MANY PASSENGERS IN THE CARS 
DEEP UNDER THE SNOW. 


Woman Among Those Imprisoned and 
Starving on Manistique Railroad in 
Northern Peninsula of Michigan— 
Six Who Escape Almost Perish in 
Walk of Three Miles to Next Station 
~Perilous Journey Takes Half a Day 
~Little Food or Fuel. 


Three miles from Seney, in the Upper Pen- 
insula, a passenger train is buried deep in the 
snow. Aboard it are a number of persons, 
among them one woman, Miss Sanborn of 
Grand Marais, and General Freight and Pas- 
senger Agent K. F. Chisholm and Superin- 
tendent W. McGann of the Manistique rail. 
road. With.more snow falling and the road 
to Seney impassable, these passengers are 
confronted with serious conditions. There is 
little food or fuel on the train, 


Six Escape Through Drifts. 

Wilbur Burns, a traveling salesman, who 
spent three days and hights on the snow- 
blocked train, with five passengers escaped 
by walking three miles through great drifts 
to Seney. They were half a day in making 
the journey, and for a time i seemed cer- 
tain they would perish. Mr. Burns, who 
reached here today, said: 

“On Tuesday afternoon the train left Grand 
Marais in a blizzard. About ten miles north 
of Seney the train, a double-header, ran into 
snowdrifts several feet higher than the car 
roofs. The storm continued all night, and 
Superintendent McGann, who was aboard, 
dispatched two brakemen the next morning 
on foot to Seney for provisions. 


Passgigers Suffer from Hunger. 

“The two men returned late in the after- 
noon with a sledgeload drawn by a St. Ber- 
nard dog. in the meantime the passengers 
suffered from hunger. 

** The locomotives managed to work within 
three miles of Seney, where the train was 
buried out of sight. Friday W. N. Hargrave 
of Grand Marias, G. N, Greer of Menominee, 
John Glass of Cadillac, the Rev. A. Andrew 
of Newberry, A. Weston of Newberry, and 
myself, after half a day’s struggle in the 
drifts, reached the station completely used 
up. The train is still stalled, and with six 
feet of snow on the level and more falling the 
passengers are confronted with a serious con- 
dition.”’

Cooley Comes from the East 


with Ideas for a Commer- 
cial High School. 


"TELLS OF IDEAL SYSTEM. 


Says Philadelphia Has Better 
Methods Than Any Place 
He Visited. 


CHANGES IN PENSION FUND. 


Superintendent E. G. Cooley of the public 
schools, after a visit of ten days to the 


* gehools of the large Eastern cities, returned 


yesterday, convinced that the demand of 
the Commercial club for a special com- 
mercial high school is a just one. His trip 
. was planned some time before the Com- 
mercial club discussion arose, but interest 
in the matter was increased by the crit- 
icism that graduates of the high schools 
are not fitted for common business posi- 
tions. Superintendent Cooley probably will 
recommend a separate commercial high 
school on lines similar to the English High 
and Manual Training School. 
Philadelphia,”’ said Mr. Cooley, “is the 
city that has solved the problem of a com- 
mercial education. Other cities have in- 
stitutions which can only be called *‘ clerk 
factories.’ I had an-opportunity to observe 
the commercial work done in the’ schools 
of New York, Brooklyn, Washington, Phil- 
adelphia, Boston, Baltimore, and. Spring- 
field. The separate commercial schoo! is 
the solution. of the problem. Where com- 
mercial and classical courses are put into 
the same school there is a tendency to 
subordinate the former to the latter. 


Defines Needs of Chicago. 

“ The kind of a school that should be estab- 
lished in Chicago is one occupying a sep- 
arate building and giving a course that ex- 
tends over four years. The curriculum 
should embrace studies that will give the 
pupils a liberal education. Training should 
‘be as thorough as it is in the classical high 
schools and the graduates of the commercial 
school should have as broad and liberal an ed- 
ucation as any that is given. 

** The best idea I gained of a manual train- 
ing school during my trip was of the Pratt 
Institute in Brooklyn. Some of the ideas 
gained from that institution may be em- 
bodied in our own course when it is changed.” 


Change in Pension Fund Plan. 


Promoters of the amendment to the teach- 
ers’ pension law have yielded to the im- 
portunities of a majority of the contributors 
to the pension fund and have embodied in the 
new bill a provision that there shal! be sep- 
arate funds for employés of the public schools 
and for the teachers. ‘ 

By the terms of the new measure as finally 
drafted by Actuary Nitzski separate accounts 
are to be kept of the contributions of teach- 
ers. and employés, and all annuities are to 
be paid out of the two funds. Otherwise the 
bill is the same as it was when it was sub- 
mitted to the contributors for approval six 
weeks ago. 

A meeting of the Committee of Fifteen. was 
held yesterday, and a letter of explanation

copies of the new measure at its second refer- 
endum next week.

F the Hull House women who believe 

good pies are not made in Chicago at 

the present day could be confronted 

with the array of women in all walks 
of life who insist they can make the 
best ‘of ples they might modify their 
statements. Club women, society women, 
housekeepers, doctors, ‘and domestics 
have risen in numbers to say that they 
themselves can go into the kitchen and 
make a pie that is fully as delectable and 
more hygienic than the pies their New 
England ancestors made. In fact, instead 
of declining as an art, plemaking, it ap- 
pears, has come to be one of the first arts of 
women. Mrs. Elbridge Hanecy and Mrs. 
Carter Harrison testify that one 6f their 
chief holds upon the candidates for Mayor 
is their ability to provide the favorite varie- 
ty of pie. 

The Hull House women a few days ago 
were inclined to believe one of the reasons 
for the superiority of a New England pie 
was that the housekeeper in those days made 
forty or fifty at a time, and kept them some- 
times in the attic several months before the 
last one was served. It was thought pos- 
sible that pies, like wine, improved with age. 
So far as can be ascertained, no Chicago 
woman has adopted the New England plan. 
As to the general allegation that the art 
of cookery is on the wane and that women’s 
clubs are interfering with the attention 
given to the family cuisine, there is an un- 
qualified denial from all sides. The leading 
club women of the city say that the bést 
club women are the best cooks. To be more 
emphatic, some of them say they can go 
into the kitchen themselves and make a bet- 
ter pie than their New England grand- 
mothers ever made. | 


Judge Hanecy’s Pie Habit. 

The wife of Judge Hanecy is not only a 
disbeliever in the retrogression of the Amer- 
ican piemaker, but she is the possessor of 
a recipe for the making of mincemeat that 
is pronounced by her husband the triumph 
of pastry making. Mrs. Hanecy said: 

“In the last three weeks of strenuous 
political life the art of making pies or any 
other culinary accomp ent has become 
almost reminiscent at our house, and the 
pastry placed before the Judge has been 
the work of confectioners, But I refuse to 
acquiesce in the assertion that the woman 
of today cannot make a pie as toothsome 
and digestible in every way as the ones

made by her mother or grandmother. 

‘* So long as the active habits and present 
appetite of the Judge continue, the recipe 
for making an old-fashioned mince pie, 
given me by my mother, will remain in a 
place available for myself and my daughters, 
all of whom, when old enough, have been 
‘taught to compound the pastry of which 
their father is so fond. Judge Hanecy is an 
easy man to please in other respects, but in 
the making of that mince pie I always super- 
vise the operation, if I do not make it myself. 

“T have observed that when the cook is 
absent for any reason a pleased smile al- 
ways illumines his face, and the intimation 
is given that we will now have a“ real pie,’ 
and an observer watching the disappearance 


of the pastry would, I am sure, join with 


the Judge in the assertion that piemaking 
is not one of the lost arts. The recipe f 
making the interior of the pie so prized’ 
the Judge is: 

Two pounds chopped beef. 

Two bowls chopped apples. 

One pound currants. 

One and one-half. pounds large raisins. 

One and one-quarter pounds suet, chopped fine. 

Two quarts sweet cider. 

One tablespoonful salt. 

One tablespoon cloves. 

One tablespoon ground cinnamon. . 

One tablespoon allspice. 

One pint syrup. 

Brown sugar to taste. If not juicy enough add 
water. Add half pint brandy when cold. 


Cherry Pies for the [layor. 

Cherry pie is pronounced by Mayor Har- 
rison the genuine American pie, and those 
manufactured by his. wife, he asserts, are 
entitled to blue ribbons, gold medals, and 
various other awards as the finest of all 
pastries. The particular cherry pies favored 
by the Executive are always prepared under 
the watchful eyes of Mrs. Harrison, and 
the usual résult of their consumption dur- 
ing the campaign are hes by the can- 
didate depicting the idyllic life of the Chi- 
cagoan and an optimistic view of the munic- 
ipality, its people, and the world in general. 
Mrs. Harrisen believes that if the present 
day woman were free from social duties to 
devote her time to culinary pursuits the 
pies of other days, famed for their edible 
qualities, would be surpassed in every re- 
t. 

** While we do not possess the varied know!l- 
edge of cookery learned by our ancestors,” 
she satd, ‘‘!1 feel assured that if we devoted 
half the time spent by them in brewing and 
baking we could make ples just as good as, if 
mot better than, the ‘kind that mother 
made.’ That assertion carries a small 
modicum of praise for my own effort, be- 
cause I occasionally supervise the making 
of a cherry pie that Mr. Harrison declares 
the crowning achievement of piemaking. 

“The cherry pie has always retained first 


place in his affections, although he is not 
especially addicted to other forms of pie, 
and lie declares that it, and not mince, is 
the real American pie. I do not think the 
art of baking crisp and juicy pastry to satis- 
fy the palates of the masculine American, 
who generally is the consumer of the del- 
icacy, has deteriorated, but rather that the 
man has lost the taste for pies which he had 
in his youthful days. If there was a renewal 
of the demand for pies by the heads of the 
families you would find that the so-called 
lost art would quickly be rediscovered. The 


American woman always has rétained the 


piemaking instinct.”’ 


‘Cooking a Pleasure of Life. 

‘** Cooking is one of the pleasures of my 
life,”’ declared Mrs. Mary E. Holmes of the 
Chicago Woman's club. Mrs. Holmes recent- 
ly staggered the members of the club by ask- 
ing how many of them would be willing to 
be seen sweeping off their front doorsteps. 
am sure I know how to cook«ore whole- 
some food.than my mother used to. New 
England pies were unhealthful. They didn't 


take. effect because the people. lived out-. 
door lives and. suffered little indigestion. | 
' “The best club women are apt to be the 


best cooks that can be found. The fact that 
a woman does not confine herself within the 
four walls of her home does not mean that 
her household duties are neglected. As to 
a choice’ between pies, I think pumpkin pies 
are least dangerous.’ 


Custard Pie the Best. 


Mrs. Walter C.. Nelson’s ancestors came 
over in the Mayflower and made one of the 
first pies that were eaten in this country. It 
was made near the present site of Boston, 
and in view of the attention which Bostoni- 
ans have given the pie question is looked 
upon as having a historical significance. 
History does not record that it was as large 
as the Hull House women would have people 
believe New England pies were made. It 
was probably a custard pie, as eggs were 
the first kind of fruit the pilgrims had. 

** And custard pie today,"’ said Mrs. Nelson, 
*‘is the best kind of pie. ‘I do not wish to 
seem boastful, but for the sake of the club 
woman's reputation I might say that I can 
make a fine custard ple. The objection to 
pie is because pies are not well made. A well- 
made pie will never hurt people.” 


Says Club Women Can Cook. 


Mrs. E. G. Clark, President of the West 
End Woman’s club, is said to be as efficient 
with a rolling-pin in her hand as with the 
gavel. She modestly disclaims being a su- 
perior cook, but says she makes pies about 
which people are kind enough to say pleas- 
ant things. 

** If those who dream of New England pies, 
and how they used to taste,” said Mrs. Clark, 
“could but go back to their childhood per- 


haps they would find the ples provided by 
their oWn cooks as good as they used to find 
those of their mothers. Cooking has ad- 
vanced, like everything else, and we ought to 
be able to make the best kind of pies. Club 
women can cook. | shouldn't like to make 
any assertions about my pies, for I might 
be called upon to prove them, but like any 
other club woman I consider that club work 
has improved my pies.”’ 


Men to. Eat; Women to Make Them. 


‘“‘ The art of making pies,’’ said Dr. Frances 
Dickinson, ‘‘ has some peculiar features. In 
the first place it takes a woman to make 
pies. A chef cannot make the real article. 


‘Then it takes men te eat pie; a woman is 


rarely a judge. Pies must be good for peo- 
ple. It is the natural and not the abnormal! 
appetite that craves pie. Going on the 
theory, which I helieve to be true, that the 
normal appetite is a good guide as to diet, 
ples certainly have their place.” 


[ten Can Make Pics. 


Ernest Stoll is the pastry chef at the Au- 
ditortum. John Willl is his assistant. They 
have much information to give about ple 
making. 

“This story that pies are like violins,” 
said Mr. Willi, “‘is partly true. It is not 
true that they made better ones a hundred 
years ago. It is possible if the violins made 
today were kept 100 years they might be 
as good as the old violins. Perhaps people like 
pies that are not fresh. If that is true we 
do not keep them long enough. It is cer- 
tain we make them just as good. Thereason 
ples were better in New England than in 
Chicago is simple. Here we make them out 
of canned fruit or at best out of fruit that 
ripened on South Water street. They made 
them out of fresh fruit that ripened on the 


trees. No one ean make good plies out of 
poor fruit. We make pumpkin pies all the 
year. They had them in the fall, when the 


pumpkins, were ripe and fresh. A chef can 
make as good a pie as any woman. Pies are 
the favorite dessert in the hotel.”’ 


Skill as Great as Ever. . 


Mrs. Joseph Dornersberger, wife of the 
President of the South Park board and a 
prominent club woman, finds time in the 
midst of social duties to superintend the 
making of the national dish ang is confident 
that the art of mixing the ingredients and 
baking the old-fashioned pie has been trans- 
mitted ‘without deterioration to the grand- 
daughters of the first plemakers. 

‘*T can make as good a pie today as any I 
made when a girl,’’ she said, *‘ and without 
being boastful I can say that my efforts in 
my early days were considered successful. 
In turn, my daughters can make pies in every 
respect as good as mine, so that it is evi- 
dent that the pies of today will compare fa- 
vorably with those of years ago, despite the 
comments of the newspapers on the leaden 


pastry of the cooking schools of today. 

“But the idea has gained ground of late 
that pies are unhealthful, and as they are not 
asked for by the heads of the household the 
making is left to hired cooks and good pies 
made by servants are scarcer than the pro- 
verbial hen’s teeth. There is much truth 
also in the contention that pies are unhealth- 
ful, as in many ef those nowadays the 
short, flaky crust, which was the effect espe- 
cially sought by our mothers, has given way 
to a crust that is t rich. This fault fre- 
quently extends to th interior of the pies. 

‘* Still, the men of thirty years ago were 
easier to please than their sons. I do not 
include Mr. Donnersberger in this category, 
as he still assures me that my pies are up to 
the standard set years ago, but I fear the 
present-day Chicagoan would look askance 
at a pie that would have been halled as a 
culinary triumph by his grandfather.” 


Fault in Aduiterants. 

Mrs. H. EB. Moody of a North Clark street 
home bakery declaré that the fault of the 
pies of today lies not in the talent of the 
cooks, but in the adulterants that enter into 
the composition of the ingredients of the 
pies, which the makers are unable to avoid. 

‘* Were we able to procure the same brand 
of lard, butter, or other materials that form 
the component parts of the pies, there is no 
reason why even better pies could not be 
made today than those which gave fame to 
our grandmothers. Then it was possible to 
make scores of ples at the same time, and 
place them away for future consumption,and, 
although thirty and forty days elapsed be- 
fore they were placed on the table, they 
were as fresh and delicious as on the day of’ 
their making. 

“That is clearly an impossibility now, so 
you can see that the fault lies in the ma- 
terial and not in the maker. After twenty- 
four hours the crust of a ple made@vith the 
material furnished us now becomes hard and 
indigestible, althofigh the skill of thé cook 
is equal to that displayed by her ancestor. 

** Pies, however, will retain a permanent 
place in the affections of the American peo- 
ple, and I find that the call for the mince and 
pumpkin pie in winter and the cherry and 
apple pie in warm weather is as great as 
ever.”’ 


. Fresh Pies Are Best. 

Mrs. West; manager of a down-town lunch- 
room, says she finds no trouble in getting 
women who can make good pies. They make 
the pies at their homes and bring them in. 
She has several women who make their liv- 
ing in this way. 

‘* Fresh pies are the best,”’ said Mrs. West. 
“A pie is never kept for two days here. If 
not sold, it is sent back at night and fresh 
ones are brought in the morning.. Pies are 
growing in favor rather than declining. 
They are the favorite dessert until straw- 
berries come."’

ELECTION LAW AMENDMENT PRO- 
POSED BY D. E. SULLIVAN... 


Mistake in Thinking It Designed to 
Help Intoxicated Persons, for Such 
Are Specifically Excepted in Pres- 
ent Law, and This Clause Is Not 
Changed—Bill Drawn by Attorney E. 
J. Nolan at Request of Association 
of Persons Lacking Sight. 


A misconception of D. E. Sullivan’s pro- 
posed amendment to the election laws pro- 


of the blind or those physically incapacitated 
caused the general belief that it had been in- 
troduced for the purpose of allowing the de- 
positing of ballots by intoxicated persons. 
The true purpose of the amendment was dis- 
closed yesterday by E. J. Nolan, an attorney 
with offices at S84 La Salle street, by whom 
the measurs was drafted. 

The resolution requesting the Legislature 
to amend the present election law, so as to 
permit blind persons and all those physically 
unable to mark their own ballots to take an 
assistant of their own choice into the booth 
with them to assist in marking the ballot 
Was adopted at a regular meeting of the 
Social and’ Mutual Advancement Associa- 
tion of the Blind, held in rooms 9-12 Masonic 
Temple on March 8. 

Mr. Nolan, attorney of the association, who 
also is blind, was instructed to prepare a 
bill for the purpose and secure its introduc- 
tion at Springfield. The bill was prepared, 
amending section 24 of the act providing for 
the printing and distribution of ballots, and 
copies were sent to Senator Neils Juul and 
Representative Sullivan. 


Adds Clause to Present Law. 

| The amendment as introduced merely adds 
to the present section the following clause: 
‘““Any person who, by reason of want of 
sight or other physical disability, is unable 
to mark his own ballot, shall be permitted to 
take one person, selected by himself into the 
+ booth with him to assist him in marking his 
ballot. And no election officer shall accom- 
pany such voter into the booth unless the 
voter shall request his assistance.” 

In the same section of the law as it now 
stands is a provision reading: ! 

‘*Intoxication shall not be regarded as a 
physical disability, and no intoxicated per- 
son shall be entitled to assistance in marking 
his ballot.”’ There is no proposition before 
the Assembly to change this clause. 

“The first reports sent out regarding the 
introduction of our amendment by Mr. Sulli- 
van were misleading, and the intimation that 
he was endeavoring to aid intoxicated per- 
sons in the exercise of the franchise were 
unfair to him, and without a shadow of jus- 
tification,”’ said Mr. Nolan yesterday. “‘ The 
same measure had been introduced in the 
Sefiate the previous day by Senator Juul, 
but had been understood and properly re- 
ported. . : 

Denies Opportunity for Fraud. 

“The measure was drafted and introduced 
to prevent unnecessary humiliation to the 
blind or disabled, and there Is not the slight- 
est chance of fraud in conmmection with the 
measure, as in the great majority of cases 
the names and identity of those affected by 
the act are known to the election officials of 
their precinct. In many cases the judges or 
clerks of election are too busy to give the 
needed assistance to those unable to record 
their choice without assistance, and - many 
instances that have been brought to .the 
notice of the association prompted . the 
amendment to the present law. 

“The present formality and red tape 
serves no purpose, and should not exist. In 
nearly all cases the persons to be benefited 
by the amendment are accompanied by rela- 
tives or intimate friends, and the question 
‘of fraud or collusion of any kind cannot 
figure in the matter.”’

FEAR RUSSIAN DIPLOMACY 


FRENCH OFFICIALS BELIEVE 
TROUBLE IN CHINA IS TO COME. 


With Manchuria Eliminated from the 
Scope of Negotiations and Private 
Deals Being Made by Individual 
Powers: the Situation Will Become 
Endlessly Complicated — American 
Plan of Fixing Lump Sum for In- 
demnity Is Thought Best.

PARIS, March 23.—It is felt in diplomatic 
circles here that the situation in China is 
approaching a most dangerous crisis. Never 
at any moment were there any misgivings 
entertained at the Quai d’Orsay about the 
peaceful solution of the recent Anglo-Rus- 
sian dispute at Tien Tsin, that being regarded 
merely as a case of two pugnacious fox 
terriers facing each other until withdrawn 
by, their respective masters, as duly hap- 
pened, but» what gives rise to genuine un- 
easiness in official circles here is the effect 
upon Japan and other powers, including the

Manchuria Count Out. 


It is significant that in all the discussionsin 
regard to Chnia it is now tacitly understood 
both here and in Berlin that Manchuria is no 
longer considered a part of Chinese territory. 
Manchuria being excluded politically and 
commercially from thé scope of any future 
agreements in reference to China. This in 
itself is already a»triumph for Russian di- 
plomacy, and its disastrous effect upon the 
open door policy so far as north China is 
concerned is accepted here as a foregone 
conclusion, The view at the French Foreign 
office is that the United States proposals as 
regards Chinese indemnity are likely even- 
tually to be adopted, and the sum of $200,000,- 
000 is to be divided, not equally among the 
powers, but pro rata according to expenses. 
This is considered fajr and reasonable, but it 
is now disclosed that Russia especially in- 
sisted that each nation should settle its own 
indemnity with China. 


Powers Should Not Act Alone. 


In conversation last evening with an impor- 
tant. personage at the Quai d’Orsay it was 
pointed out that: with the exception of Rus- 
sia and Italy all the powers agreed upon the 
necessity of the indemnity, and whatever the 
sum demanded, it should be negotiated ina 

lock, with all powers acting together, be- 
cause if it should.be permitted for any one 
power to negotiate separately on its own 
basis all sorts of gives and takes and swap- 

ngs of commercial concessions and terri- 
torial promises would be set off against cash 
payments, and when the liquidation came 
it would be found that the influence of each 
power in China would be measured by the 
mortgage acquired by some separate and 
often secret treaty. As the informant em- 
phatically stated, separate demands for in- 
demnity must lead logically to a partition of 
the empire which all apparently want to 
avoid. For this reason, in every probability 
the powers will unite upon the principle of 
the indemnity propositien as suggested by 
the United States. 


Rejane in a New Character.

BRITISH PREDICT GOVERNMENT'S 
‘DEFEAT AT ELECTIONS. 


Salisbury’s Overthrow Is Freely Dis- 
; cussed—Spectator Urges Leaders to 
Disregard Public’s Utterances and 
Enact Laws—Unionists at Point of 
Rebellion and Beyond Party Con- 
trol—Plans for the Covent Garden 
Grand Opera Season.

LONDON, March 23.—The decadence of 
the Hotel Cecil, which means not that of a 
well-known hostelry, but the British govern- 
ment as administered by Lord Salisbury, has 
become a topic of every-day discussion, 
chiefly in the ranks of its supporters. 

The reaction, which has long been foreseen 
by every astute observer, has begun even in 
advance of those causes in the shape of the 
onerous burdens of taxation which will soon 
be imposed. The fresh lease of power which 
was snatched at.a lucky moment in the

Spirit of Revolt Among Members. 

There is no room for doubt as to the restive- 
ness, not to say the spirit of revolt, among 
the Unionist members of Parliament, who 
are already beyond control of party disci- 
pline. 

The division lists have shown this several 
times in the last month, and the Rt. Hon. 
A. J. Balfour, the government leader, has 
received several sharp reminders from his 
own followers that his high-handed defiance 
of the traditions and privileges of the House 
of Commons was resented by the members 
without regard.to party. 


Salisbury Longs to Retire. 

A M&gnificant feature of the situation is, 
however, that Mr. Balfour and others are 
quite indifferent to these warnings and their 
threatened culmination. It is no secret that 
Prime Minister Salisbury is longing for an 
opportunity to retire, while it is well known 
that Mr. Balfour was never deeply enam- 
ored of public life. 

Least of all would the members of the royal 
family regret the eclipse of Colonial Secre- 
tary Chamberlain, which would bene of the 
most important effects of the defeat of the 
present government. 

It would be going too far te say that the 
Cabinet is riding for a fall. The times are 
too critical and the opposition too disorgan- 
ized for such a policy to be thought of. 
Moreover, it is by no means impossible that 
some development of such a crisis might 
divert control to Joseph Chamberlain which 
would be much more distasteful pérsonally 
to the ** Hotel Cecil’’ than to return the 
Liberals to power. under a man, say, like

Hitch Over Triple Alliance. 

There now seems no doubt that the hitch 
in the negotiations has been renewed in the 
triple alliance, but it is impossible to say 
exactly what has gone awry. The current 
report in diplomatic quarters places the seat 
of friction at Rome, and indications point to 
the early retirement of Sig. Prinetti, the 
Italian Minister of Foreign Affairs. 

The fact that the Italian War department, 
yielding to.pressure. and much worried by 
the Minister of Finance, has again decided 
that there shall be no great army maneuvers 
this year, may have something to do with the 
diplomatic disturbance. This will be the 
third year in succession that the maneuvers 
have been abandoned. Emperor William of 
Germany is disgruntled over this on the 
ground that the military efficiency of an ally 
would be imperiled. 


AGREE JO ARBITRATE IN HAYTI. 


Boundary Dispute with Santo Domingo 
Will Be Peacefully Settled—Tax

KINGSTON, Jamaica, March 23.—Reliable 
information has been received here to the 
effect that the recent boundary dispute be- 
tween Hayti and Santo Domingo, which was 
reported to have threatened to precipitate 
hostilities, was suspended on condition that 
the matter be submitted to arbitration. 

The dispute arose from an attempt to divert 
the course of a river marking the boundary 
between the two countries.

YALE’S PRESIDENT AMPLIFIES 
FORMER STATEMENTS. 


{m Address Before University of Cali- 


the Objection to Combinattons Is 
Based on Fact That Critics Do Not 
Own Them—Explains Power of Pub- 
lic Sentiment and What Constitrtes 
a Gentleman. 


Berkeley, Cal., March 23.—[{Special.}—Pres- 
ident Arthur T. Hadley of Yale University 
was the guest of honor at the Charter day 
exercises of the University of California to- 
day, and in an address on true citizenship 
he took occasion to supplement his remarks 
of a fortnight ago in Boston on the subject 
of trusts. 

“There are two theories of democratic 
government,” said President Hadley, “ the 
individualistic, which relies on the self-in- 
tefest of the various citizens acting inde- 
pendently, and the socialistic, which relies 
mainly on the votes of these citizens acting 
in a body. Neither has proved wholly satis- 
factory. 

** Self-interest is a powerful stimulant for 
good, but neither th economics nor morals 
is it that panacea for social ills which so 


- Many persons two generations ago thought 


it to be. Free competition was far better 
than the old systems of class legislation 
which it superseded. But we cannot have 
free competition everywhere; nor is it cer- 
tain that in those cases where we can have 
it it produces so great a degree of justice as 
was once supposed. 


Power of Government Machinery. 

“Under these circumstances the Socialist, 
and many who are not Socialists, demand that 
these evils be controlled by the use of the 
machinery of government. But the power 
to use this machinery in the public interest 
is In some respects more apparent than real. 
A democratic government lacks the com- 
pelling force behind it which fs felt in a 
monarchy or an aristocracy—for what is 
everybody's business is nobody’s business; 
end laws which were passed with enthusiasm 
often'go unenforced. | 

“It lacks continuity of policy and tenacity 
of purpose. A statute passed by a bare ma- 


jority, and in the face of a reluctant minority, 


does not represent the will of the people. 

* Self-interest, being an inadequate support 
for political and moral order, and overlegis- 
lation an evil worse than that which ‘it 
undertakes to cure, we must go back to the 
true principles of self-government-—govern- 
ment based on public sentiment. Whenevera 
Jarge number of people want a thing, we 
hear it said that there is a public sentiment 
in its favor. Thisis not necessarily true.’ The 
desire may be simply the outcome of wide- 
epread personal interest. 


Basis of Objections to Trusts. 


* Much, though not all,-of the objection. to 
trusts is based on the fact that the criticsdo 
not own them-—that they find themselves at 
the wrong end :of certain tr&nsactions in- 
stead of atthe rightend. If aman really-be- 
lieves that a trust is a bad thing and would. 
refuse to countenance itsipursuits if he were 
their beneficiary, he can call his opposition 
to them by the thonorable title of public 
spirit. And it may be added that most of the 
actual reform in trust abuses has been thus 
made from the inside; by the self-respect of 
their owners. 

_™ But the critic is doing on a small scale 
what the trust is practicing on a large scale— 
making every effort to sell his goods at as 
high prices as possible and not being over- 
scrupulous as to the means by which this is 
brought about—his words count for nothing. 
No matter how many thousands of men 
there may be in this position, their aggregate 
worth is not likely to reach farther than the 


passage of a certain amount of class legisla- 


tion. 


What Constitutes a Gentleman. 


.“ The power of public opinion, in its true 
gense, lies for the time unused; but it is an 
strument fitted to meet the needs of so- 
ety—strong where strength is needed, slow 
Where conservatism is required, capable of 
indefinite expansion without threatening the 
foundation of self-government. 

“The question is often asked what consti- 
tutes the essential mark of a gentleman as 
Gistinct from the accidents of birth and 
clothes, of manners, and of speech? I believe 
it is to be found in the readiness to accept 
trusts, even when they are personally dis- 
advantageous—the readiness to subordinate 
@ man’s own convenience and desires to a 
social code. 

“The code may be a good one or a bad 
one; but it is an authority which the gentle- 
Man accepts at his own free will, without 
Waiting for any one to compel him to accept 
it. Fo the extent that he does this he not 
only proves himeelf a gentleman, but proves 
Himself capable of self-government. In this 
mense, I believe that the great body of the 
American people are gentlemen, and are, 
therefore, capable of self-government. The 
possibility of maintaining democracy is due 
to the fact that increased readiness to accept 
self-imposed burdens has gone hand-in-hand 
with increase of commercial and political 
power.”’

“TI am in bad shape,” sald Hall several 
days ago, “and am compelled to get intoa 
milder climate. A year ago! tipped the beam 
at 170 pounds; today I have got to put 
weights in my pockets to make the 150-pound 
notch.” Hall is without doubt one of the 
best known pugilists in the world. He was 
rated a top-notcher in Australia, his birth- 
place, and his battles in this country and in 
England were generally with first-class men. 

Things have gone financially wrong with 
Jim for several years, and after he lost his 
hold as a first-class pugilist he hop scotched 
around the country, meeting second and third 
raters and giving boxing exhibitions. He 
dropped into Cairo, Il., during his travels, 
and, with an eye open to the main chance, 
wandered into a newspaper office and intro- 
duced himself. He gave the scribe a lengthy 
interview and expected to get a big write- 
up. When the publication appeared on the 
street Jim purchased one and anxiously 
looked for the writeup. He glanced up one 
column and down the next, but failed to lo- 
cate the interview. Finally his eyes dropped 
on a small notice, which read: 

“ Jim Hall, the pugilist from Nowhere, go- 
ing Anywhere, arrived in town yesterday.”’ 

That, however, did not discourage Hall. 
He sauntered into the newspaper office the 
next day, and, meeting the publisher, told 
him he intended giving a boxing exhibition 
in the town. 

** Look here, Mr. Hall,”’ said the publisher, 
“we ain’t no sports down here, but we keep 
posted. How is it prize fighters come to 4 
little town like this to get money whenever 
the big metropolitan cities turn them out?” 

This sturiped Mall, and could not 
answer the question he took the first train 
out of the town to “ Anywhere.” ; 

James J. Jeffries, champion heavyweight 
pugilist, and his brether and sparring part- 
ner, Jack Jeffries, who were notified on Fri- 
day night to appear before Justice Bradwell 
yesterday morning to answer to the charge of 
engaging in a boxing exhibition, were on 
hand at the appointed time and took a contin- 
uance until tomorrow. A large crowd, in- 
cluding quite a number of sporting men, was 
in the courtroom and anticipated a warm 
time between the defendants and the com- 
plainant, Frank Hall, but nothing out of the 
ordinary occurred. 

Eastern pugilists are gathering the ‘* nut- 
megs’ in Connecticut, while the Western 
“‘pugs’”’ are picking up a little change in 
Memphis, Hot Springs, Denver, and in the 
gas belt towns of Indiana. At Waterbury, 
Coéonn., on Thursday night, Joe Walcott, the 
Black Demon,’ made clever Charlie Mc- 
Keever of, Philadelphia look like a selling 
plater, by defeating him easily tn six rounds. 
This, however, was expected, provided the 
fight was on the level, as Walcott was known 
to carry too many guns for the Quaker City 
pugilist. The latter is a clean-cut, scientific 
boxer, but lacks the knockout punch. He 
made a grand impression on the members of 
the National Sporting club of London by his 
artistic work in the ring and they considered 
him good enough to beat any one, especially 
Tommy Ryan, whom they had never seen. 

Walcott has got the British bee in his 

bonnet, and now that he has beaten clever 
McKeever, whom the Londoners considéred 
a fistic marvel, he ought to make a hit on the 
other side. 
The match between Jack Root and Kid 
Carter still hangs fire. Carter lost to Jimmy 
Handler on a foul several nights ago, and 
negotiations between him and Root may be 
dropped. 

Billy Stift walked into a knockout punch 
that Dan Creedon had concealed in his right 
gloveat Hot Springs on Friday night, “ nuff ’’ 
said.

NASHVILLE 


Warring Tennessee Race Tracks Reach 
a Compromise on Dates. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 23.—[{Special.)—It was 

given out authoritatively today by the officials of 
the Cumberland Park association that the dif- 
ferences between Nashville and Memphis over 
the spring racing dates had been settled amicably. 
The agreement was reached by an arbitration be- 
tween Messrs. Thomas Caldwell, an attorney, and 
Edwin 8. Gardner, representing the Memphis and 
Nashville tracks respectively. The full details of 
the contract will be kept a secret for a few days, 
but it was learned upon good authority that Nash- 
ville is to receive the six days allotted,to the 
Cumberland Park under the first apportionment of 
dates agreed u by the Turf congress. Here- 
after this city is to be allowed the last week in 
April, and the contract is to remain in force until 
the end of 1903. Another provision said to be con- 
tained in the contract Is that the stewards of the 
new Memphis Jockey ciub are to demand of the 
Western Jockey club that the outlaw rules of the 
latter association be rescinded. 
The news of the agreement was given out in a 
formal manner by May Overton of the Cumberland 
Park association. he information furnished 
great relief to the breeders and horse-owners here, 
as the continued delay caused many to grow sus- 
picious of Memphis. 

Early in the day it was currently reported that 
Memphis did not intend to recede from the posi- 
tion of gobbling up the additional days, but tricked 
Nashville in forcing this city’ to have the limited 
racing bill withdrawn in the General Assembly. 
The authoritative report on the matter allayed all 
fears and gave grounds for a rumor that racing 
will be continued for twelve days instead of six. 

Rumor has it that among the first acts of the 
new License committee of the Turf Congress will 
be that of gy ages, several jockeys who are 
now under the ban. t is not proposed to do this 
without looking into the charges under which they 
were ruled eff: on the contrary, witnesses will be 
summoned and the tads themselves wili be sub- 
jected to a rigid examination, and unless the proof 
is such as to place their guilt beyond a reasonable 
doubt the committee will grant them licenses. 

Among other rumors we. around is one to 
the effect that C. K. G. Billings of Chicago is 
negotiating for the purchase of the Cumberland 
Park racetragk. 


HORSE OWNERS ARE BACKING OUT. 


Less than Two Carloads Going from 
Memphis to Little Reck. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 23.—[{Special.]—In re- | 


sponse to queries from several owners now at 
Little Reck, Secretary M. N. McFarian of the 
new Memphis Jockey club tonight telegraphed 
the following message: 

** Horses, owners, trainers, jockeys, etc., racing 
at Littl Rock will not be allowed to race at 
Montgomery Park unless Little Rock meeting is 
licensed by Western Jockey club.”’ 

Six carloads of horses on the way from New 
Orleans to Little Rock passed through Memphis 
today. G. C. Bennett, the local owner, has or- 
dered his string away from the Little Rock track 
and it will arrive here tomorrow. Joe Frey, the 
California Derby winner belonging to Johnny 
Schorr, arrived today with the stable of Louis 
Ezell. All the horses stood the long trip with- 
out mishap. 

There will not be many owners shipping from 
Montgomery Park to Little Rock. ost of the 
owners who signed the agreement to race at Little 
Rock have backed out and less than two carloads 
of horses are scheduied to leave here tomorrow 
for the Arkansas track.

“Outlaw” Rule of the West: 
ern Jockey Club Gets Its 
First Test Tomorrow. 


OPENING AT LITTLE ROCK 


New Organization Is Firm in Its 
_ Determination to Enforce 
Its Laws. 


HORSEMEN MUST ‘CHOOSE.

When the saddling bell rings calling the 
horses to the post at Little Rock tomorrow 
the much talked of “outlaw” rule of the 
new Western Jockey club will be put to the 
test. Little Rock has not applied for a license 
from the new’ jockey club—in fact, the Ar- 
kansas track is owned by the men who have 
been the head and front of the rebellion 
against the authority of the new organiza- 
tion. Accordingly every owner, trainer, 
jockey, and horse that takes part in the 
Little Rock meeting will be barred from the 
leading racetracks of the West (St. Louis 
fair grounds excepted) unless the Western 
Jockey club backs squarely down from the 
position it has assumed as dictator of turf 
affairs in the midle West., 

Apparently there is to be no change of 
attitude by the Western Jockey club. With 
the passing of the St. Louis Fair Grounds 
association over into the hands of the enemy, 
it was thought a severe blow had been 
recorded against the jockey club forces, but 
at the Harlem and Hawthorne offices yester- 
day the declaration was made that the 
jockey club would stand by its original decla- 
ration. 

** If the St. Louis track wishes to withdraw 
from the jockey club we can not prevent it 
from doing so if we would,”’ said Secretary 
Nathanson; “but its withdrawal will not 
affect any rules that have been made by the 
jockey club. We made the rules for a pur- 
pose, and we do not propose to rescind 
them.” 
Tomorrow Will Tell the “Tale. 

Asked what would be done in case a great 
majority of the Southern owners decided to 
violate the rules, Mr. Nathanson said: 
“ There is no danger of anything of that 
kind. I look for few disbafments. How- 
ever, Monday will tell the tale. he majority 
of the owners that advised T. P. Hayes, P. 
M,. Civill, and other horsemen now at Littic 
Rock to stand firm have entgred largely in 
Chicago stake events. They are old in the 
business, and presumably know what they 
are doing. John E. Madden, one of the ad- 
visers, has not raced a horse in the West 
in years. He has no entry in either the 
Washington Park, Harlem, or Hawthorne 
stakes, and I guess his counsel regarding the 
Southern or Western turf does not amount 
to much. He breeds and raises horses tn 
the South and races and sells them in the 


c 
But for the change in the situation in St 
Louis, racetrack followers would have littie 
doubt as to the outcome of the controversy, 
but with ninety days of sport assured them 
in so good a racing town as St, Louis, the 
horsemen can afford to take chances on get- 
ting in disfavor with the Chicago track, and 
it is likely that a number of them will se 
ecide. 
St. Louis a Strong Ally. 
The jockey club tracks, of course, still re- 


fluence and class are concerned, yet the 
minor courses have secured a powerful ally 
in the Fair Grounds association, which, 
while it had not the class of Memphis or eVen 
of Louisville as a genuine sporting organiza- 
tion, was, nevertheless, second only to the 
Chicago tracks in the amount of money of- 
fered at its meetings and in its attendance. 

Many persons believe that, despite their 
bold stand, the members of the jockey club 
will recede from their position at least to 
the extent of not enforcing the outlaw rule 
during the present year, inasmuch as it is 
an injustice to many horsemen who had al- 
ready made entries to Little Rock, Nash- 
ville, and other stakes and had made plans 
that were interfered with by the strife that 
has arisen. However, there are no surface 
indications of such an intention on the part 
of the jockey club. 

In the meanwhile, people who are hostile 
to the Tilles-Adler-Cella combination which 
has got into control at St. Louis are pointing 
to the fact that the present strife has fur- 
nished a good opportunity for the St. Louis 
combination to get into a place of power, 
and that itis unfortunate that men who have 
made their money out of pool rooms should 
reach so prominent a position in the re- 
bellious turf faction. It was to restrain the 
growing power of just such factions In rac- 
ing that the Western Jockey club was or- 
ganized, if the claims of the promoters of 
that organization are to be believed. 

8. C. Hildreth will not be barred from the 
Western Jockey club tracks as the result 
of his disbarment from the Eastern tracks. 
At least such is the opinion of the Chicago 
members of the Western organization. Hil- 
dreth has not actually been ruled off in the 
East, hence the action of the Eastern Jockey 
club need not be followed.

the horse about twenty days and showed a 
quarter in 33% seconds, which showed the 
sort of speed he had. All that was asked 
for him was $500, but Haggin’s man balked 
at those hocks, so the Prince was sold to 
another man and afterwards bought back 
at a big advance when his colts and the 
colts from his daughters began to show well. 


Sire Without a Pedigree. 

“‘ Yes, Senator Stanford was a great horse- 
man, the best Iever saw. His first trotters 
were bred from mares by a4 horsé called St. 
Clair, that had no known pedigree and that 
came across the plains at an early day. But 
in riding on the stage coaches the Senator 
had noticed that the St. Clairs would’ do 
more than their share of the work, and also 
that they would never stumble, and so it 
came that he bought a couple that could 
trot some, and from this mingling of the 
blood of Electioneer and St. Clair came four 
of the first record-breakers he bred—Wild- 
flower, Fred Crocker, Manzanita, and Bonita. 
The Senator knew all about his own horses. 
When he came back from Europe after an 
absence of two years we all put in a few 
weeks studying up pedigrees of the colts 
that had come during his absence, so as to 
be able to answer questions, but he never 
asked any on that subject. He knew as 
much about the blood lines of those colts 
as we did. That, by the way, was the only 
time I ever saw the gates at Palo Alto open 
on Sunday, and the reason for this was 
that the Senator wanted to show the place 
to a minister. The Senator was great on 
‘the angles of a horse, and paid a good deal 
of attention to measurements. He had 
the skeléton of the old trotter Occident ar- 
ticulated and mounted, so that every motion 
of the horse could be shown. And he was 
a man who noticed everything. If he would 
see a new face among the hundreds: of men 
on the ranch he would ask about why the 
other man left, but do it in an indirect way. 
‘I like to see familiar faces,’ he once said. 
His gardener worked for him twenty-two 
years, and Jack Phippen was on the training 
farm seventeen years. 

How Cervus Was Selected. 
“Tt have had something to do with the later 
generations of Electioneers. After coming 
East Benjamin & Sutherland of Saginaw, 
Mich., who owned Sphinx, a son of the old 
horse, wanted me to take a yearling and see 
what I could do.

Pool Selling in New England. 

The Legislature of Connecticut, the home 
of the National Trotting association, is con- 
sidering a law which is designed to prevent 
the selling of pools on tracks where trotting 
meetings are given, a running race being 
unknown in that section, and the trotting 
horse contingent, which includes some of 
the most substantial men in the common- 
wealth, had Mayor Alexander Harbison ad- 
dress the committee having the measure in 
charge. 

Mr. Harbison said he was one of the orig- 
inal members of a society which some years 
ago raised $100,000 to build a driving park 
for the enjoyment of members once a year. 
It proved to be a great success, and many 
other tracks run on similar lines had been 
laid out and a large amount of money in- 
vested in the sport. The first President of 
the Charter Oak track was Marshall Jew- 
ell, Governor of Connecticut and later United 
States Minister to Russia and Postmaster 
General in Grant’s Cabinet. Ebenezer Rob- 
erts was the next President, and he was the 
leading deacon in Dr. Bushnell’s church. 
Mayvsr Harbison said he had seen from fif- 
teea to twenty-five ministers in the grand 
stand with their wives, enjoying the best 
sport in the world. He did not think the 
crimes that were committed in Connecticut 
were committed at the open-air fairs and 
trotting races. He was among those who 
went vbefore the last Legislature in favor 
of a bill to suppress poolrooms, and he was 
still in favor of eradicating that evil, but 
it was not his intention to have betting at 
trotting meetings, which lasted but three 
or four days in any one place, prohibited. 
In all his experience he had never known 
of a person being ruined by betting on trot- 
ting races, and he thought there was less 
chance of a man being robbed on a race- 
track than there was at the Hartford depot, 
where there are several policemen always 
on duty. 

This is the general feeling in Connecticut. 
The people want to see trotting races, but 
think the poolrooms in towns should be 
closed. Last summer the Law and’ Order 
society of Hartford made threats that if 
poolselling was attempted at Charter Oak 
Park the place would be raided. Mr. Har- 
bison, as Mayor of Hartford, did ‘not ap- 
prove of this, and accepted an invitation to 
act as one of the judges on the opening day. 
The Governor of the State was also a trot- 
ting horse man, and he not only announced 
that he would be on hand to see the horses 
trot but brought along his staff in full uni- 
form. In the face of this demonstration, 
backed by the presence of about 10,000 Yan- 
kees, who came early and brought lunch, 
the Law and Order people concluded that 
they were bucking a hard game, and staid 
away. 

In Massachusetts, where running races 
‘are likewise unknown, there is a law which 
prohibits poolselling. Boston contains a 
score of rich men, prominent in politics and 
society, who not only like to see a trotting 
race but own stables of trotters, the Thay- 
ers, J. Malcolm Forbes, John Sheppard, and 
Tom Lawson being the most notable. They 
give a big trotting meeting every year at 
Readville, just outside of Boston, and there 
is no interference. This winter an‘effort to 
have a bill passed permitting poolselling on 
racetracks was made, but the Watch and 
Ward society made a fierce fight’and de- 
feated the measure.

SECRETARY’S METHODS. 

As an example of the approved met’ jiof 
dealing with the human plow who clears the 
sidewalks an operation of the secretary in 
State street is cited. He was walking north 
on the east side of the street and was keep- 
ing as close to the windows as possible, be- 
ing on the side of the sidewalk dedicated to 
north-bound travel, and therefore secure in 
his rights. An unpleasant person of sub- 
stantial build was observed steaming south-

With the list of unpleasant people who offi- 
cially are put under the ban the ‘officers of 
the society have issued a “ side talk’”’ with 
members, giving a few specific directions for 
the treatment of well known cages. 
“In general we rely upon the ability of the 
members to arise to meet any emergency 
which may spring up and to deal with situa- 
tions as they develop,” said Mr. Arthur. 
“ The instructions, however, cover the best 
devised methods of dealing with certain 
common manifestations of unpleasantness, 
and have been tested and found efficacious.”’ 


MEMBERS. 

The recommendations follow: 

‘It shall be the duty of every member of 
the Society for the Suppression of Itinerant 
Nuisances, Peregrinating Idiots, and Per- 
ambulating Boors to grasp every oppor- 
tunity to impress upon such personages that 
a vacuum is preferable to their presence. 
Such opportunjties may be grasped in a 
variety of ways—to wit, viz.: 

‘* An Idiot who plows through crowds care- 
lessly and heedlessly to the discomfort of 
men, women, and children may be butted 
in the tender regions of the waist line. This 
may be the accidental butt, the intentional 
butt, the careless butt, or the insolent butt, 
the degree to be determined by the size or 
conduct of the Idiot. If the Idiot appear 
as one who may become unruly and there 
be a possibility that the Member may get 
the worst of it, the accidental butt is to be 
recommended. An apology squares that, and 
the feelings of the Idiot physically are left 
the same. In this case the Member is recom-

mended to insert his elbow judiciouslyin the 
region of the Idiot’s fifth rib. Black and 
blue spots have been known to result from 
this application. The member, as the Idiot 
whirls angrily around, should permit his 
commiseration and his self-reproach for his 
own awkwardness to appear in his face while 
he murmurs. 

“*TIf you ran into me your pardon is 
granted. If Iran into you l apologize.’ ”’ 

‘* There is nothing else for. the Idiot to do 
but to accept the apology and depart rub- 
bing his side. This practice is to be recom- 
mended when the conduct of the Idiot ap- 
pears due to carelessness rather than malice. 
In case the physical superiority of the Mem- 
ber be apparent the insolent butt is highly 
to be recommended. In this case the move- 
ment of the fist, shoulder, or elbow towards 
the tender spots of the Idiot should be open 
and demonstrate the intention. As the Idiot 
recovers his breath the .Member should 
scowl at him and growl: 

. “* You infernal brute, what do you mean 
by taking up all the sidewalk?’ 

‘The Idiot is apt then to be nearer a realiz- 
ing sense of his own condition than he ever 
before attained in his life.

“One species of the animal upon which 
the Society declares war may be found en- 
tering elevators. He has other haunts, but 
he may be found in large numbers In every 
large office building. The methods to be 
used against him are simple comparatively, 
the Member being assisted by the moving 
crowds. As the Idfot is noticed pushing into 
the elevator, tramping on Women’s gowns, 
stepping om men’s heels, and crowding his 
elbowsajnto the ribs of other passengers, 
the Member, with a bland, innocent counte- 
nance, thay follow him closely.

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| Story of Eve’ S Temptation Found in Babylonian Records. 


NSLATIONS of cuneiform tab- 

“+ lets in the Berlin Museum have 
awakened a theological contro- 
versy in Germany that seems 
likely to spread as the facts are 
known. These records tell of the 
temptation of the first man and 
woman in the Garden of Eden. 


the first 
‘t Higher critics’ of the Bible say it means 
that the writers of the book got the story 
of Eve’s temptation from the Babylonian 
traditions, while the defenders of the Bible 
assert that the Babylonian version offers 
another proof of the truth of the story, which 


was well done in early times. Both factions, 
however, admit the importance of the dis- 


covery. 
The discovery was made by Professor 


| Zimmern of the University of Breslau, who 


has just been through the tablets now in 
the Berlin Museum, and from them extracted 
the story of paradise that is regarded as in 
close conformity with the Bible account of 
heaven. These tablets now in the museum 
date back to the fifteenth century before 
Christ. Their authenticity is unquestioned. 

The story, as Professor Zimmern reads it, 
is not necessarily that upon which the Bible 
story is founded. He calls attention to the 
fact only that there are startling points of 
coincidence in the two. Substantially, the 
account of the establishment of the Baby- 
lonian paradise is as follows: ; 

Adapa, son of the sea god Ea, is the first 
man. He has great wisdom, but is denied 
immortality. He lives in the sanctuary of 
Ia, in Eridu, at the mouth of the Euphrates 
and Tigris. He acts-*as a priest of Ea, and 
incidentally catches fish from the sea to 
supply the sanctuary. 

One day, while Adapa is fishing, the sea 
suddenly is lashed into fury by a sudden 
south wind, and the boat in which Adapa‘ls 
seated is overturned and he is flung into the 
sea. As a punishment for this Adapa seizes 
the South Wind and breaks one of his wings, 
so that for seven days he is not able to fly 
over the land. Anu, the god of heavens, 
hears of this and sends his messenger to 
the earth in order to call Adapa before the 
throne to give an account of the deed. Ea 
instructs Adapa concerning the things in 
heaven and what he may expect there at 
the hands of Anu. 

“ When you appear in the presence ‘of Anu, 
they will offer you the food of death—don’t 
eat it! They will give you water of death— 


don’t drink it!” warned Ea, 


| ‘The messenger of Anu arrives as predicted 


and Adapa goes with him to paradise. But 
somehow the ideas of Ea are mistaken. In- 
stead of Anu offering Adapa the food and 
the arink of death, he sets out the food and 
drink of eternal life. But, keeping to the 
advice of his father, Adapa steadily refuses 
both food and drink. 

“O, Adapa,” exclaims the god of para- 
dise, “ why did you not eat and drink? Now 
you eannot live. ‘ Take him back to earth,” 
he commanded, and the messenger went with 
him back to his home at the mouth of the 
Euphrates. 

According to this story, the original para- 
a@ise was in the heavens, but Professor Zim- 
mern remarks that the Jewish paradise 
originally was located there. The account 
of it in Genesis, he says, is a later phase 


of the Hebrew form, while the oldest adapta- 


tion of it ia to be found in Ezekiel and in 
St. John. In the twenty-third chapter of the 
Apocalypse of John he considers that the 
reference to the “ street” is of one in the 
heavenly Jerusalem, reading: 

“And he showed me a river of water of 
life, bright as erystal, proceeding out of the 
throne of the Lamb in the midst of the 
street thereof. And on this side of the river 
and on that was the tree of life, bearing 
twelve manner of fruits, yielding its fruit 
every month, and the leaves of the tree were 
for the healing of the nations.”’ 

Writing of these tablets and of the coin- 
cidences that are found in the scripture. 
story, Professor Zimmern says: 

“These statements are understood by 
many scholars as reflecting realiy the oldest 
sentiments prevalent in the beginning among 


‘same underlying thought: 


the Hebrews concerning paradise, andit is 
believed that they. like the Babylonians, 
originally found paradise net on earth but 
in heaven. This is regarded as one of the 
reasons why the four paradise streams can- 
not be identified with perfect accuracy. 
“In many of the details the two stories 
agree to a remarkable degree. When Ea 
declares that the food and drink of death 
will be offered to Adapa, he reminds one of 
the statement made in Genesis that on the 
day that Adam and Eve eat of the tree of

The answer is, the 
food of life; but, as Adapa refuses to take 
this, he thereby loses !mmortality both for 
himself and his descendants.” 

In addition to these records in the museum 
of Berlin there ts a Babylonian seal cylinder 
inthe British Museum, in the middle of which 
is the holy tree of life. To the right and the 
left of it is a male and a female figure, eat- 
ing of the fruit of the tree, while behind the 
figure of the woman a huge serpent is un- 
winding [ts coils. A reproduction of this 
seal is printed on this page of Tue TRIBUNE, 

These myths hardly will be questioned by 
any one as not having a bearing upon the 
scripture story of Adam and Eve in the 
garden. Only it Is possible that the orthodox 
and the higher critics in America, like those 
in Germany, may not agree as to whether 

the Bib! ¢ story influenced the pagans or 


writers. Bible students have known for long 
that the Babylonian story of the creation 
and of the deluge has kept reasonably close 
to the main features of the Bible gtory of 
the same phenomena, but this is not re- 
garded. as important as that the stories of 
the fall of man shouldbe so similar. 

The cuneiform inscriptions through which 
so much of Babylonian life, literature, ané@ 
tradition has come were upon clay, im- 
pressed into it by the wedge of the writer. 
Fine clay was selected and carefully kneaded 
and molded. One side of the tablet was left 
flat and the other rounded. The wedge- 
writing was impressed into both sides of the 
clay, holes were made in the substance, and 


The holes found tn the tablets were for 
liberating the steam which generated in the 
baking. The substance wifen baked became 
of the texture of the best pottery and is in- 
destructible from the action of the elements. 

Professor Zimmern’s discoveries on the 
cuneiform tablets will have a direct bearing 
upon the two figures seated by the tree of 
life, as shown on the seal cylinder in the 
British Museum. This inscription has long 
been looked upon as a possible picture of 
the temptation of Eve, but until Professor 
Zimmern’s researches nothing from Baby- 


lonian writings could be found to add weight | 
to the belief. H

FOR SATISFIED CLAMS. 

“ There is a species which does not come 
under any of the heads above mentioned. 
This is the self-satisfied clam, whose strut 
indicates his self-complacency. This species 
is not distasteful to all Members of the 
Society, but to some he is distressing. No 
general rule has been formulated for the 
treatment of the species, but several in- 
dividual ideas have been worked out. One

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VICTOR HUGO’S LOVE LETTERS. | 


historical novel is side-tracked 
}for the moment to make way for 
the “love letters,”” which now 
come flying up the road under a 
full head of steam. We have 
genuine love letters—Hugo’s and 
= Bismarck’s; bogus — the English- 
ae WOman'’s and the Musician’s; and 
the burlesque. Of the latter Barry Pain has 
ust written a small volume, which Messrs. 
tnam will publish. Of the former Messrs. 
Hiarper will publish a volume late in the 
week. 

Apropos the Victor Hugo centenary Is to be 
eélebrated next year. Not many of his 
family are living today. You will be sur- 
prised to hear that his eldest daughter, 
Adéie, is still alive and 77 years of age. She 
Was engaged to be married, but death came 
in between. Her bethrothed was an English 
Officer at Jersey. He died in India. When 
she learned of his death, poor soul, her mind 
became affected, and she has never been 
fight since. She believes that her father is 
still living, and her friends do not try to dis- 
abuse her mind. 

Hugo left two executors, only one of whom, 
‘MM. Paul Nawnce, is still living. He is the 
editor of these love letters which the Harpers 
publish, as he has been of all Hugo's literary 
remains. These letters described in a poem 
by Hugo: ‘“O, mes lettres d’amour, de 
vertu, de jeunesse,” are all here in his vol- 
“ume. She to whom they were written pre- 
served them with the greatest care, but de- 
gtroyed her own. He often asked her to burn 
his, but she would sooner have burned off 
her own hand. Victor Hugo and Adéle 
Pouchers had been intimate from their birth. 
They played together as babies, and as boy 
and girl, and they loved before they were 
fairly grown. When they were little things 
they played and quarreled, as most children 
do, but before long they experienced new 
‘emotions. They did not quite understand 
them at first, but they did not remain long in 


ignorance. 


Victor Hugo never intended these letters to 
wee the light of print. They were intended 
for no eyes but those of her to whom they 
were written. Love letters are no longer 
wafe from public gaze. If Victor Hugo had 
lived today he would have destroyed these 
letters. with his own hand. Then we would 
never have known him so well—never known 
"the best, the simplest side of his character. 
To us practical Americans these letters may 
seem a little high-pitched, at times almost 
theatrical, but Frenchmen, particularly 
Brench poets, are not to be judged by Anglo- 
Saxon prose standards. He says himself 
that the language of his letters May seem 
“strange and extravagant,” but explains 
this as being because he could so imperfectly 
express his feelings for his dear Adéle. To 
my mind many of the passages in these let- 
gers are as—shall I say highfalutin—as the 
“inglishwoman’s.”’ 
One cannot help feeling a little ashamed of 


, Peading these love letters. What right have 


we to read anything so sacred, particularly 
when we know that they were never intend- 
ed but for the one person? Would the un- 
fortunate daughter have permitted it had 
she known? And yet only good can come of 
it. We only can admire Victor Hugo the 
more for the depth and constancy of his love. 

One of the most interesting men I ever met 
is W. J. Stillman. He has lived among the 
most interesting people of his time, and his 
life has been filled with romance and ad- 
venture. Emerson, Holmes, Lowell, Ros- 
setti, Ruskin were among his more intimate 
friends. He began life by being a painter, 
and worked side by side with Ruskin. He 
fought in the Cretan insurrection; he was 
correspondent of the London Times in 
Herzegovina and Montenegro, and later in 
Greece and Italy. Of all this—his adven- 
tures and his friends—he tells us in “ The 
Autoblography of a Journalist,” which 
Messrs. Houghton, Miffilm & Co. will have 
ready just about the time this letter gets in 

rint. 
or was the late Mr. H. O. Houghton who in- 
duced Mr. Stillman to write this autobiog- 
raphy. They were wandering through the 
rulns of the Vila Hadrian, at Tivoli, when 
the publisher made the suggestion that Mr. 
Stillman should write his life. The sug- 
gestion was given almost asa command, and 
Mr. Stillman:-at once decided “ that if there 
should come in my life a pause in which the 
past could be considered rather than the 


needs of the present and the cares of the. 


future, I would set about it.’ Apparently 
such a time did come, and with it the 
book. 

In the early chapters of the book Mr. Still- 
man tells of his New England training, 
which was in strange contrast with his later 
life. It was as a New-Englander that he 
formed his friendship with the great men of 
Cambridge and Concord. Lowell was per- 
haps the most intimate of these friends. Of 
him he says: ‘‘I have always felt that if 
he had been a poor man, compelled to work 
for his daily bread, he would have occupied a 
larger place in the world of letters. He was 
not one of the intellectual giants buried 
undér mountains of gold, but he was a great- 
er man than he ever showed himself, always 
cushioned by a sufficient fortune for all his 
needs, and by his tastes inclined to a simple 
and tranquil life; for, though he became 
later a political’ personage, he cared little 
au fond for the political world. Perhaps the 
little was too much for his attainment as a 
poet, and some of his best friends have al- 
ways held that his diplomatic life was a 

isaster for his intellectual completion.” 

Mr. Stillman does not hesitate to speak his 
mind freely when discussing famous men 
and womén whom he knew. Of Charlotte 
Cushman he writes quite ffercely: 

In the years when Miss Cushman was on the 
stage I had understood her pretty well, and, though 
she had done what was possible to give me a good 
impression of her, I do not think I was ever much 
persuaded of her goodness or surprised at the en- 


mity she showed when I came into collision with 
her interests. I think she ed an utterly sel- 
fish nature, was not at all scrupulous in the attain- 
ment of her purposes, and was, in effect, that most 
dangerous member of society, a strong-willed and 
large brained woman without a vestige of princi- 
‘we She had a diabolical magnetism which in her 

st part, Meg Merrilies, had a sensuous attraction 
I have never known so powerful In another woman. 
Her Queen Kathérine was a failure, and she could 
not play the part of a refined woman, but into that 
of Meg Merrilies, an adaptation of her own of Sir 
Walter Scott’s novel, she put her whole nature—it 
was herself so far as she woulw let herself be 
senn. 

A large part of Mr. Stiliman’s life was spent 
in Italy, but now -he is living in England, 
where he expects to die. ‘ 

The April number of the World’s Work will 
print the first “‘ authorized ” sketch of Mr. 
Andrew Carnegie’s life. It is written by Mr. 
Henry W. Lanier, son of the poet and one of 
the firm of Doubleday, Page & Co. Mr. 
Lanier quotes in the course of his paper 
what “a friend” has said of Mr. Carnegie: 

“ Andrew Carnegie has none of the arro- 
gance of wealth, and his kindliness of spirit 
goes out most warmly to the people who are 
struggling to get ahead in the world, whether 
in business, in education, musical study, or, 
indeed, in any direction. As an instance of 
.this, I know of a ease where a young man 
was leaving a position which he had filled 
successfully for a good many years to start 
in business on hif own account, sacrificing a 
large salary and risking all. Mr. Carnegie, 
hearing of this and knowing the young man 
slightly, wrote him a letter out of pure kind- 
liness, eongratulating him on making the 
change, and prophesying a success. This 
letter was timed to arrive when it would do 
most good—the moment when the difficulties 
of the struggle seemed most trying. The 
young man of this instance gained a con- 
fidence and a wholesome faith in himself 
which have been of the utmost value to 


him.’’ 


I have a shrewd suspicion that the “ young 
man” referred to is Mr. Doubleday himself, 
who left a fine position at Scribner's to set up 
as a publisher on his own account. The last 
lines in Mr. Lanier’s article have this curi- 
osity piquing paragraph: 

The first volume of his life Is closed, and the 
poor bobbin, factory boy retires from business, 
as Mr. Morgan says, ‘‘the richest man in the 
world,"’ all made in legitimate manufacturing, 
never a share sold or bought on the stock ex- 
change. This is a “ record breaker "'; but what 
if the last volume of this man’s life is to render 
the other, marvelous though it be, comparatively 
unimportant? Others have made great fortunes, 
though less in amount; but it is often said of Mr. 
Carnegié that he never does things like other men; 
will he give the world a last volume more sur- 
prising than the first? There are those Who so 
believe, but that is another story. We must await 
developments. 

Has Mr. Carnegie some new surprise iu 
store, or does this refer to the millions he has 


given away within a fortnight?

ENGLISH STEEL FIRM COMING. 


Jessop & Sons of Sheffield, England, to 
Build Faetory in United States 
to Fight the Trust. 


{Foreign Correspondence of The Tribune.} 

LONDON,March 12.—Much interest was 
created yesterday in Sheffield by the an- 
nouncement that the firm of W. Jessop & 
Sons intended in the future to manufacture 
certain qualities of steel in the United States 
to supply their customers in that country. 

The principal reason given for this step 
was the heavy duties of from $50 to $65 a 
ton which are charged on steel imported into 
the United States. These charges cause 
British steel to be so dear In America as to 
be almost prohibitive except to a compara- 
tively small number of users. The directors 
have also been influenced in their decision by 
the cheapness of fuel in America, and the 
prospect of maintenance of high prices by 
the home coal owners. The immediate rea- 
son, however, is to be found in the new big 
steel combination in the United States. 

The action is only part of a general move- 
ment which has been in operation for some 
time. The Sheffield firm of Firth’s are mak- 
ing steel in America, and Seebohm & Dieck- 
stahl are erecting a plant there.

years later was made Chief. Against bitter 
opposition, in 1858, Chief Swenie organized 
the first fire company commissioned under 
full pay, and which was called the Atlantic 
engine company No. 8. In 1861 Chief Swenie 
was made foreman of Liberty engine No. 7, 
and in 1867 was given command of the new 
engine, Fred Gund, the buying of which was 
regarded as an epoch at that time by the citl- 
zens of Chicago. In 1873 the Fire depart- 
ment was reorganized, and Foreman Swenie 
became Assistant Chief under Chief Matt 
Benner. 

In 1879 he became Chief. His first care on 
assuming the command of the Fire depart- 
ment was to put it on a bysiness basis. He 
began his work of reconstruction, aided by 
that veteran, William H. Musham, whose 
work has been almost as essential to the 
building up of the Fire department to its 
present standard as that of the Chief him- 
self. It is to the added credit of the Chief 
that he has been able to judge men and has 
always kept himself surrounded by subordi- 
nates who are as able men in their respective 
positions as he is in his own. He made 
Charles 8. Petrie his second assistant and 
Professor Barrett superintendent of the fire 
alarm lines. Professor Barrett worked out 
the splendid electric fire alarm system that 
now protects Chicago. Many of the ideas that 
he incorporated in his system were suggested 
by Chief Swenie. The Chief also suggested 
the building of the fire tugs, and it was on his 
recommendation that the four fire boats, 
which have accomplished so much in say- 
ing property along and near the river, were 
put into operation. The Chief also intro- 
duced the famous pompier ladder system so 
much in yogue in European countries in life 
saving. 


So many things in Chicago date from the 
great fire of 1871 that a sketch of any man 
who was a fireman at that time would be in- 
complete without reference to what he did 
during that terrible ordeal. Chief Swenie 
was at that time Captain of Engine Company 
14, located at Larrabee street and Chi- 
cago avenue. At 9:20 o’clock on the fatal 
Sunday night when Mrs. O’Leary's cele- 
brated cow carelessly placed her left hind 
foot on top of the kerosene lamp, Captain 
Swenie’s company was ordered to the West 
Side to help fight back the flames. The Cap- 
tain wanted to make a stand where-he would 
have had the burned district of the fire of 
the night before on one side, as he felt certain 
that no efforts could stop the conflagration 
from reaching that place. He thought hard 
work could stop the flames from coming 
around on the side of the burned area, and 
that the conflagration would burn itself out 
there. But he was finally ordered to place 
his engine at Canal and Van Buren streets, 
and there he and his company fought a hope- 
less fight. The flames swept all around them, 
and finally, scorched and blistered, they had 
to turn and run for their lives, leaving their 
engine behind to be destroyed. The Chief and 
his men took possession of another engineover 
in Michigan street and then fought the fame 
by retreating a block at a time in front of 
the roaring mass of flames. It was not until 
late Tuesday morning that Captain Swenie 
and his men sought the rest they needed. 

Equal to his love for the Fire department 
is Chief Swenie’s affection for his family and 
fireside. He is looking forward with great 
eagerness to 1903, for in that year he is to 
celebrate his golden wedding. It was in 
October, 1853, when he was only 19 years 
old that Chief Swenie married Miss Martha 
Toner of Chicago. Seven children have been 
born to the Chief and his wife, one of whom is 
dead. The children are Mrs. W. H. Ebberts, 
Mrs. J. A. Sauter, Mrs. E. F. Kirkly, and 
Frank, James, and Joseph Swenie. There 
are nineteen grandchildren to regard Chief 
Swenie as their patron saint, and whose 
highest happiness is to visit the veteran 
fire fighter and beg for stories, although it 
must be confessed that asa teller of stories 
Chief Swenie is not as much of a success as 
Hans Christian Andersen or the worthy 
Brothers Grimm who wrote the fairy tales. 

The Chief is fond of reading, but cares noth- 
ing for novels, preferring history and biog- 
raphy. He belongs to no clubs, but every 
moment he can spare away from fires and 


spends at his home, 36 Pearce street.

A lover 
may swear a single kiss is worth a king's 
fansom and all the world beside. On the 
other hand, and with no desire to be ungal- 
lant, it is easy to imagine a situation in which 
e kiss might be dear at any price. At cer- 
tain church entertainments, where money 
was being raised for worthy purposes, a 
kiss has been sold at auction for as much as 
$100, which is certainly a high figure when 
‘t is considered that the kiss was sold to 
false money for the heathen. It is a tra- 
@itional belief that stolen kisses are the 
gweetest. They are the dearest also in In- 
@iana, for the one for which the Indianian 


must pay $1,500 was stolen. For several 
thousand years the value of a kiss has 
fluctuated se constantly and so widely that 
any modern attempt to bring it down to a 
settled figure must prove worse than idle. 
An Eastern jury, less gallant and appre- 
clative than a Westérn oné, might have re- 
turned a verdict for $15 where the latter re- 
turned one for $1,500. 


HANECY’S GROWING CAMPAIGN. 

It became manifest during last week that 
Judge Hanecy was making decided progress 
in winning votes. Not only has he brought 
over a number of discontented Democrats, 
but he has stirred up a good deal of feeling 
among apathetic Republicans, thousands of 
whom were at first disposed not td vote for 
either candidate. Some seurces of Judge 
Hanecy’s strength may be enumerated. 

1. His personal standing and character, 
both public and private. He has long been 
known as one. of the ablest Judges on the 
bench. He has the universal respect of 
the bar. He has shown great activity of 
mind. His ability in grasping the central 
points of a question and in disposing of a 
case promptly and on its merits has scarcely 
been equaled by any of his associates on 
the bench. The Judge has a remarkable 
faculty for dispatching business and has 
exhibited those qualities which would be 
most useful to him in the Mayor's office. 
His integrity has never been impeached. 
His career in Chicago, as man and boy, is 
one of which no citizen need be ashamed. 

2. Judge Hanecy will draw much strength 
from dissatisfied Democrats, of whom the 
number seems to be increasing daily. Some, 
no doubt, are dissatisfied for unworthy rea- 
sons, because denied office or refused favors 
at the City Hall which they should not have 
received. The number of these is large and 
their influence is considerable. ‘It will be 
felt on election day. There are o@her Demo- 
crats who are not controlled by these mo- 
tives. Among them is ex-Governor Altgeld, 
whose influence with the German voters 
should not be underestimated. He has 
never lost their confidence. He possesses 
it now in an unusual degree. He has behind 
him a following, somewhat diminished, per- 
haps, but not to be despised. 

There are still other Democrats who dis- 
approve of Mayor Harrison’s administra- 
tion for good and sufficient reasons. They 
feel that he has not administered the affairs 
of the city in such a way as to promote 
niunicip@ prosperity. It is beginning to be 
felt at last that the city is suffering and 
languishing because it is not properly gov- 
erned. There is a strong feeling that if 
our streets were better paved and kept, 
if the volume of smoke were reduced, if 
the bridges were put in proper order, if pub- 
lie works were efficiently looked after, the 
whole city would feel the impulse of the 
better government. Then people would be 
attracted hither, bringing capital with them, 
and every branch of industry would be 
stimulated. 

Nobody denies that Mayor Harrison has 
been crippled for lack of funds, nor does 
anybody deny, on the other hand, that 
the funds at his disposal have not been 
judiciously or economically expended. In 
saying this.no fair-minded. man wishes to 
reflect upon the integrity of Mayor Harri- 
son himself, or upon that of his Controller, 
Corporation Counsel, or Commissioner of 
Public Works. The intentions of the city 
administration have been excellent. Its 
capacity for discharging municipal business 
efficiently has been limited. There has been, 
in the phrase of the day, “ too much polities 
doing in the City Hall,” and the smaller 
officials and their subordinates have not 
hesitated to get all the pecuniary advantage 
they possibly could out of the situation. 

3. The saloonkeepers and many citizens 
of easy-going principles have become dis- 
satisfied with the present administration. 
They have been held up remorselessly by 
its “short stops” and subjected to every 
kind of exaction. With many of them 
patience has ceased to be a virtue, and while 
they may, at the dictation of police lieuten- 
ants and inspectors, hang lithographs of 
Democratic candidates in their windows 
and declare vehemently in favor of their 
election, they are not unmindful of some 
,of the privileges’: which reside in the Aus- 
tralian ballot. They are not at all alarmed 
at the prospect of Judge Hanecy’s adminis- 
tration, for certainly no Republican can- 
didate ever before made more liberal 
promises to this element in the community. 
If the saloonkeepers are not satisfied with 
the degree of license which they possess in 
the City of Chicago unde? the present ad- 
ministration and that which they are 
promised by the Republican candidate, they 
must be looking for another world to con- 


there is no place where more indulgence is 
extended to the saloonkeeping element than 
here, It is not true, however, that open 
gambling of the higher class is permitted 
under the present administration, There 
is an abundance of small gambling, as there 
has been for many years under Republican 
and Democratic Mayors. But there is no 
authorized, open gambling-house, such as éx- 
isted in the days of the elder Harrison, when 
steady streams of men could be seen going 
into and coming out of Hankins’ establish- 
ment. That phase of gambling no longer 
exists in Chicago. 

4. Judge Hanecy has the support of an in- 
fiential and powerful element in the com- 
munity—that is to say, the large business 
interests. It is well enough to cry ovt 
against “ corporations,” but men of sense 
know that corporations are not without 
rights, and thut their existence in any.com- 
munity is an indicationeof prosperity and 
must be beneficial. Corporations are said 
to have no souls, and, consequently, it fol- 
lows that their capacity for evil is limited, 
as well as their capacity for good. They are 


but it cannot be imagined that the presence 
in Chicago of any large industrial enter- 
prises is injurions to the city. | 

Now, when it is universally felt among 
the large business establishments that their 
interests are not well looked after and con- 
served under the présent administration, 
there must be a strong force at once broucht 
into existence in favor of electing a new 
Mayor. Along with this, of, course, come 
influences extending in many directions. 
Not least among them may be counted the 
supply of “the sinews of war.” It is evi- 
dent that the Republican candidates are not 
Jacking in this respect, The supplies are 
inexhaustible and are being used as never 
before in a municipal campaign, not, how- 
ever, in any illegitimate way but in such 
directions and in such manner as it is proper 
they should be employed. 

5. Judge Hanecy is benefited by the 
natural demand for “achange.” The peo- 
ple of Chicago feel they have had four years 
of Mayor Harrison. While many believe 
he has done the best he could under the 
circumstances, they think that the time has 
arrived when it will be well to give another

ALTPETER SHOULD WIN. 

It is claimed that.the two machines in 
the Ninth (formerly the Seventh) Ward have 
an understanding according to which each 
in turn is allowed to choose an Alderman. 
Be this as it may, Nathan T. Brenner’s 


chances of retlection on the Republican 


ticket—although he is the most conspicuous 
example of an utterly unfit nomination to 
be found among the whole list of Repub- 
lican nominations—are not in the slightest 
degree jeopardized by his Democratic oppo- 
nent, ex-Alderman Bennett. ‘The actual 
record of the latter is even worse than that 
of the former, inasmuch as it, began in the 
halcyen boodle days of 1895 instead of a 
sear later. Every voter in the Ninth Ward 
ought to feel that his ward is disgraced by 
two such party nominations, and the pre- 
tentious solicitude of Mr. Brenner respect- 
ing city courts cannot serve as a blind to 
mitigate this fact. ‘ 

A large number of citizens have realized 
this situation and have nominated Mr. L. F. 
Altpeter to run as’an independent. He is 
the son of one of the men elected to the first 
Drainage board on the Citizens’ ticket. He 
runs a jewelry store and has before been 
identified with efforts for better political 
conditions locally. He js highly commended 
by people who know him, the Municipal 
Voters’ league heartily indorses him, and 
it is believed he can represent his ward well. 

The disgraceful physical conditions which 
characterize the Ninth Ward should be a 
sufficient challenge to the impertinence of 
present Aldermen or of ex-Aldermen in 
standing for re#lection. The fact, too, that 
the mothers and children of this crowded 
and treeless area cannot ride to Lincoln 
Park, four miles away, without paying 
double fares ought to be enough to disgust 
the inhabitants with the services of men who 
would be the willing tools of the street rail- 
ways. 

If the voters of the Ninth Ward wish to 
improve their own conditions and contribute 
toward the public life of their city they can

¢ RE-ELECT ALDERMAN FOWLER. 

There is one Alderman who ought to be re- 
elected to the Council with a greatly in- 
creased majority, and that is Alderman 
Frank Fowler of the Fourteenth Ward. 
His excellent service in arousing the city 
authorities to attend more closely to honest 
street paving is a matter of record. He has 
stood for-clean streets dnd honest improve- 
ments in his ward and throughout the city, 
and his strong and active personality has 
secured material benefits to the public. The 
people of his ward should see that his good 
services are rewarded by sending him back to 
the Council with a flourish to continue his 
efficient work for two years more. 

Alderman Fowler stands for a thorough 
reorganization of the special assessment sys- 
tem. He believes in giving property-owners 
an equivalent for their money on all public 
improvements. -He is a stanch friend of 
the merit system and of an honest and com- 
petent civil service. So far as he is able to 
prevent the substitution of political “ pull” 
for genuine ability it will be done. His sin- 
cere public spirit has been proved,in a hun- 
dred ways. Such a man should have the 
enthusiastic support of every good citizen 
of his ward. His personal character is of 
the highest and his ability to do things in 
the public interest has been proved repeat- 
edly during his service as Alderman. 


FOREMAN SHOULD BE ELECTED. 
The Republican voters of the Third Ward, 


in gratitude for past services and to secure 
the continuation of those services, should 
work actively and continuously for the 
election of their candidate, Mr, Foreman. 
They should not rely upon the natural Re- 
publican complexion of the ward for his 
election. His opponent is making a vigor- 
ous campaign, and, unless it is met with 
equal vigor, the result may be serious. 

As between two candidates, one of whom 
is a new and untried man and the other a 
man who has had two years of public serv- 
ice, and during that period has shown him- 
self not alone honest, high-minded, and effi- 
cient, but capable of taking a leading posi- 
tion in dealing with great public questions, 
no voter who has the interests of the city 
at, heart should hesitate as to choice. 

Mir. Foreman has shown himself such a 
man. His record is made, and it is one of 
exceptional usefulness and ability. His 
constituents should now testify to their ap- 
preciation of his services by giving him a 
rousing majority. 


THE TWENTY-FOURTH WARD. 

Amos Pettibone has been nominated for 
retlection in the Twenty-fourth Ward. He 
has made an excellent record during his 
two years of service. He has always voted 
and spoken on the right side. He has 
looked faithfully and intelligently after the 
special interests of his constituents and the 
general interests of the citizens of other 
wards. He has acquired during his service 
that experience which an Alderman needs 
to make him an efficient member of the 
Council. 

It is.to he hoped that the voters of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward will not compensate 
Mr, Pettibone for his services by defeating 
him in order to place in the Council a man 
who has no experience and no qualifica- 
tions. His opponent was the unsuccessful 
candidate for Alderman last year. This is 
no reason why he should be elected this 
year. He should be left out in the cold 
again and Mr. Pettibone kept where he is. 


ELECT LITZINGER. 

As between Edward R. Litzinger, Repfb- 
lican, and James J. McCormick, Democrat 
and gangster, every voter in the new Fifth 
Ward who has any regard for political 
honesty and the best interests of the city 
should make Mr. Litzinger his choice as 
the ward's representative in the City Coun- 
cil. Although this ward went strongly 
Democratic in the general election last 
November, that should cut no figure in the 
April eleetion. 

There should be but one issue in the Firth 
Ward in the forthcoming election. Mr. 
Litzinger is entitled to the confidence of 
the people of the ward. Mr. McCormick’s 
record shows. that he is not entitled to it. 
A man must be judged by his deeds and 
McCormick's deeds condemn him. He has 
publicly advertised his unfitness for a seat 
in the Couneil. 

Mr. Litzinger is a young attorney, a native 
of the ward, and known to its people as a 
yaan who has always worked to send good 


: men to the Council. The voters should sow 


improve the opportunity to send a good 
man there and retire a bad one. 
mick’s record is sufficient reason why the 
yoters should throw him out. He was a 
supporter of the Powers slate in 1899 for 
the Council organization, in the same year 
opposed the creation.of the Special Street 
Railway commission, voted recently against 
the. midnight closing ordinance, and is rec- 
ognized as a member of “ the gang.” 

The self-respecting voters of the Fifth 
Ward cannot help recognizing the mistake 
they made two years ago by electing the 
gangster, McCormick. They can undo it 
now by electing Litzinger, who has both 
honesty and ability. 

DANGER OF APPOINTING BIDWILL. 

The Quincy Whig urges Governor Yates 
not to reappoint Joseph Bidwill a member 
of the Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners. It says Illinoisans will not 
approve of such an appointment; that he 
has ‘served one term, and it should be 
enough. The Whig says also that, while 
Bidwill is backed by William Lorimer and 
a few other, Chicago politicians, this is no

pensation from companies in cash or by requiring 
paving of full width of street along route; opposed 
compensation for Union Loop, Calumet Electric and 
General Electric, as well as in all other ordinances 
receiving his support in which question of com- 
pensation arose, 

It is currently reported and believed in 


business circles in Chicago that Governor 
Yates is about to be so unwise as to con- 
tinue the possessor of this record on the 
Railroad and Warehouse board. It is diffi- 
cult to put full faith in this report, because 
the Governor must be aware of the uni- 
versal censure which such an appointment 
would provoke. 
antagonize the business interests of this 
State, and thus to court-political suicide. 

The appointment of Bidwill was the first 
one Governor Tanner made—a most ex- 
cellent reason why Governor Yates should 
let Bidwill go. That appointment was re- 
ceived with a howl of execration among 
business-men all over the State. It will 
be renewed if Bidwill be reappointed, for 
Illinoisans have not been reconciled to him. 
If made it will be taken as evidence that the 
Yates administration is to be in many re- 
spects a continuation of the unpopular Tan- 
ner administration. It will be taken as 
evidence that to some extent at least the 
new Governor is subje¢t to that baneful 
Lorimer influence which did so much to 
make his predecessor's administration a 
failure. Tanner was the facile afd com- 
plaisant agent of Lorimer. Governor 
Yates should keep clear of that wrecker of 
political fortunes. 


FEASTING STILL POPULAR. 

If cooking as a private accomplishment is 
on the decline, certainly as an artistic pro- 
fession it has gained in gastronomical grace, 
so that there never was a time when pri- 


‘vate boards were more heavily laden with 


dishes that are fearfully and wonderfully 
made. Among what Huxley has termed 
“those lethal agencies which are commonly 
known as the pleasures of society,” dinner 
parties are the most popular and are now 
looked upon as the highest achievement in 
the career of a society leader. 

Between the group of working men gath- 


ered together on the shady side of a build-™ 


ing, where individual covers are removed 
for a dozen or so, to an aristocratic company 
assembled at a mahogany board where cov- 
ers are “laid” for an equal number, there 
is a deep gulf, yet both parties come to- 
gether for a common purpose. The differ- 
ence seems to lie in the garnishings and in 
that flow of wit which is supposed to be 
inseparable from plate and porcelain. The 
question is, has the development in conver- 
sational ability at these fashionable feast- 
ings kept pace with the culinary evolution? 
Is the ball of conversation kept rolling at the 
pace that some of the novelists would have 
us believe, or is it permitted to fall under 
the table? 

Of course that modern ghost, dyspepsia, 
which sits at all banquets and which is cal- 
culated to put the diner out of countenance, 
is a wet blanket upon wit, and one has only 
to read the lives and letters of great men to 
know of the mental groans that precede and 
the physical twinges that follow the honor 
of being dined and féted. Yet, in spite of 
this fact, “covers” still continue to be 
“laid” and cleverness, according to the 
tales of the diners-out, runs rife at private 
dinners. If it is really true that the present 
artistic phase of dinner giving is provocative 
of brilliant conversation, it is a pity that 
every*dinner-giver does not provide himself 
with that modern preserver of conversation 


—the phonograph. 
DIVORCES AND EARLY MARRIAGES, 
A Cleveland Judge, commenting upon the 

“ appalling ” increase in the number of di- 
vorces, says two-thirds of the cases are due 
to early marriages. His theory is that the 
divorce courts are kept busy because so 
many young people marry before they are 
old enough to form sensible views of matri- 
mony, and so he advises youths and maidens 
to “go sidw.” While the advice may be 
good, the Judge’s theory will not stand in- 
vestigation. 

Brides and grooms are now a good deal 
older, on the average, than they were a few 
generations ago. The increase of divorce 
cases has been accompanied by a decrease 
in early marriages. A century ago, when 
divorces were rare, it was customary for 
girls to be married at the age of 16, and 
those who reached 18 without finding a 
husband were looked upon as already be- 
yond the danger line of spinsterhood. A 
young man was expected to marry about 
the age of 21, and it was almost a neces- 
sity for him to do so. When he undertook 
to cultivate a farm he had to have the help 
of a woman to keep house forhim. There 
were no fine bachelor apartments where he 
could live and board in comfort until he 
accumulated a competence and got ready to 
marry. That was the time of early mar- 
riages, but only in rare cases did women 
seek divorces. 

The increase of divorce suits by women is 
due chiefiy to the fact that wives will no 
longer submit to treatment which they en- 
dured in silence a century ago. A recent

One wife got a decree on the 
ground that her husband would not take 
baths, “ thereby inflicting on plaintiff great 
mental anguish.” Another wished to leave 
her husband because he had accused her 
sister of stealing, while still another com- 
plained that her feelings had been hurt 
‘by her spouse’s remark that he did not 
care whether she left him ornot. One wom- 
an said her life was made a burden because 
her husband would not speak to her for 
months at a time, another objected to the 
man’s practice of smashing dishes and crock 
ery to relieve his feelings, a third complained 
that her husband forbade her to walk in 
public with her relatives, and a fourth said 
her husband sharpened an ax and said he 
was going to cut her head off and did knock 
out two of her teeth. case of a different 
kind is that in which the plaintiff alleged 
that “the defendant, for the sole purpose 
of harassing her, said he meant to suicide, 
and did then and there drink a bottle of 
paregoric, which said action of defendant 
sorely grieved plaintiff ip body and mind.” 

Fifty or a hundred years ago women did 
not sue for divorce on grounds of this kind 
and if they had done so their suits would 
have been thrown out of court. They en- 
dured what could not be cured and took as 
a matter of course things which now send 
wives hurrying to the divorce courts. Wom- 
en’s standards have become more exacting 
and their legal liberties greater. This will 
largely account for the increase in the num- 
ber of divorces. 


CENTERS OF EDUCATION. 

The Philadelphia Press is of opinion that 
the affiliation of the Mrs. Hmmons Blaine 
School of Pedagogy with the University 
of Chicago makes Chicago the great educa- 
tional center of the West, as no Western 
city can now compete with it in the way of 
university and library education, or will be 
likely to do so in the future. 

The same paper {s of opinion also that the 
four great educational centers of the North 
will be Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
apd Chicago. There is much in the en- 
vironment and conditions of each of these 
Boston has 
Harvard College in its suburbs, the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, and its 
public library, and all of these institutions 
haye their affiliations. New York City has 
Columbia University and the library which 
will grow out of the Astor-Lenox-Tilden 
combination, aided by the. numerous 
branches which have been provided for in 
part by the generosity of Mr. Carnegie. Chi- 
cago has its university, with affiliations so 
numerous that it is difficult to keep track 
of them and a wealthy giver back of it, and 
three great libraries—a public library, a 
general reference library, and a scientific 
library, besides a museum of natural his- 
tory that has no equal in this country. 

So far as Philadelphia is concerned there 
would seem to be some doubt whether it will 
be one of the four centers. It has the 
Upiversity of Pennsylvania, but it has not 
yet a well organized library system. Pitts- 
burr ere long will have an educational in- 
stitute to which Mr. Carnegie has already 
given millions and to which he will give 
millions more. This institute, which already 
has a fine library system, made possible by 
the same gentleman’s munificence, counts 
for as much as the university does, It has 
been intimated that Mr. Carnegie will soon 
make Philadelphia an exceptionally large 
donation. Should this be so it may enable 
that city to outstrip Pittsburg in the race, 
but even with such an advantage the out- 
come is not certain. | 

There is plenty of money, of energy, of 
public spirit, and of people in all these 
cities to establish them as educational cen- 
ters and keep them such. The only danger 
that confronts them is the undue growth 
of the commercial spirit. From time im- 
memorial commercialism has been injurious 
to art and literature, to libraries and univer- 
sities. But perhaps conditions have 
changed. The manner in which the kings 
of commerce and finance are applying their 
millions would seem to indicate it.

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‘Disttanchisement of Wegroes. 
| | By E. D. Crumpacker, Member of Congress, 


HE States of Mississippi, South Carolina, Louisiana, and 
North Carolina, in that order, have engrafted provisions 
upon their respective constitutions fixing a literary stand- 
ard for suffrage. — 

By ingenious phraseology the provisions in Louisiana 
and North Carolina are made to apply té the colored race 
alone, so in those States, while the negro must have an 
education before he cah vote, the white man may vote 
however ignorant and vicious he may be. The discrimina- 
tion against the neg is a palpable evasion of the federal 
constitution, and it ought to be overthrown by the courts, 
The Legislature of North Carolina has impeachment pro- 
ceedings now pending against two Republican Supreme 
Court Judges, based upon alleged official corruption, but 
every one familiar with the situation knows the charges 
are utterly groundless and that the real purpose of the proceeding is to remove the Judges and fill the 

vacancies with Democrats, so the suffrage provisions of the constitution will be upheld. That is an il- 

justration of the North Carolina idea of the integrity and independence of the judiciary. 

The Legislature of Maryland recently passed an election law providing the Australian system of vot- 
ing. It surrounds the act of voting with many obstacles and does not permit assistance to those dis- 
qualified by illiteracy, so, in effect, it establishes an educational standard. | 

Fiorida has the same kind of a law in operation, and Tennessee has a similar law applicable to large 
cities and counties only. Neither one of those three States has a constitutional provision authoriz- 


ing the establishment of a literary qualification for suffrage, and those laws, judged by the over- 


whelming weight of authority in the country, are clearly invalid. The Tennessee law, however, has 
been sustained by the Supreme Court of that State, and doubtless the laws of Florida and Maryland 
will be upheld by the State courts. , 

Virginia will hold a constitutional convention during the coming summer and, without doubt, 
provision will be made for the practical disfranchisement of colored citizens in that State. Delaware, 
New Jersey, and West Virginia, in all probability, will follow Maryland’s example as soon as they have 
Democratic Legislatures; and it is only a question of time when every State with a considerable colored 
population, with the possible exception of Texas, will do the same thing. 

Under laws like that recently enacted in Maryland, the States of Delaware, Kentucky, New Jer- 
sey, and West Virginia will-be permanently Democratic, 

The avowed purpose of those laws is to disfranchise the negro. No honest, well informed man pre- 
tends anything else. The elevation of the standard’of suffrage is a mere pretext. 

The Southern mind has never become reconciled to tle idea of the political equality of the negro, and 
it will be many years before it does. It is not a question of character but of color. Standards are not 
erected upon merit but upoh race. Leaders of thought and action in those States are firmly imbued with 
the idea that it is impossible for the two races to live together on terms of equality in any relation. 
They believe it to be destiny for the stronger race to dominate and control the weaker. They do not 
want the negro to be ediicated, they do not hope for his development in civil and social life, but they 
believe that nature has marked him to be a servant of servants unto bis brethren during all his days, 
In order to fulfill that destiny he must be kept in subjection. His political rights have already been 

‘taken from him, his citizenship is an empty husk, a meaningless title. 

But if the negro is permitted to educate and grow in knowledge he will have hopes and ambitions 
that will continue to disturb the serenity of his white brother. He will be discontented with his lot 
and struggle to break the caste that has crystallized over his race. He may not succeed, but he will 
disturb the existing order, and his subjugation will not be complete until his political neutralization is 
followed by mental subserviency. 

The statement is made and supported by plausible arguments that education demoralizes the negro 
and leads himtocrime. Ask any representative Southern man today whether he believes in the policy 
of educating the negro, and if he speaks truthfully hewillsay no. In the languagé of Uncle Remus, 
“The education of the negro is the spiling of a field hand.” 

This is the current of thought that underlies the disfranchisement laws and it means the total 
subjugation of the negro in all the relations of life. It means more than the loss of his political power, 
it means practical slavery. , 

, Lhave no objection to a fair educational standard for suffrage, honestly administered, but in view 
ofthe prevailing sehtiment in the South it is impossible to secure an honest and impartial administration 
of such a law. 

The negro must earn his right to recognition by his virtues and they will come only through strug- 
gle and experience. Laws can only surround him with helpful conditions and he must do the rest. The 
only powers under the contro] of Congress to protect the political rights of the colored man are in the 


enactment of a federal election law and in the reduction of the representation of disfranchising States. — 


A federal electian law is hardly to be considered a probability in view of the friction it would engender. 

Congress has the power to reduce the representation of any State for the disfranchisement of 
citizens at any time, and that power ought to be exercised whenever there is occasion for it. States have 
disfranchised the negro with full knowledge of the constitutional provision, and they cannot complain 
if it beenforced against them. If it were enforced it would act as a political equilibrant. Protection 
of the ballot on the one hand and increased power in national politics on the other would operate as coun- 
tervailing forces and a just and fair result would be ultimately attained. The interests of the white 
man would require the elevation and independence of the negro. The negro would be prepared for the 
responsibilities of citizenship, so that he would not be a menace to local interests and at the same time 
he would be a factor in the apportionment of political power. : ' 

The constitution should be enforced because it is mandatory and because the redemption of the 


negro imperatively requires it.

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Disability and O1d Bige Insurance.

ERR STUMM, the great irom master of Rhenish Prusela, 
who recently died, was the first man to give the proposi- 
tion concrete form when in 1878, as a member of the 
Reichstag, he moved that the Imperial Chancellor be di- 
rected to submit the draft of @ law providing compulsory 
old age and disability insurance for factory workmen. 
The matter femained dormant until the Emperor’s mes- 

‘sage was read in the Reichstag on Nov. 17, 1881. This 
for the first time expressed in general terms the obli- 
gation of society as organized in the state to protect all 
wage workers in the empire against the consequences of 
sickness, accident, disability, and old age. Following this 
message there was enacted in 1883 a law providing for 
compulsory sick benefit insurance, and in 1884 the acci- 
dent insurance law. Both laws were limited to certain 

It was in 1887 when the Ministry of the Interior, under the title “ Basic 
and Disability Insurance,” made public the plan of the government for the law under consideration: 
Its appearance and features led to a public discussion in which most all of the great industrial cor- 
porations, the press, and many eminent men of science participated. 

With the publication of this plan the: government had touched a question designed to arouse the 
whole nation to its foundations. Timid conservatives believed the state would go over bodily to social- 
ism and perdition, while others thought the plan visionary and impracticable. Eventually, however, as 
the plan was better understood, the opinion became more clarified, and the Reichstag could enter 
upon its consideration, thoroughly informed as to what should be done. When it passed the Reichs- 
tag in 1889 the law was found to be a pioneer. By its terms there were imposed upon the employer, 
upon society, and upon the workman himeelf certaim well defined duties, in order that the latter alone 
might enjoy important material rights. It ushered in a new era, in which employer and workman 
found themselves side by side’ carrying out the law’s provisions and helping the state make it a 
success. And such it has been for the last tem years, the greatest in the history of German indus- 
tries and commerce. Today no workman will endanger his claim to insurance by ill-considered and 
often dishonestly advised claims upon his employer, while German capital has learned to respect 
the German workman, from whom ‘thie law hae lifted the many worries which usually attend the 
worker’s life. The coming on of old age mo longer has any terror for him or his family. 

Geographically bounded insurance. corporations—managed by an Executive committee of tem per- 
sons, an equal number of whom are elected by the workmen and the employers separately, and who 
hold their office for five years—constitute the carriers of the whole system. The imperial government 
is represented by a commissioner, who acts as a medium between the insurance corporation of a dis- 
trict and the imperial insurance office, which exercises absolute general control over all the estab- 
lished insurance corporations and acts as a court of last resort in many cases whenever the arbitra- 
tion tribunal established for the district cannot agree. 

All insurance payable undér the Jaw’ is received by the imsured in monthly pensions, For the 
purpose of determining the amount of each pensiom to be received and the sum to be contributed 
weekly by the insured, all workmen are divided into five classes, according to ithe wage scale. For 
each of these classes a wage basis is fixed. For the purpose of making contributions, the year is 
divided into forty-seven working weeks. Every workmanreceives a card, on the reverse side of which 
there are forty-seven squares for just as many insurance stamps. It is tthe employer’s duty, at the 
beginning of each week, to paste into one of said squares an insurance stamp of the.class to which 
the workman belongs. The stamps are furnished the employer upon requisition by the insurance cor- 


poration of the district, and he must pay for them. On pay day he deducts from the wages of each. 


workman a sum aqual to one-half of the cost of the stamps attached since the last pay day. When 
forty-seven stamps are attached the card is returned to the insurance institution of the district and 
a new card is issued. On leaving his employ for another the workman is entitled to his card. 

Contributions for five years entitle to disability pension; contributions for thirty years to old age 
pension, which is paid to each of the insured on entering upon his seventy-first year. 

Persons above the age of 40 years when the law came in force were thus given credit for as 
many years as they were then above 40, while persons becoming incapacitated after one full year’s 
contribution were paid an invalid pension upon theig showing that for a term of four consecutive 


years prior to the date of the law they were engaged in an employment subject to the law. If an. 


insured persom dies after contributions for five years have been made there is paid to-his widow or 
children all that he has contributed for insurance. 

No claim for insurance arises where the disability has been caused by the insured purposely or 
in the commission of crime. 

Disability is assumed in all cases upon the showing that the insured is unable on account of it 
to earn’a sum equal to one-sixth of thle wage basis fixed for his class and one-sixth of the cus- 
tomary wages for 300 working days paid to common laborers where he was last employed. 

The contributions to be made differ in each class, but all of them are so reasonable that one is 
astounded at the high results achieved. Thus, the workman’s contribution in the fourth, or second 
highest class, is but $1.75 per year. ' 

Invalid pensions are based on the sum of 110 marks, of which amount the empire contributes 50 
marks. For each week of contributing after the fifth year there is added to the above sum a given 
amount, graded according to the five classes. Consequently the longer payments have been made the 
higher the yearly pension. : 

Lack of space prevents a more particular description, but the foregoing gives a fair idea of the 
principal provisions of the law. If men of affairs shall ever extend to the subject the consideration 
it deseryes, the system will soon be appreciated and demanded here.

The Endurance of Pain. 


By Dr. Lucas-Cbampionniere, Paris City Hospital, 


AM greatly surprised that surgeons have written so little 
upon the subject of pain. Any one running through trea- 
tises on general pathological surgery will find nothing 
about pain. The most voluminous of all, that of Billot, 
devotes but two pages of remarkably insignificant obser- 
vations on the topic. 

Pain, above ali things, is the patrimony of man. The 
first sensation he experiences is pain. By pain, through 
the course of his life, the world about him is revealed, and 
through pain he is generally carried Into the future life, 
It appears natural, then, that he should wish to study in 
its finest minutie, this, his inseparable companion. 

Without attempting todefine pain—and all the nat- 
uralists and philosophers have done so without success— 
we can determine some of its characteristics. It is caused 


ve 


by an excess of sensation which averts from the organism some approaching destruction; it is the 
organism’s cry of alarm and appeal for help, ' 


’ Pain appears nearer to the surgeon than to the physician, and is easier for him to study. Its char. 


acteristics are not those observed by the physiologists in the animals upon which they experiment. The 
animal manifests only the grosser phenomena of a process whose prime importance lies in:the delicacy — 
of the sensation. The differences in the manifestation of pain are great, even between different _ 
varieties of animals, and when one comes to man there is still greater diversity. There is no uniformity 
in the pain of mankind, It varies with races, with the sexes of the same race, and with different ages 
of the same sex. 
For my part, I think in the vast majority of cases the vaunted stoicism which resists pain simply . 
means that the pain does not exist. Bravery exists, but It is rare, and we surgeons must not be de- —_ 
ceived by the common subjects who cry and the courageous ones who say nothing. : 
In the Napoleonic wars it was reported that the Russians appeared to be steadier in the presence 
of pain than the French; not that they suffered more courageously but less, belonging as they did toa 
civilization less advanced and having organs hardened by the climate. The peasant suffers less fhan 
the townsman, the common townsman suffers less than the gentleman reared under conditions of 
greater delicacy. The man of letters, the artist, the brain worker, all of whose nerves are overexcited 
by an education of their nervous system, certainly suffer more than a subject from the same social 
category whose nervous life has been less intense. ‘ ; 
Differences which result from racial diversity have been noted, especially between the white and i. 
the Oriental races. TheArabs, the Indians, and the Chinese have been observed as peculiarly passive, se 
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head that wears a crown ” holds true in small things as in 
great. Those of theinner circle of court life affirm that 
since his accession the King has changed considerably in 
speech and in demeanor.

from the Sea.

HB recent archmological discoveries near the Island of 
Cerigo, the southernmost of the Ionian Islands, at the 
southern extremity of Morea, have aroused the most 
intense interest among arch@ologists and students of 
classical art. Toward the end of last year divers, who 
explored the bottom of thes ea between the Islands of 
Cerigo and Cerigotto, found wreckage of a number of

their features, despite the exertion of their will power, testify to the intensity of their suffering.

Tdeals in Architecture.

ae RCHITECTURE and all art should be animated by some - 

Wt great and leading principle. Religion isthe highest. The 
Sy Ze noblest buildings in the world have ever been those con- 

Se Se secrated to her service. We see this alike in the pagan tem- 

mS: ple and in the great churches of Christendom, 

After religion civil or national dignity should call out 
the expression of high artistic power. Then the domes- 
tic feeling, the house, great or small, built for a family to 
abide in for successive generations; and, lastly, honor to 
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ancient ships and among them fragments of marble and 
bronze statues of exquisite workmanship and beauty of . 
form. The Greek government considered the discovery of 
sufficient importance to institute a thorough and careful 
exploration of the bottom of the sea between the two 
islands. During the last few months divers brought a 
large number of fragments and even fairly well preserved 
complete statues and statue ttes in marble and bronze to 
the surface and the exploration is still continued. 
The scene of the discoveries is of great historical interest. Cerigo {s a hilly and fertile island of a 
little over 100 square miles in extent. To the ancient Greeks it was known under the name of Cythera 
and it was believed to have been the island where Venus, according to a myth, had arisen from the 
foam of the sea, and was the seat of Venus worship. At one time it was a famous retreat of pi- 
rates. ‘There is a strong current between Cythera and Anticythera and the passage between 
them was considered extremely dangerous by the ancient Greeks. Many ships were wrecked upon the 
precipitous rocks of the two islands and the bottom of the sea in the passage is strewn with wrecks. 
The statues and other art treasures which have been found are believed to kgve been part of the load 
of a ship which carried Greek spoils to Rome and was wrecked during a storm between the two islands. 
Among the works of art brought to the surfacé by the divers during the last few weeks is the marble 
torso of a young man of beautiful proportions and workmanship, which is now supposed to be a frag- 
ment of a group of flute players similar to that in the Uffizi at Florence. The divers also found frag- 
ments of a bronze statue of over life size which is supposed to represent Hermes holding a ball in 
his hand. Other archeologists are of the opinion that the statue represented Perseus and that his out- 
stretched hand at one time held the head of Medusa. Fragments of other statues in marble and bronze 
and complete statuettes have been found, so well preserved that it seemed almost incredible they had 
rested at the bottom of the sea for nearly 2,000 years. All the art treasures brought to the surface are 
taken to Athens and placed in the National Museum, while the explorations under the sea are con- 


tinued without interruption

combined with their historical associations, have impressed themselves strongly on many minds. 

The want of unity of feeling, as compared with other times, is one serious impediment to the . 
formation of any school of art. y such unity possible? Is any such school of architecture possible ‘7 
without unity? 

But consider that {t is the “animus ” of a design that is of real import. Whatever style we are led 
to work in, let the manner be courteous and our expression that of truth. _ -_. 

No doubt the work of architects in these days is one of difficulty. It is an age of selence, not of | 
art: architectural tradition has been cut off, or rather, alas, we inherit a century of more of bad tradi- 
tion. 
We have all great facilities in these days for seeing old buildings; or, to take the subject of decora- 
tive art work generally, our collections and museums are numerous and admirable. Are we to make 
such use of them as may lead to better designs and a more intelligent interest in such decorative work? 

_ Such collections ought to bring about a more healthy state of public taste, and inspire a!l with a de- 
sire to have good work, thorough work, both awakening interest and cultivating it, 

Let us remember that what we may call the “architectural arts” may have a considerable bear- 
ing on the industries of a country. Attempts at artistic manufacture have been brought before the | 
public. Are they to lead to better things, or are they only the fashions of the day? 

There are some signs of the dawn of better things amidst the general gloom, and we may hope 
that a more intelligent interest may yet be taken in architecture, | ‘ |

Mr. Lederer 
says, however, that the questions of amount 
of rent an@ length of lease have not been 
considered yet, so it would seem two rather 
important items are still 
Grau’s statement is to the effect that Mr. 
Lederer made an offer and *‘ so have several 
others,”” and then continues in this vein: 

“It has been impossible to decide anything, 
as for some time we have not had a quorum 
of the directors of the Maurice Grau Opera 
company. If I give an opera season at all 
next winter I think that ten weeks will be 
enough for it. We have had some seasons 
of fifteen weeks and some of seventeen 
weeks, but I think that ten weeks will be all 
that we shall want next year.”

The deal by which the old Tremont House

Under the new 
ownership the property will be exempt from 
taxation, which has amounted to about $6,000 
a year.

It is recalled that in adver- 
tising its attractions mention was made of 
the excellent pasture for horses and oxen in 
connection with the hotel. :

JULY DELIVERY makes A NEW 
HIGH RECORD. 


Small Receipts, Small Country Accept- 
ances, Fair Cash Demand, and Light 
Speculative Offerings Make Shorts 
Inclined to Cover—Outsiders Still 
Bullish—Narrow Market in Wheat 
Sustained by Fear of Fly Damage— 
Further Sharp Decline in May Pork. 


Corn led in speculative interest on the 
Board of Trade yesterday, the coarse grain 
scoring a good advance, and influencing mild 
gains in wheat and oats. Sentiment was 
more bullish , and shorts, who were inclined 
to cover, found offerings Nght. May sold at 
41%c, within Ke of the high mark established 
several weeks ago, and closed only 1-16c 
off, a net gain of %c. July, which has been 
gaining relatively over the near future, sold 
at 42c and closed at 41%c, a gainof %c. Trade 
was not large, but there was a fair com- 
mission demand, and offerings were scarce 
except at the advanced prices. There wasno 
evidence of country selling, and receipts were 
light, 240 cars inspected in, of which 27, a 
smaller proportion tham has been the rule 
for several days were contract. Only 240 
cars are estimated for Monday. That re- 
ceipts have not increased in spite of the 
near approach of the season of bad roads and 

ring farm work when merketings will be 
still lighter has confirmed the bulls fn their 
opinion of the value of corn and shaken the 
adverse faith of some of the bears. Primary 
receipts at 512,444 bu were 275,000 bu under 
those of a year ago, there was a good cash 
demand, with 330,000 bu sold here and 216,- 
000 bu at the seaboard.

Influenced by corn strength and a rumor 
that quotations would be going out Monday, 
a date too far advanced by one week, wheat 
held steady within a narrow rangs and made slight 
gains. May sold from 75%c to 76%c, and closed at 
764%-%c, a gain of 1-16c. July closed at 
gaining %-%c. The fear that warm weather would 
develop some serious injury to the growing plant 
inclined pit bears to discretion in their sales. 
Mitchell, Barrell, and Phillips were buyers, but 
the main trading was in changing May and July. 
The Northwest selling of May and buying of July 
continued, and Armour took the other end of the 
deal, taking May and selling July. In contradic- 
tion of the clams of crop injury southwestern Kan- 
sas sent reports that prospects wers of the best. 
Australiangshipments for the week were 498,000 
bu, compared with 120,000 bu a year ago. North- 
west receipts were 368 cars, against 535 a year ago, 
but primary points had 675,956 bu, a gain of 33,000 
bu.

Dr. Andrew Wilson of London has come 
out in protest against these representations, 
gs Well as against the genera! possibilities of 
hypnotism in the hands of irresponsible per- 
sons. Of the institute’s representations, he 


says:

animals in his hands, he is 
by no means secure in his 
position, but falls a victizg to 
mai Other animals in what would 

be an alarming ratio were the 
matter at all considered as 
separate and distinct from other fatalities of 
the human race. 

One reason for this loss of human life is 
possibly the security which man feels. Theo- 
retically, his position is a strong one, and 
guided by reason and Intelligence, he proceeds 
without fear against the largest and most 
ferocious of animals. If a careful study of 
the conditions of animal life were made with 
a view to settling the question of which fs the 
bravest and most courageous of all the lower 
animals, one might well select the common 
house fly, which deliberately attacks man—an 
irritated, often enraged animal—thousands of 
times its size. In the sAme sense man ex- 
hibits remarkable bravery in attacking the 
whale—an anfmal ninety-five féet in length 
and weighing hundreds of tons—the largest 
and most powerful of living animals; yet man 
will rush upon an enraged whale, and while 
floating over its mighty form in an eggsheil of 
a boat, drive the insignificant weapon into its 
vitals, taking the chances of avoiding the 
powerful tail. Such an attack is the highest 
expression of human bravery; yet undaunted 
by the fatalities, scores of men lose their lives 
annually, wiped out of existence in hand- 
to-hand encounters with the largest of all 
creatures. Ina single year over 1,000 persons 
have succumbed, directly or indirectly, to this 
animal, and every year there is a list of fatal- 
ities, & 

In one year over 1,500 men have been killed 
by tigers in India alone; and in the last 100 

years the human population has been depleted 
to the extent of 200,000 persons who have met 


their death by the man-eating tigers of this" 


region. At the beginning of the nineteenth 
century there was little or no protection af- 
forded, and tigers existed in large numbers 
and roamed about almost unmolested. .In 
nearly every center of human occupation 
there was one or more tigers that defied 


human beings. They crept up to villages. 
bounded into houses, carrying off men, wom- 
en, and children with an utter disregard for 
hunters that was appalling, and which com- 
pletely demoralized the people. This fact led 
to tiger hunting becoming a sport; hunters 
responded to the appeals of the natives, anda 
warfare was declared and carried on so ef- 
fectually that the animals have been deci- 
mated, and where in 1700 2,000 or 8,000 persons 
were killed annually by them, the death list 
today’ is not. more than one or two a day, 
though it sometimes increases to 800 or 1,000 a 
year. 

._/In India the leopard is ae dangerous foe to 
man, and in the vicinity of Singapore, even _ 
at the present day, leopards kill on an av- 
erage.one man @ day, preying upon them asa 
cat prey# upon a mouse. For at least a cen~ 
tury wéll-regulated warfare has been waged 
against these animals with a view to their 
destruction, the government offering a 
bounty, and district governments often 
duplicating the reward for the scalp of 
leopard or tiger. But the injury these ani- 
mals accomplish fades into insignificance be- 
fore the death list laid at the door of snakes. 
India appearsto be the hotbed for these 
deadly reptiles, and the most persistent war- 
fare apparentiy has had little effect upon 
them, the deadly cobra and others being as 
numerous today, seemingly, in the interior 
as they were a century ago. That the In- 
dian government recognizes the danger from 
this source is shown by the fact that an army 
of snake-killers is employed, and there isa 
bounty paid on every deadly snake killed. 
The statistics of this warfare to the death are 
amazing and almost beyond belief. During 

‘ the last century 2,000,000 human being’s were 
killed by snakes in India, afd in all the rest 
of the world the loss may be said to be one- 
fourth of this, though accurate data is lack- 
ing, .For years the mortality from this cause 

..jn- India hae been 20,000 per year. In 1880 
cobras alone killed 19,000 natives and 2,000 
head of cattle. During this period the paid 
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snake-killers destroyed 212,776 cobras. Yet 
this had no perceptible effect upon the death 
rate, which in 1882 wes elmost ashigh. One 


ang walk with bare feet through 


the forests and jungles which are known to 


be infesteé with the deadly snake; and when 
bitten they accept it as the inevitable, making 
no effort, in many instances, to effect a cure. 
In Africa 1,000 natives are killed a year (es- 
timated) by a hooded snake, which was con- 
sidered the emblem of divinity in early days. 

In India and Africa, where the elephant is 
to be considered as am enemy of man, this 
magnificent animal is rapidly disappearing, 
and it is not overstating the gravity of the 
case to say that at the end of another cen- 
tury these animals will be a mere memory 
and classed with the mammoth and hairy 
rhinosceros, described by Pallas. In Indja, 


-especially, the elephant is often not merely a 


menace to man but to villages and towns. 
Such animals are called “ rogues,’ and are 
greatly dreaded, 

In the last fifty years they have, in mere 
maHcious sport, killed over 8,050 natives, 
hundreds of domestic animals, and ruined 
property valued at thousands of dollars. 
Such elephants seem to be seized suddenly 
with an antipathy for man, and one animal 
has been known to devastate and terrorize 
a neighborhood five miles square. In 1867 
two large tuskers became famous as 
‘*rogues.”” They traveled together, and 
when they came upon men at work in the 
field charged them at once with the great- 


¢ 


est ferocity; when the men escaped they 
would wreak their vengeaftice on the culti- 
vated flelds or the houses. 

‘An elephant known as the K&akankoté 
rogue so completely demoralized that local- 
ity some twenty years ago that the inhab- 
itants of the district appealed to the British 
government for protection. It first began 
deliberately to destroy the farms, trampling 
down grain and other crops; then it charged 
a native village, rushing headlong through 
the streets, tossing houses and people into 
the air, This continued until the elephant 
had complete possession of a strip of country 
about eight mileg long, incPfuding the main 
road between Mysore and Wynaad. All 
travel was at a standstill, and a smal) squad 
of police was stationed at each end of this 
road to warn travelers of the danger. When 


a traveler arrived at @he odiftpost of the 


rogue elephant’s domain he found numbers 
of natives, armed with tom-toms and other 
noise-creating instruments, who offered to 
accompany him and frighten off the ele- 
phant. For five months this rogue, which 
was of large size, black, and hideous, with 
short doubled-up tusks, defied its pursuers, 
and only fell after a desperate conflict. The 
entire country for miles about celebrated 
this event; the slayer became a hero, while 
the feet of the rogue were placed at the ends 
of the road, where natives proclaimed that 
the animal had been destroyed. 

An elephant in the Doon, named Gunesh, 
escaped from the government keepers some 
years ago and for fifteen years defiled capt- 
ure, all this time devastating fields and 
killing men, women, and children wherever 
it saw them. This rogue had a chain upon 
one of its legs which clanked as it walked, 
and this sound became a symbo! of terror 
throughout the country. When it was heard 
im the vicinity of a village the people: de- 
serted the huts and took to the jungle. 
When this elephant was finally killed it had 
a black record as a man killer. 

The methods of these “ rogues " are singu- 
lar. One developed a hatred for the courier 


— 
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of the postal service, lying in wait for him 


-in the bush, charging him from unexpected 


places, and finally killing him. When the 
Beejapore Canal was being built a rogue 
charged the men and killed a number in a 
horrible manner, tearing them limb from 
limb. In 1847 an elephant took possession 
of the Rangbodde Pass, which led to the san- 
itarilum of Neuera-ellia, Ceylon, and com- 
pletely closed it. Its method was to rush out 
of the jungle into a party of travelers, seize 
them with its trunk and beat them against 
the ground. This elephant in attacking one 
party killed the first victim, but threw the 
second aloft with such force that he lodged in 
the branches of.a tree from which he es- 
caped entirely uninjured. It is not rare 
to see notices In the Ceylon press relating to 
these animals. One such, taken from the 
Colombo Observer reads: “A reward of 25 
guinéag will be paid for the destruction of 
the elephant that has taken_up its residence 
in the Rajawallé coffee plaiitation, near 
Kandy.”" This anima! terrified people for 
miles about, its method being to come out 
at night and tear down houses. It had a 
special grievance against water works, and 
caused a damage to the amount of thousands 
of dollars in breaking pipes. 

In India alone leopards kill on an average 
2,000 persons every ten years, and over 16,000 
domestic animals every year. Bears kill 84. 
In India wolves destroy 1,500 persons an- 
nually, and in Russia 800; the former ts of- 
ficial, while thé latter is estimated. In 1875. 
wolves in India killed 9,407 domestic ani- 
mals and 1,061 human beings. Hyenas cause 
the death of 68 persons-and 2,116 domestic 
animals in India annually. 

Among the peculiar enemies of man are 
sword fish. Not a month passes but some- 
where a boat or vessel is struck by one, and 
In the vicinity of Mauritius many persons 
lose their lives from this cause. 

Sharks destroy 1,000 persons every year; 
crocodiles many more. The small] dog fish 


‘shark claims a victim occasionally, and in 


the South Pacific a gar fish, leaping out of 
the water, is a menace to human life. And 
so the peculiar list of little suspected animals 
which are fatal to mankind might be con- 
tinued,

Some one has suggested that a Vander- 
biltian fortune awaits the man who wil! in- 
vent some effectual little umbrella-reminder. 
The hooked handle is the nearest approach 
to a safety device. By means of it the um- 
brella can be hooked over a forearm, where 
otherwise it would’ have to be laid down, 
It often has been remarked that fewer 
hooked handles are found on lost umbrellas 
than any other pattern. 

Every man knows how easy it is to lose a 


glove or mitten from an overcoat pocket. 
He has a handkerchief or a paper in the 
pocket with the glove, and in drawing it 
out the glove comes with it and is lost. 

It is an odd fact that a man who would not 
deign to pick up a lost handkerchief will 
pick up a glove and carry it a block, per- 
haps, before he decides that he hasn’t any 
earthly use for it. Then he will look for a 
place in whith to drop it, forgetting that in 
picking it up et all he spoiled the chances

Women are the principal losers of purses. 
Many of them,gegarded as lost from a wom- 
an’s pocket really have been picked from it.

Most such pockets 
fairly yawn for such a crook. 

Most women, however, handle their purses 
just as they do any of the other half dozen 
things that they carry, especially from down- 
town.

A woman lays 
down her muff or boa and walks away from 
it. 

How a sober man or woman can drop a 
watch that is fastened to a chain and not 
discover the loss is one of the travesties on 
the five senses. There is scarcely a day, 
however, that lost watches are not advertised 
for in the Chicago papers. Often it is re- 
counted that the person was walking in the 
street between two given streets when it 
was lost. 

Bargain counter things in myriad number 
are lost every year. Rings, bracelets, 
brooches, eye glasses, opera glasses, and 
lorgnettes valued at tens of thousands of 
dollars go the same way of the lost in Chi- 
cago.

TO CHICAGO. 


Foreign Ocean Steamers 
May Fly Flags on 
Lake Michigan. | 


WILL COME DIRECT. 


Opening of Canal May Make 
City Center of Immigra-* 
tion Traffic. 


LIKE AN OCEAN PORT. 


NLIMITED possibilities, it ts be- 
iieved, will be offered to Chica- 
| go with the opening of naviga- 
1 tion next month. Ships-are now 
fitting out in this city to sail for 
European ports, where other 
" ships are preparing to start for 
Chicago. Probably by the middle of sum- 
mer the flags of many nations, on square- 
rigged vessels, will be seen in Chicago wa- 
ters. 
All this will come about because of the 
opening of the Canadian canals. These ca- 
nals are simply by-passes cut through the 
land to enable vessels to pass around the 
rapids in the St. Lawrence River. They ac- 
commodate vessels of 14 feet draft and 255 
feet length. It has long been possible even 
for large vessels to shoot the rapids going 
down-stream, but not until the canals are 
opened will it be possible for them to ascend 
the river and reénter the lakes. 

With ships plying between Chicago and Eu- 
ropean and other foreign ports any number 
of curious conditions will come about. One 
of the most interesting is the outlook for 
foreign immigration. It is believed that, 
with the incoming of ocean-going ships, imi- 
migrants will take passage through from for- 
eign ports direct to Chicago without change. 
From German ports it is estimated the trip 
to Chicago by water without change will 
take two weeks. It is calculated that immi- 


-passengers can be brought from Eu- 


rope to Chicago for about what is now paid 
by them for rail transportation from New 
York to Chicago. The late Andrew Craw- 
ford, a prominent lake carrier, expressed 
himself as confident that, as soon as the 
canals were fairly known and understood 
abroad, Chicago would become, perhaps, the 
leading port for debarkation of immigrants 
in the United States. 

Few persons, even in Chicago, have given 
even casual consideration to this phase of 
the new order of things made possibie by the 
canals, and the first foreign vessel to cast 
anchor will have to hunt around fore suit- 
able dock to tie up to. 


CUSTOMS AND QUARANTINE. .- 
Another curious aspect of the outlook will 
be the extensive customs and quarantine 
systems that will have to be put into opera- 
tion. Thus far neither the local nor the 
national government offic -have given the 
least thought to the possibilities of incoming 
ocean vessels and the chances are that the 
officials will be caught napping. High offi- 
cials are not quite certain where, when, and 
how vessels bound for Chicago will be quar- 
antinable. When they enter the St. Law- 
rence River they will bé in Canadian terri- 
tory and may be dealt with there by the 
Canadian authorities. But such a health in- 
spection would not suffice for the United 
States. 
It is asserted by some that the United 
States quarantine laws will become opera- 
tive against foreign vessels when they al- 
tempt to enter Lake Michigan through the 
Straits of Mackinac, as the ships will then be 
entering waters entirely within the United 
States. Probably local health officers will 
want to know all about incoming immigrants 
when they get in sight of the outer break- 
water and a Health department launch flying 
the quarantine flag may be one of the next 


_ adjuncts of the City Health department, 


Just what may be done with vessels that 
may be found to have contagious diseases 
aboard has not been figured out by those who 


have looked into the matter, but a station 


up or down the lake shore has been sug- 
gested. The residents along the north shore 
are expected to object to a quarantine sta- 
tion on the north shore, lle no less com- 
plaint, it is said, would be evoked at any 
project to tle up disease-stricken ships off 
Hyde Park or Calumet. Engineers who have 
talked about the matter suggest the con- 
struction of an island two or three miles lake- 
ward and point to the drainage channel spoil 
banks as the very thing for that purpose. 
Several years ago a party of sporting men 
conceived the idea of a Monte Carlo on an 
island to be bullt in Lake Michigan. At that 
time engineers made close engineering calcu- 
lations and found that such an island could 
be built without extraordinary expense. The 
design of the gambling men was to escape 
the law and to establish a little dominion of 
their own, but they found that the law could 
not be evaded in the manner proposed. The 
same plan now, it Is believed, would serve 
for a quarantine station. 7 


INCENTIVES TO IMMIGRATION. 

A fact that increases the probability of 
heavy loads of immigrants bound for Chicago 
is that in European countries hard times have 
set In with a vengeance. This is especially 
true of England and Germany as to the iron 
and steel workers, and the workmen in shops 
where iron and steel are the basis of the 
manufactures. The dullness of business in 
the countries named is largely due to the fact 


with America, and the migration of the 
workmen to America wiil be induced by the 
dullness at home, and the fact that in this 
country business undoubtedly will be pros- 
perous. 

Still another phase of canal possibilities 
is the fact a new and more pleasant trip will 
be afforded by way of the Canadian canals 
out into the ocean and thence—well, any- 
where. Passengers can be carried, fed, and 
berthed, it is asserted, first-class in such 
vessels as run from Tampa to Key West 
and Havana for a rate of as low as $2 a day, 
or what would be equal to $56 to Europe and 
return. 

Ships built for the ocean-lake service will 
differ considerably from the ordinary ocean- 
going vessel. The canal locks are 255 feet 
long, fourteen feet deep. Instead of con- 
structing a long, narrow deep-draft hull it 
must be broad, short, with as nearly a flat 
bottom as can be devised. This shape in- 
creases cargo capacity, and has proved @ 
more rapid traveler than the deep-dratt 
ships of England. At the same time, its con- 
formation will make it more easily handled 
in the shallower lake ports. 

It is expected that the foreign commefce 
will give a tremendous impetus to lake com- 
merce, whose development has been so rapid 
of recent years. Since 1872 the foreign trade 
of the United States has increased 100 per 
cent, but the increase in the lake trade has

He site at hie desk in the City Hall withar 

volver near his right hand. He is ready to 

defend himself from all comers, and h&s not 
been frightened by the threatened assaults 
of tax dodgers. 
“*T took an oath to look after the city’s in- 
terests to the best of my ability, and I pro- 
pose to do it. Boycott me, assault me, do 
whatever you will. I propose to collect all 
your delinquent personal taxes in spite of all 
the strings you can pull,” the plucky Treas- 


urer replied to a wealthy citizen who threat- 
ened to wreak vengeance in case he was 
fotced to pay taxes which he had avoided for 
ears. 

. More than $50,000 worth of delinquent per- 
sonal taxes burdened the city’s books when 
Mr. Hennings came into office. The new 
Treasurer sent statements to the men who 
owed the city. They laughed at his notices 
and spurned his collectors. — 

Mr. Hennings decided to send a different 
gort of notice to the absent-minded property- 
owners. He chartered a large furniture van, 
decorated it with large signe bearing the 
words, “City Treasurer's Van,’ and an- 


nounced that. half a dozen deputies would- 


accompany the van along certain streets and 
collect the personal property of all people 
who had refused to pay taxes. 


As soon as this announcement was made 
the Treasurer's office suddenly became the 
busiest place in Omaha. Mer and women 
threatened to kill the Treasurer if he allowed 
his ark to stop in front of their homes. But 
most of these angry men and women paid 
their taxes before they left the office. 

The house-to-house collection of the Treas- 
urer Was not a bluff. His collectors started 
over the route which had been advertised in 
the papers. Doctors, lawyers, merchants, 
ané@ dentists met the Treasurer's deputies at 


their doors and paid their taxes to get the 
conspicuous van to move on. 

One thousand ddlMars was the result of the 
first six hours the collectors devoted te the 
work. Taxes which had been delinquent for 
fifteen years were paid. Crowds of men and 
boys followed the van in the hope of seeing 
goods taken from residefices or stores. But 
they were disappointed. During the firat day 
not a single article was levied upon. 

For two weeks the Treasurer has been car- 
rying on this delinquent personal tax cru- 
sade, and he has gathered in more than $10,- 
000 in taxes that were supposed to be un- 
collectable. Different parts of the city have 
been designated for each day's work, and 
Mr. Hennings proposes to keep his men going 
ot ge there is a dollar of taxin 


He'll be mobbed,” was the explanation of 
indignant citizens when they read of Mr. 
Hennings’ proposed methods of gathering in 
delinquent taxes. ‘ It’s persecution,”’ others 
said. “ He’ll ro poor péople of all they have 
to satisfy the city’s claims."’ 

Since the work began the sentiment of the 
public has changed. Pride has gotten the 
better of dishonesty, and the collectors have 
been compelled to strip but few houses to 
satisfy their claims. Rich and poor are 
faring alike at Mr. Hennings’ hands, and he 
has won the approval of al) classes.

she was sent into the forests to pick up bark 
for the charcoal burners. Her maiden name 


was Maria Pavieschinsky. When the French 
invaded Volgravitz the inhabitants fled. 


Mrs. Reese, then a young woman, remained 
behind in the town trying to save some of the 


wretched belongings of her family from pil- 


lage. The French soldiers had entered the 
place before she could get out, and one of her 
neighbors pointed out to her a stocky little 
man on horseback as the Emperor of the 


French. 
When a young woman she married Conrad 


Chappon. They had three children, two of 


whom died in Poland, while the third died at 
Dunkirk, N. Y. Upon the death of her first 
husband she married Andrew Katschisky. 
In 1870, when nearly an octogenarian, hav- 
ing been left a widow for the second time, she 
came to America, locating in Dunkirk, where 
she met and was married to Ferdinand Reese 
on July 5, 1876. Two years later the couple 
migrated to La Porte County, Ind., where 
the husband owns a ten acre tract in Hudson 
Township. 

Both of these old people attribute their 
great age to the simplicity of their habits.

The regiment, like all other 
fnilitia regiments, before leaving for camp 
recruited up to its full limit of strength and 
go there weré more than half of the men who 
were raw recruits. One day while the regi- 
ment was passing a reviewing party at Camp 
Meade one of the recruits dropped the bayo- 
net from his rifle. 
shouted out at the full strength of his lusty 
lungs: ** O, please, Mister Captain, stop ’em 
just a minute. I’ve dropped my spear.” 
4 * At another time a practice squad of the 
7 Seventh was out digging trenches. All the 
men in Chicago had been stanch labor union- 
2 iste, One soldier who had not been a friend 
to union labor took occasion to walk up to 
the trench and, after watching the squad 
telling away in the hard earth under a broil- 
ing esky, remarked sarcastically: ‘* An’ 
phwat wud the walkin’ diligate say now if te 
_. Were to come by an’ find ye a-doin’ this fer 
$13 a month and yer board. But promise ms, 
darlints, that ye’ll not go on strike here, for 
*twoud brek the Colonel’s heart.’’

desire of the Colonel that all the men not 
sick om detailed on duty should attend the 
church services. When the men found that 
they were not obliged to attend church many 
availed themselves of the privilege of re-. 
maining in camp and lolling luxuriously in 
‘ thelr quarters. The Colonel viewed the con- 
tinual decrease in church attendance and 
* then issued an order, again calling attention 
to the fact that no man was required to at- 
tend church. ‘‘ But,” the order went on, 
“those who do not attend will. remain in 
camp and listen to the reading of the articies 
‘of war by a non-commissioned officer de- 
- tailed for the purpose from those who choose 
to.remain in camp in preference to attending

|e STRANGE FISHES IN THE RIVERS OF ILLINOIS. < 


Two Species That Are Not Known to Exist Anywhere Else. 


“ 


OFESSOR 8S. A. FORBES, State 
Ichthyologist, has in preparation 
for the printer a book upon the 
fishes of Llinois, compiled in re- 
search extending through twenty 
years. The book will contain all 
the known facts regarding the 
fishies of the State, and will be the 
most comprehensive work on fresh water 
fishes ever published. It wil) be illustrated 
by seventy-eight colored plates and will con- 
tain 650 pages. Many theories regarding 
the habits; manner of breeding, and food of 
our common fishes will be disproved by the 
mew work. ; 

‘Protessor Forbes divides Illinois fishes into 
three ups, those found in the larger rivers, 
those living in the smaller lakes, and those 
Which inhabit the smaller rivers and creeks. 
The river fish are the lowest forms, though 
of greatest size, and those of the smaller 
Streamm being of more recent origin, have 
feached a more y developed state. 

One of the rare es known to ichthyolo- 
gists is found im but one place in the world, 
& small spring in Union County, Illinois. 
This unique species was discovered several 
years ago by Professor Forbes and his as- 
sistants, and although quite plentiful in the 


fountain, it has been sought in vain over all, | 


other parts of the world. Notwithstanding 
its impressive name, chologaster papilifer- 
ous, the fish is small, a full grown specimen 
measuring from 1% to 2 inches in length. 
The body is brown, with pink coloring near 
the head. The scales are so delicate as to 
almost escape motice. The eyes are quite 
small, almost of rudimentary character, and 
it is probable that the fish is nearly blind. 

Hundreds of specimens are annually taken 
ffom the spring and shipped to all parts of 
the world, there being a ready demand for 
the fish at $20 each, and the farmer who 
owns the spring has grown rich in conse- 
quence. It is supposed that the fountain 
is connected with an underground river, and 
that the fishes are bred in the subterranean 
stream. Close watch of the spring has 

yed conclusively that the chologaster 
oes mot breed in its waters, and as the sup- 
ply of fish is constantly replenished, the con- 
nection with an underground river seems thé 
only conclusion to be drawn. 

The chologaster, however, differs from all 
éther underground fishes in that it possesses 
éyes not eutirely devoid of sight. Without 
exception, Professor Forbes says, it is the 
most peculiar fish in the State,'for so far 
nothing has been learned of its life or habits. 


None Other Like It. 


“Several years ago, while fishing in the 
illinois River near Peoria, Professor 


Forbes caught a fish whose counterpart. 
he has since sought unsuccessfully. Though- 


just an ordinary fish apparently, to the nat- 
uralist it presented characteristics which put 
it in a class by itself—the only one of its 


_kind ever seen by an ichthyologist. Though 


Professor Forbes says the possibilities of 
its representing a distinct species seem rare, 
its characteristics are so marked that Pro- 
fessor Forbes made a thorough investiga- 
tion among brother ichthyologists in hopes 
of learning of a similar specimen. He is yet 
wndecided whether to class the specimen as 
a hybrid or a new species. 
The investigation of Professor Forbes re- 
veails the fact that a numbef of species once 
entiful in all the streams of the State are 
oming rare, owing, probably, to the intro- 
duction of carp and other prolific fishes, 


which lessen the food supply. The pickerei, 


formerly one of the most plentiful of fishes, 
will soon be an extinct species, so far as 
Tilinois is concerned. At the biological! sta- 
tion at Meredosia, among the thousands of 
fish taken last year, but two were pickere!, 
and neither specimen had attained its 
growth.

Peculiarities of the Sturgeon. 


The river sturgeon, though, of, the same 
gpecies as that of the lakes, does not grow 
mearly so large, a specimen more than three 
feet in length being. a rarity, while in the 
great lakes it frequently reaches the length 
of seven feet. A hard, bony sheet covers the 
back and sides of the fish, the belly aloie 
being soft. The head is elongated intoa long 
snout and the mouth, a mere circular cavity, 
is situated far back from the snout, and has 
in front a few depending barbels, evidently 
organs of touch. The food is soft. animals

Of the dozen or more species of gars inhab- 
iting American waters several are represeni- 
among Illinois fishes. This is the meanest, 
most vicious fish in existence. Representing

as it does the saurian of ages ago, it retains 
the instincts of the reptile, being similar in 
many of its habits tothe alligator. It is one 
of the most prolific of the fresh water fishes, 
a female laying nearly a million eggs in a 
year. 

Appropriately called the fresh water shark, 
the gar exhibits the instincts ofatiger. Itis 
the terror of the waters, preying upon the 
spawn and fry of other fishes to satisfy an in- 
satiable appetite. Fishermen, too, have 
cause to hate the gar. Often a number, of 
gars will locate near a “trot” line and sys- 
tematically “‘run”’ it, eating the fish that 
have been hooked and leaving only the rag- 
ged end to tell the story of their depreda- 


tions. 
Gars of Great Size. 
Apparently there is no limit to the size the 
gar may attain. Specimens of the alligator 


gar have been captured which measure 
twelve feet. The longest caught last year, 
and coming under the notice of the State 
entomologist, was seven feet three inches 
long. The fish was captured by Dr. Neville 
in Hancock Slough, on the Illinois River, 
near Pekin. 
the slough to bask in the sunshine, a habit 
peculiar to the breed, when Dr. Neville at- 
tacked and killed it after a bard struggle. 
Fishermen on the Illinois River tell of des- 
perate fights which have occurred between 
members of the craft and enraged garg, but 
the stories are not given credence by Pro- 
fessor Forbes or his assistants.

His pam- 
phiet upon the subject was published in 
1896, and a few months prior to its coming 
out a book revealing the main facts of his 
discoveries was printed. It contained so 
many errors that Professor Whitman had 
little trouble, it is said, in proving that its 
information was pilfered from his labor- 
atory.

Great Britain gradually is abolishing slav- 
ery in Zanzibar and in some parts of the 
British possessions on the mainland of Africa 
opposite the island. The process is gradual, 
2nd the slaves seem to be liberated only upon 
‘ their own application. The official govern- 
ment reports show that many conditions 
and obstacles must be complied with and. 
overcome before a slave can become free, 
-even under the British flag. Many of the 
recent reports from Zanzibar and the neigh- 
, boring islands and territories belonging to 
England or under her protection read like the 
ol slave literature of “‘ before the war.” 
Children: born of slave parents are now free 
in Zanzibar and in some other neighboring 
ferriories ruled by Great Britain, and the 
Process of gradual emancipation is spoken of 
hopefully by the government officials, but 
slavery is still there. On the mainland 
Slavery seems to be distinctly and officially 
yecognized by the British government in cer- 
fain sections over which it exercises o pro- 
tectorate. 


‘Missionaries Told 
| They Must Not 


_ Who would expect in this age of the world 
* British official to address missionaries in 
& Country governed by England in the fol- 

lowing words: 

“You aré aware of the recent inquiry 
made at Mombasa regarding the reception 
of run@waey slaves at the various missionary 
stations in the neighborhood. The inquiry 
brought to light the significant fact that’ 
over 1400 runaway elaves were found to be 

“harbored therein, of which the large ma- 
jority were found in the church mission sta- 
tiem at Rabal. Almost two-thirds of the 
fugitive slaves were slaves who had escaped 


® from their Arab masters at Mombasa or 


other coast ports. 

“I would earnestly request your codpera- 
‘tion on the three foliowing points: That no 
Slaves are allowed to remain within the 
limits or under the protection of your mis- 
Signs; that careful watch be kept, and, if 
“possible, mo runaway slaves be received in 
the native huts of the mission; that in case 


, of any runaway slave being received within 


the settlement, either on account of ill-treat- 
ment or because of his having entered with- 
out the knowledge of the mission authori- 
ties, he be sent back to the Wall of Mom- 
basa.” 

Such is the circular sent out to the mis- 
Bipnaries in the neighborhood of Mombasa 
by Colonel Evan-Smith, and he urges as a 
reason for compliance with his suggestion 
that the Arab slave dealers feel hurt be- 
nage their runaway slaves are not returned

Thus was a greag victory for morality and 
humanity achiev The Sultan has kept 
his agreement with regaré to all the coast 
towns except one. I: the last, year there 
were no public slave auctions in any of 
the seaports of Morocco, except at Rabat. 
where from fifty. to sixty, slaves a/ month 
are sold in public auction-rooms. At the 
other ports in the iast year slaves have 
been brought from time to time for public 
sale, but upon the British Consuls appealing 
to the native Governors the public sales 
were stopped. It is not pretended that the 
sale of slaves in Tangier and the other coast 
towns, where public auctions are prohibited, 
has decreased, only that the sales are con- 
ducted quietly. 

In the interior towns of Morocco slaves 
are sold at public auction dafly, being parad- 


j / 
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slaves to the coast towns, and the waters of 
the Indian Ocean and the Red Sea are dotted 
with Arab dhows bearing the captives to the 
slave marts of Asia. Many of the mission- 
aries have given pledges that ‘they will not 
harbor runaway slaves at their missions, 
and some openiy have expressed pro-slavery 
views. Sir A. Hardinge, that high British 
official of the East African Protectorate, 
quotes with approval an Arab as saying to 
a missionary: 

¥ I buy my slaves with my own hard cash, 
or I risk my life and fight for them, and 
then you missionaries stea! them from me 
andé make them your own slaves without 
purchase.”’ 
* Sir Hardinge seems to think the Arab Is in 
a legitimate business, and the missionary 
really should not Inmterfere—and he doesn’t 
often. When he does the government brings 
him up with a round turn. : 


Slaves Stolen from 
Under the Noses of 
British Officials. 


How the slave traders not only buy in the 
east coast towns the product of sacked and 
burned villages of interior Africa, but land 
and steal slaves from under the noses of 
German and British officials, is illustrated 
by a raid which was reported from Zanzibar 
not long ago. A vessel named the Leniya, 
flying the flag of the Sultan of Muscat, went 
into Zanzibar harbor from the African coast. 
It made an attempt to leave the harbor 
without clearance papers, and was stopped 
by the harbor police. It then received per- 
mission to go to a neighboring port “ for 
firewood.” The Lenifya sailed, and that 
night its crew, armed with swords and dag- 
gers, landed at a spot seven miles north 
of the city and collected the “ firewood.” 
they were after. Aided by accomplices on 
shore, they seized all the natives, bond and 
free, whom they could find wandering about, 
or living in lonely places, and forced the 
terrified creatures on board theslaver. They 
clapped them below hatches, crowding them 
in with some slaves whom they had stolen 
from German East Africa, and who must 
have been on board all the time the slaver 
was lying in Zanzib@r harbor. Having their 
vessel now filled to its utmost capacity with 
its human freight, the Arabs set sail for 
Muscat, the great slave port of the East 
and the chief distributing point for~ all 
Asia. 


How the Slavers 
Raid and Slaughter 


in Central Africa. 


The great army of slaves which constantly 
is passing from the east coast of Africa 
into Asia is recruited by the same means 
as were the cargoes of slaves sént to 
America from the interior of Africa. Ex- 
plorers in the interior of that vast conti- 
nent now and then come across a ruined 
village, tenanted only by the dead, who lie 
about where they were killed. The living 
people belonging to a village are on their 
weary march to the east coast and per- 
petual slavery. The slave trader has been 
around. These traders either buy of native 
potentates, or, if in sufficient force, attack 
a weak village themselves_ and carry off 
such of the inhabitants as they do not kill, ~ 

If a mative ruler like the Sultan of Sokoto 
gets wroth with a restive subject people or 
a weak neighbor, he says to his warriors 
“Go, eat them up!" Then there are slaugh- 
ter and burning and al the horrors of say- 
age warfare. Babies torm from their moth- 
ers’ arms are spitted on spears, women 
hacked to pieces, and men killed with fiend- 
ish barbarity, and when it is over the sur- 


wivors. are corrallied and examined care- 


fully. The most suitable ones are saved for 
slavery and the others killed. Then word 
goes to the great slave merchants of the 
east coast that there is a likely lot of slaves 
for sale at a certain station in the interior 
and that they can be had at a bargain. 
Perhaps the merchant goes himself to ex- 
amine the goods, perhaps he trusts his

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agents, for a big slave dealer has agents 
all through theinterior. 

So the slaves are bought and begin the 

weary march to the coast. Some die and 
some survive. 
at missionary stations and to be returned to 
their masters; some escape to the forests, 
where they find freedom, and also, many of 
them, death from starvation or wild beasts. 
Some of the slaves who do not die or es- 
cape are kept by their owners in the East 
African Protectorate and other divisions of 
the east coast, and the rest are shipped to 
Asia. 
- The passage across into Asia is short com- 
pared with the “middle passage’’ of the 
old slavers who traded between the west 
African coast and America, and for that 
reason only its horrors are not so great, yet 
the slaves are crowded in the dhows in a 
manner which even an old slaver of the mid- 
dle- passage could not have equaled, usually 
without food or water during part of the 
passage, in regions of fearful heat, and many 
dead are thrown overboard when the slave 
vessels are unloaded in Asia. 

- So, altogether, it takes constant burning 
and killing, man hunting and kidnaping, to 
keep the markets of the world supplied 
with slaves today, and the soil of Africa is 
still drenched with the blood of the accursed 
traffic. The closing of the west coast of 
Africa to the slave trade seems only to 
have resulted in making the victims of the 
man hunters walk a little farther to be 
“ crowded .in the picarooms"” on the east 
coast. 


Captives Chained | 
to Each Other and 


Driven to Market. 

In an official report of the Congo Free 
State regarding the slave raiders it is stated: 

“@ome of the slave hunting chiefs will 
surprise & village at night and try to take all 
the captives possible. Others will enter the 
village, make friends with the natives, and 
then, watching a favorable opportunity, 
will make a fierce attack on the people in 
returm for their hospitality. The massacres 
which accompany these attacks are horrible 
things. I have seen enormous quantities of 
corpses thrown into the river and floating 
down with its current. 

“In the slave caravans the women are at- 
tached to one long chain, and the children 
to shorter ones. ‘The men are fastened to 
each other by tron bars. They are thus 
marched to points where they are collected 
for the market or for the caravan for the 
east coast. After the affair of Bomakandi 
we found there a great number of captives of 
the most diversified countries and races. 
The captives are tortured with every refine- 
ment of cruelty, and the slave drivers sub- 
ject them to loss of their eyes and horrible 
and nameless mutilations upon the slightest 
provocation.’ 

These mutilated ones, it seems, are left to 
live or die by the wayside, as they may, and 
the passage of a slave caravan is marked by 
a& trail of mutilated corpses or dying ree 
ments of men. 

“In the valley of Bomakandt,” continues 
the narrator, ‘“‘ we came upon many of these. 
It was a horrible sight—heads without eyes 
and trunks without arms.” Of the region 
through which the slave raiders had passed 
he says: ‘It was marvelous how complete- 
ly the brigands had devastated the country. 
Nothing, absolutely nothing, was left ex- 
cept the trees of the forest. The villages had 
been burned, the banana plantations de- 
stroyed, the trees out of whose fiber the na- 
tives make clothing cut down. Ruin, 
famine, and meron: were spread throughout 
the region."’ 


White Children 
‘Kidnaped and 

Sold Into Slavery, 
Some years ago the Christians living in 
the coast cities of Morocco complained of 
the public sale of slaves brought from the 
interior of Africa and auctioned off before 
their eyes. So the British . government 


made a convention with the Sultan of Mo-

ed up and down the market place in the same 
— that horses and other animals are 
sold, 

Slaves are employed in Morocco almost en- 
tirely for domestic service. Every well-to- 
do Moorish household possesses several! 
slaves, the rich Moors owning many. Now 
that the French have seized the Tonat re- 
gion, through which the slave caravans en- 
ter Morocco, they ought to be able, if they 
want to, to reduce partially the number of 
slaves reaching the markets of that coun- 
try. In the other north Affican Mahome- 
tan states the slaves are sold at public 
sale, standing mostly naked in the market 
place to be bid for, and it is saild that in those 
remote regions, where a white man seldom 
penetrates, it is not infrequent to see chil- 
dren, evidently of French or Spanish blood, 
9 have been kidnaped and sent there for 
sale. 


Slave Dhows 
That Sail Under the 


Tricolor of France. 

Young children and old people are killed 
by the slave raiders. They prefer for slave 
purposes victims between 10 and 45 years 
of age, and they must be healthy. The 
weaklings are kiiled. In the slave markets 
one can buy young children and old people, 
as well as men, women, and children of 
intermediate ages, for slave owners send 
their slaves to market as they send other 
goods for which they have no use and upon 
which they desire to realize. 

But the caravans from the man-hunting 
grounds bring in slaves of good health and 
between the ages mentioned, except such 
younger boys as have been selected for mu- 
tilation. Frequently mutilation is, however, 
practiced upon boys over 10 years of age if 
it is decided they can probably survive the 
operation. 

The great fleet of slave dhows which carry 
on the main part of the traffic on the east 
coast of Africa generally fly the French 
flag or the flag of the Sultan of Muscat. 
They know every inch of the coast from 
Suakim to Zambezi, and, although they do 
wealthy have large retinues of them, one can 
not hesitate to go boldly into ports under 
the protection of European nations, they 
have many out-of-the-way places on the 
coast where a fleet of slave vessels can meet 
@ Caravan from the interlor and take on 
living cargoes unmolested. From the Mozam- 
bique coast a slaver would put into a port 
of Madagascar if he wanted to, and Mom- 
basa and Zanzibar see these dhows come and 
gO every day, their business, of course, be- 
ing ostensibly something other than slave 
trading. The sentiment of the “ best citi- 
zens” of the ports is in favor of the 
trade. The officials are sometimes not too 
curious, and so, after all, the risk is not 
80 great, and sometimes they get so bold 
as to take on cargoes of slaves in these fre- 
quented ports almost openly. 


White Slaves 
from the Caucasus 
Sold to the Turks. 


P. H. Lazzaro, United States Consular 
Agent at Salonica, writes to Tue SUnpdar 
TRIBUNE on the subject of slavery in Turkey, 
as follows: 

“Although Turkey does not officially rec- 
ognize siavery, still 4t exists all through the 
empire among the Mahometans. Should a 
Slave leave his master and take refuge in 
some foreign consulate he is, by that fact, 
made free, and the Consul takes care that 
the fugitive is not molested. Generally he 


or <s ig sent to some Christian mission in 
some other part of the country, where the 
escaped one is well taken care of. Most of 
these slaves come from the Caucasus, Geor- 
gia, Circassia, etc. These, of course, are 
white and of great beauty. Dark slaves 
come from Arabia or Africa. I understand 
that law forbids the keeping of a negro slave, 
but this law fs seldom enforced. There hard- 
ly exists a Mahometan household without 


one or more slaves, mostly females. The’ 


nutMber of slaves depends upon the wealth 
of the master of the house.” 

Another resident of Turkey of whom an In- 
quiry wae made replies that “ negroes are 
undoubtedly brought from Affica and sold as 
slaves in Constantinople. Circassians, both 
Ciristians and Moslems, sell their daughters 
to the Turks.” 

From various parts of the empire comes the 
same story, but Constantinople seems to be 
the center of the Turkish slave trade. The 
slaves are not sold publicly in Constantino- 
ple, though if one “ knows the ropes” he 
probably could find a slave mart where goods 
of the kind are constantly kept on hand for 
sale or exchange. Considering the great pop- 
ulation of the Turkish Empire, and the fact 
that there is scarcely a Moslem family too 
poor to have at least one slave, while the 
get’ an idea of the number of man-hunting 
expeditions im central Africa which are nec- 
essary to supply the eunuchs and other black 
slaves of Turkey. These slaves are shipped 
from the east coast of Africa, and inal! prob- 
ability are forwarded to Constantinople from 
Bagdad, through Asia Minor. 

The Turks are particularly fond of white 
slaves for their harems and female domestic 
servants. Most of their purchases from 
Georgia, Circassia, and the Caucasus are of 
female slaves, though now and then a white 
male slave will be found. 

The provinces from which these white 
slaves come lie between the Black and Cas- 
pian Seas, to the northeast of Asiatic Tur- 
‘key. They belong to Russia, but are wild 
countries, where people do about as they 
please as long as they are loyal to the Czar. 
Among their local customs and ancient in- 
dustries is the raising of female slaves for 
the Turkish market. To procure these white 
slaves no raids are organized nor is there 
blood shed. An even more horrible state of 
things exists. The people of the countries 
named rear their own flesh and blood for the 
slave market. All through Asia Minor and 
Mahometan central Asia there is a market 
for black and white slaves. How many thou- 
sands or hundreds of thousand are held in 
bondage in these countries is not known, but 
they all help swell the vast army of slaves 
which every day and hour is being recruited 


from the African hunting grounds and the 
aurseries of the Caucasus. 


Arabia a Hotbed 
of Slavery, as 
Also Is China. 


To a large extent Arabia is a sealed book 
to the outside world, but it is known to bea 
hotbed of slavery. The Arabs are the great 
slave hunters and the great slave dealers of 
the world. Arabia isa country of great ex- 
tent and of an unknown population. There 
is no census of its inhabitants, and, there- 
fore, no census of its slaves. It is certain, 
theugh, that their numbers are great and 
that the country draws heavily upon Africa 
in order to supply the demand for human 
chattels in the mysterious land. Black 
slaves are what Arabia demands, and plenty 
of them. In Egypt domestic slavery exists, 
although it is kept carefully im the back- 
ground, out of sight of Europeans. But the 
wealthy Egyptians draw upon Georgia and 
Circassia for inmates of the harem and upon 
the Soudan for the people to guard them. 

China does not draw upon Africa or Cir- 
cassia or any other country for her slaves. 
They are entirely of home production. Be- 
sides the selling of children by their parents 
in China, people in times of famine often 
sell themselves. But the greatest slave 
dealer in the Chinese empire is the govern- 
ment, which sells criminals of all ages. The 
transaction is simple. You say you are 
about to begin some great work, such as 
building a harbor or a canal, and you re- 


quire 100 or 200 laborers. Then you make : 
the best arrangements you can with the 


government for them. The Chinese authori- 


ties always are embarrassed with more | 


criminals tham they know what to do with, 


so you can take your pick of able-bodied | 


men. Once having got them, they are your 
property. You can set them to work in the 


most unhealthful places, and if they die | 


nobody will interfere. Your overseer can 
even kill a few if he wants to, as an en- 
couragement to the others, and it it is no- 
body’s business but your own, 

While in Mohammedan countries slaves 
usually are employed as household servants, 
they are in many places employed not only 
in that capacity but in various other forms 
of labor. In Persia they frequently are 
taught trades, such as carpentering, etc. 
In China they are household servants and 
laborers in the flelds, mines, etc. In Zanzi- 
bar they are largely used for farm labor, and 
in east Africa and the native African king- 
doms there is hardly a form of labor to which 
they are not assigned. 

As Africa is now, as it has been for so 
many years, the great source whence slaves 
are procured, it would seem that the open- 
ing up to civilization of central Africa would 
be the greatest blow that could be struck at 
the slave trade. Year by year the outposts 
of civilization approach nearer and nearer 
the man-hunting grounds of the still Dark 
Continent, but as yet the raids of the slave 
hunters have not been even checked. With 
the extension of the authority of the Congo 
Free State and of the powers who have pos- 
sessions on the west coast of Africa the man- 
hunting grounds rhay in time become more 
circumscribed. The building of the Cape to 
Cairo railroad may also have an effect, but 
the seizure of the caravan routes by the 
European nations and a stricter patrol of the 
Indian Ocean and the Red Sea would be more 
immediately effective. The Mohammedan na- 
tions never will give up slavery of their own 
accord. It would seem that a vigorous policy 
on the part of Russia might stop the sale of

Railway Tickets from Slot Machines. 


UTOMATIC machines for the delivery 
of railway tickets are a prominent 
feature of all railway stations in Ber- 

‘lin and the suburbs. Their employ- 

ment is facilitated by the fact that the 
gone tariff system is in force on the Stadt and 
Ring railways, which run through and round 
Berlin, and on the chief suburban lines. A 
ten pfennig (about two cents) ticket can be 
used by a passenger for a third-class jour- 
ney from any station on the line to any up 
to the fifth station from the point of de- 


parture. 

For all stations after the fifth dou- 
. ble fare-is charged. Second-class single 
\ “fares under the same conditions are fifteen 
and thirty pfennigs respectively. A fifteen 
- Pfennig ticket can also be obtained from 
the automatic machines; two “ nickels.”’ 


have to be put in theslot in that case, where- 
upon the machine delivers the ticket with a 
five pfennig piece as change. This system 
saves the passenger much time and certainly 
saves the railway company atleast one win- 
dow at each ticket office. In all Berlin rall- 
way stations no one is allowed on the plat- 
form unless he is going by train or pur- 
chases a platform ticket.. This ticket costs 
ten pfennigs, and is also supplied by auto- 
matic machines. It may be mentioned that 
by the sale of these platform tickets the 
state, which owns the railways, nets over 
$500,000 a year. During 1900 30,000,000 
tickets were supplied to the public by auto- 
matic machines at Berlin City and suburban 
stations. Few cases of fraud are heard of, 
for the “ nickel” is small and light, and it 
is difficult to find a substitute for it.

springing from a seed. It was said to feed 
on the surrounding herbage, turning on its 
Toot until it had eaten everything within 
reach, when it perished of starvation. Faith 
in the existence of the creature thus de- 
ascribed was as complete in the middle ages 
@s.is our belief today in tigers or alligators. 
«The Tartarean lamb, as it is otherwise 
ecaltled, was of exceeding.rarity, and found 
only in remote and inaecessible localities. 
it:is known today in China as the “ golden- 
haired dog,” and in that country is regular- 
ly bred for use as a medicine. . Actually it 
ie the root-steck of a plant, covered with 
soft brown hair, which, in form and general 
@ppearance, counterfeits an animal surpris- 
ingly, the lower parts of the stems taking the 
place of legs. From this odd likeness arose 
the myth, which is surely one of the oddest 
ever evolved. , 


Now, scientists who have beheld this vege- 
table lamb since its arrival at the museum 


{have made some interesting comments upon 


its relation to medical folklore and sorcery, 
the two being closely connected. It is easy 
to see why the woolly root in the likeness of 


 @n animal got the reputation of being in 


truth a young sheep, inasmuch as the un- 
tutored human mind always follows out that 
line of reasoning ‘n regard to any inanimate 
object that assumes the form of bird, beast, 
or man, even to the extent of a suggestion 
thereof. A Zuni Indian sees a pretty stone 
that has, to his eye, somewhat the shape of 
& mountain lion. He knows that a mountain 
lion must live in that stone, so he picks it up 
and carefully preserves it, in the faith that 
it represents the magical powers of the 
brute which inhabits it. 

From the viewpoint of the savage, every- 


thing is somebody. Inside of every inani- 
mate object resides some kind of a spirit— 
a fact which becomes especially manifest 
when the thing assumes the likeness of a 
living creature. This idea, which has to do 
*with the beginning of faith in the supernat- 
ural, has excited much interest on the part 
of government ethnologists, who have col- 
lected and placed tn the National Museum 
many strange curios illustrating the sub- 
ject. 


Inasmuch as all diseases are supposed 
be caused by evil spirits, magic of one kind 
or another is required to drive them eut of 
the persons afflicted,. and that is where sor- 
cery and medicine meet. In fact, the earliest 
medical practitioners were sorcerers, end 
among savages today the accredited physi- 
clan is a witch doctor and depends for the 
success of his remedies upon incantations, 
rites of exorcism, and other mumbe-jumbo 
business. If quinine has power to cure 
chilis and fever, for example, it is not, in the 
primitive conception, because it kills ma- 
laria germs, but for the reason that the bit- 
ter stuff ie disliked by the demon of that

In Japan snakeskin is imagined to bea sov- 
ereign remedy fer abdominal pains. Rep- 
tiles of this kind have a habit of burrowing 
and hiding, which enables them to penetrate 
the innermost parts of the body, and hence 
the peculiar virtue of their exuvie. Here 
is a connection of ideas that serves well to 
Illustrate the mode of argument by which 
primitive people's belief in the curative 
power ofa thingisreacheg. In the museum’s 
cellection are a number of dried toads, which 
have beeh prepared by a process of skin- 
ning, evisceration, and subsequent desicca- 
tion. They are prescribed in China as a 
febrifuge, probably because they live in cool 
places. 

It is always a help, where magical powers 
of animals are concerned, if their mode of 
life is in any way mysterious. The toad 
comes under that head, dwelling as it does 
in holes and being nocturnal in its habits. 
One may say the same thing of lizards, and 
hence it is not surprising to find tn the col- 
lection some carefully prepared reptiles of 

sort which have been disemboweled, 


neatly stretched upon bamboo splinters, and 
dried. Just what diseases they are good for 
js not explained, but they are ugly enough 
to frighten almost any symotic goblin. — 


' The primitive medical man, however, does 
not depend for his magical apparatus wholly 
upon natural objects. He makes a good deal 
of it for himself. One finds the Indian 
shaman, or sorcerer, frightening the disease 
spirite with a wooden rattle covered with 
buckskin and made up in the shape of a 
turtle, while for similar purposes of exorcism 
the Thibetan lama wields a whip with a 
handle of human bone and lashes of human 
skin, beating the while upon a drum formed 
out of the upper part of two human skulls.

The Zuni Indian forms a clay image to 
represent the mountain lion, and the spirit 
of that animal, which is the guardian of the 
North and the master of the gods of the 
hunt, comes te dwell in the object, protect- 
ing the owner from injury by accident and 
helping him to success in the chage. An- 
ether fetich of the kind in the collection 
described is a sma!! human figure on all fours, 
eut out of wood, and painted red. It is the 
likeness of a sorcerer of whom certain dis- 
eases are afraid, and those maladies will 
keep away from the house so long-as the 
image is within. 


Many of the most notable medica] curios 
are from China, and among them are turtle 
shells—the turtle is everywhere regarded 
among primitive peoples as a mysterious 
and therefore potent animal—and also tigers’ 
bones, dried pipe-fishes (odd-leoking and un- 
like ordinary fishes), and carbonized mon- 
keys’ skulls. The skulls are prepared by 
putting them into clay vessels, which are 
exposed to heat until the crania are thorough- 
ly calcined. These last, however, are from 
Japan, and so algo are the carbonized birds, 
which are prepared in exactly the same way. 
Both birds and monkeys are excellent tonics, 
presumably on account of their lively habits.

MONG the many investigations 
and explorations which have 
marked the last portion of the 
last century, the discoveries in 
the deep sea have an absorb- 
ing interest to the naturalist 
and layman. One hundred 
years ago the sea was a mys- 
tery in every sense and rv 
conception of its depth or the marvelous 
animals which peopled it was formed. 
The deep places could not be found, 
were labeled bottom,’ and “it 
became a belief among some that the ocean 
Was practically bottomless; that the greater 
depths could be reached, examined, and 
mapped was not even thought of. The bot- 
tom of the sea presented a problem to in- 
vestigators which was more Gdifficult to solve 
than that of the pole or darkest Africa. It 
was near at hand; there was no difficulty 
about that. but how to probe a region where 
divers could not penetrate below 100 feet, 
more or less, was a puzzie. The suggestion 
to reach the deep sea by dredges was at first 
received with scorn. Mathematicians pro- 
tested that if the ocean was three miles 
deep no object could sink lower than a mile, 
and would there be held suspended, there 
being a zone of drifting, floating wrecks in 
the ocean. But gradually investigations and 
Giseoveries were made. Dredges and leads 
reached the bottom, first at half a mile, 
then a mile: England. Germany, Italy, Mon- 
aco, Sweden, and the United States all send- 
ing out well-equipped ships to study and 
solve the problem of the deep sea; and to- 
day, as a result, many facts relating to this 
marvelous world of the abysmal ocean are 
known. Its average depth is about three 
miles: there are vast depressions where the 
water is six, possibly more, miles deep, and 
nearly all of this region is inhabited with 


‘animals so strange that they seem more 
iike weird figures of the imagination than 


living animals. | 

Professor Agassis, during his late expedi 
tions in the Albatross, has taken living ani- 
mals from. the deepest dredging;- showing 
that life exists where the temperature is just 
at or just above freezing: where the pressure 
is so great that glass is powdered, and where 
the normal conditions are inky darkness. 
The animals which live in such a soundless 
region can but excite the interest and imagi- 
nation of the reader. They are forms which 
have been driven to the “ dark unfathomed 
caves ’’ in past ages, and have slowly become 
adapted to the strange conditions. How 
such animals can see or exist under such 
pressure is the question asked the explorer; 
and it ean be briefly answered that the ani- 
mals are literal sponges, through which the 
water circulates; and they see by the system 
of phosphorescent lights, emitted by organs 
of illumination; and so universal is this that 
few of the deep-sea animals so far found 
are without them. If the reader in imagina- 
tion should descend Into the sea he would find 
that it grew dark at a depth of 200 feet; that 
at a depth of 1,000 feet the darkness was in- 
tense, and that all plant life had disap- 
peared; but as his eyes became accustomed 
to the darkness he would see, here and there, 
dots and splashes of light. and the watery 
atmosphere would soon take on the appear- 
ance of the heavens with stars, constella- 
tions, moons, and even meteors dashing 
along. As he plunges on in the deep ooze 
he would find himself in a forest of seeming 
corn stalks, each tipped with a light, among 
which strange fishes poise, moving slowly 
away. Nearly all these fishes are luminous; 
some over their entire surface; others have 
specialJights, or Iight-giving organs, either 
to attract prey or to aid in the general illum- 


In general appearance all these fishes are 
remarkable; abnormal creations seemingly of 
some weird fancy of nature. Some are large, 
and all are engaged in preying one upon the 
other, using their wonderful lights as flashes 
or decoys. One of the sharks of the deep 
sea known as Isistis, having no common 
name, is ablaze with light over its entire 


surface. When caught it presents a remark-. 


able appearance, outlined in light, the latter 
flashing from head to tail. An allied form 
created so beautiful a light when captured 
that the discoverer read by it. The light in 
this instance was green. Some of the largest 
of the deep-sea fishes'are covered with phos- 
phorescence and are veritable specters as 
they move along, outlined against the dark 
background. In these instances the seat of 
the light appears to be in the peculiar musci- 
laginous system which they possess, and the 
light can be rubbed off on the hand. But 
the most remarkable forms are those which 
have light-emitting organs, virtual search- 
lights, sometimes of two calors, which throw 
beams of light ahead of them as they move 
through this silent reaim. Such a fish is 
the Malacosteus, which has four lights—two 
above and two below, the former emitting an 
orange-colored light, while the latter are 
green. We can imagine this marvelous 
creature swimming slowly along, the gleams 
of its different hued lights shining brightly, 
attracting prey or illuminating it so that it 
can be seized In the terribie fang-like teeth of 
the living flashlight. 

Another remarkable fish is the Stomias, 
with the head of a dragon, long needle-like 
teeth, and a body slender and attenuated. 
Along the lower surface of the latter are 
rows of objects, which in the daytime re- 
semble mother-of-pearl, but which at night 
glow and gleam like the open portholes of a 
ship. Each one is a flashlight capable of

emitting phosphorescent light, the combined 
effect being sufficient:to outline the fish in 
lines of fire. Another—Scladonus—they have 
no common names—has a searchlight upon its 
forehead, which throws a gleam of light 
ahead. The number and diversity of these 
flashlight fishes found by the various expe- 
ditions and brought to the surface in their 
dredges, is astonishing. Nature appears to 
have been more than prodigal! in producing 
eccentricities. The lights are not confined 
to any special place. In some the head is the 
seat of luminosity; in others the spots are 
seattered along-the sides and on the head; 
and in one the tail is luminous, while in 
others again the entire body seems to be 
dotted with these lamps. One form has three 
distinct lights on the cheek, or what com- 
pares to it, and three oblong ones on the 
lower jaw, while the strange Diaphus has 
three enormous flashlights which throw the 
light downward from the head. Hideous 
little creatures, known as Stérnoptyx: and 
Argyrqpelécus,. are ablaze with lights, the 
gleams coming principally from the lower 
surface. A fish called Aethoprora, not only . 
has lights along the sides, but the entire top 
and front of the head is a reflector, or light, 
calling to mind the headlight of a locomotive, 
so that when the fish is coming head on it 
presents the appearance of a star. 

In all these the flash-lights and reflectors 
are undoubtedly employed by the fishes to 
throw light about their prey and enable them 
to seize them; but there is another class 
abundant in the deep sea which use their 
lights as lures. Such a one, with an un- 
pronounceable name, is a mud-loving form, 
concealing itself in the ooze. Beneath its 
lower jaw is a pendant upon the end of which 
is a bulb, virtually an electric light, which is 
used to attract small fry within reach of the 
terrible mouth. Another fish, which has a 


huge pear-shaped organ on its lower jaw, 
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preys upon fishes nearly as large as itself, 
which it swallows with ease. The fish Melan- 
ocetus has a fishing rod on the top of its head, 
the bait of which is luminous. But of all the 
wonders of the realm of the deep sea’ the 
electric bulb fish Is perhaps the most hideous 
and remarkable; its mouth armed with ter- 
rible lancelike teeth, and opening so wide 
that it appears to occupy one-half of the 
entire fish. Upon its head, guarded by two 
hornlike objects, is a large bulblike object 
that is a brilliant luminous organ. This 
ingenious fisherman sinks into the mud, leav- 
ing this bright light, or lure, exposed, to at- 
tract its prey, rising up to seize it, as, like 
moths, they gather about it. If possible, the 
Caulophryne, found in greater depths, is still 
more remarkable. The mouth is enormous— 
a veritable sack armed with fanglike teeth. 
From the back and lower surface extend 
enormous fins, reaching backward, and the 
swimming fin is placed far back-near the 
tail. All over the sides of this fish are little 
bulbs, or barbels, of flesh attached to stems 
and brilliantly luminous, while just over the 
eyes is a large object, shaped like an electric 
light bulb and emitting a light like one. When 
this fish moves slowly along the dangling 
lights which cover it render it at once one 
of the most striking forms of the deep sea. 

Another mud-loving creature is Debran- 
chus, which looks like a moss-covered stone 
and has a terrible array of teeth. It isa 
sluggish fish and cannot move rapidly; hence 
in the center of the upper jaw it has a light; 
as smal) fishes approach it the cavernous 
mouth opens and the victims are ingulfed. 

In all probability but an extremely small 
percentage of these strange animals 
of the deep sea have been seen by 
naturalists, and the abysmal regions 
conceal innumerable wonders, the 
active light-givers of the deep sea, 
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of Roumania.
